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RETURN. 


CATTLE DISEASE. 

During 1897 the health of the herds in Ireland has again been satisfactory. No 
outbreak of any contagious Cattle disease falling within the Orders in Council under 
the Diseases of Animals Acts, has occurred. 

Since 1884 Ireland has been entirely free from Foot-and-Moutli disease. 

The latest outbreak of Pleuro-Pneumonia was so far back as September, 1892. Early 
in January, 1S97, an outbreak of this disease occurred in a London dairy-yard, and a 
cow reported to have been shipped from Cork on October 30th, 1890, was among the 
animals affected. After correspondence with the Board of Agriculture it was thought 
desirable to slaughter any Cattle in Ireland which could be traced to have been in contact 
with the Cattle shipped from Cork on the date mentioned. As the result, 144 Cattle 
were slaughtered in Co. Cork. A careful post-mortem examination of the lungs of each 
animal slaughtered was made by the Departmental Professional Officers, but no case of 
Pleuro-Pneumonia was discovered. As a further measure of precaution the Constabu- 
lary throughout the greater pail of the Counties of Cork and Kerry were directed to 
send to Dublin the lungs of Cattle which died of any disease in their districts for 
examination by the Veterinary Staff of the Department. During the period of more 
than three months, while this arrangement was carried out, no sign of Pleuro-Pneumonia 
was detected in any of the lungs examined. There is not the slightest reason to believe 
that any trace of this malignant disease is lurking in any part of Ireland. 


SWINE FEVER. 

The work of stamping out Swine Fever has continued during the year, and consider- 
able progress has been made in this difficult task. There has been a substantial decrease 
as compared with the preceding year in the number of outbreaks confirmed after an 
examination by the Professional Officers of the Department of the viscera of diad or 
slaughtered Swine forwarded to the Laboratory of the Department in Dublin by District 
Inspectors.

3,800 reports of supposed cases of Swine Fever were received during the year, and 
formed the subject of veterinary enquiry. In connexion with the 421 confirmed 
outbreaks, 4,132 Swine were slaughtered, and in 930 cases the ies ions of Swine Fever 
were revealed on post-mortern examination; 616 Swine were also slaughtered as 
suspected, but. on post-mortem examination lesions of disease were not found. 

The prohibition upon the importation of Swine from Great Britain rendered necessary 
by the prevalence of Swine Fever in England and Scotland, which had been in force 
since May, 1894, has now been relaxed so fir as the importation of Swine for breeding 
purposes is concerned. While ready to render cordial assistance to every effort to 
improve the breed of Swine in Ireland, the Department felt bound to take due 
precaution to prevent the importation of disease and the undoing of the work in the 
eradication of Swine Fever which has been accomplished at great cost both in labour 
and in money. Accordingly, regulations were carefully framed to secure that the 
imported animals should be drawn from healthy herds, should be guarded as completely 
as possible against the risk of infection in the journey, and should undergo a term of 
quarantine after their arrival in Ireland. Under these Regulations, which came into 
operation in April, 1896, permits for the importation of 85 Swine have been grn.ntrd, and 
it is a satisfactory proof of the care which has been exercised that no outbreak of disease 
has been reported or traced in connexion with any of these importarions.

* RABIES. 

The Departmental Committee appointed by the Board of Agriculture to enquire into 
the working of the Laws relating to 1 ogs, on which the Veterinary Department of the 
Privy Council in Ireland was represented, issued a Report, dated January 28th, 1897. 
In accordance with the recommendations contained in the Report, steps have been taken 
to secure a more effectual method of dealing with Rabies than the system of partial 
muzzling under Regulations passed by Local Authorities without concert or co-operation, 
which had proved irritating to the public and ineffective in result. An Order in Council 
was accordingly framed which required that, with certain specified exceptions, all dogs 
throughout Ireland should be muzzled while in or on any public place, with a cage 
muzzle so constructed as to make it impossible for an 3 ^ dog when muzzled to bite; 
without hindering him from breathing freely or from lapping water. This Order came 
into force on the 1 st July, 1897, and a marked and steady diminution in the number of 
reported cases of the disease has since taken place. 

During the first six months of the year 335 cases were reported. 

From Juty 1st to December 31st, while the Muzzling Order has beeu enforced, 162 
cases only have been reported, being a reduction as compared with the preceding six 
months, of 1 73 cases. In the month of July, when the Order was first enforced, the 
reported cases were 59. In December they had fallen to 14. 

The Department has made arrangements by which Local Authorities throughout the 
country, at trifling cost to the ratepayers, are enabled to have doubtful cases of Rabies 
tested in Dublin by experimental investigation, the only trustworthy means of deter- 
mining the existence of the disease. 

During the year 138 cases were submitted for investigation, of which 48 proved to 
be true Rabies. 

During the six months in which the Muzzling Order has been in force 4,016 stray 
dogs were seized by the Police ; 381 were claimed by their owners ; 474 were sold ; 
2,874 were destroyed ; 32 died ; and the remainder were still under detention at the close 
of the year. 

The results attained under the Muzzling Order are encouraging, and there is good 
reason to believe that a strict enforcement of the Regulations for a further period of 
no very prolonged duration will lead to the eradication of Rabies, and render muzzling 
in future unnecessary. 


SHEEP SCAB. 

4,859 cases of this disease were reported during the year, as against 4,889 in 1896 r 
4,899 in 1895, 6,597 in 1894, and 10,358 in 1893. 

There is, however, reason to believe that Sheep Scab prevails to a much wider extent 
than is indicated by the returns furnished to the Department. There is no doubt that 
many outbreaks are not reported by the owners to the Authorities. In a considerable 
proportion of the cases recorded during the year, the -discovery of the disease was due 
to the vigilance of the Police; and the owners, who failed to discharge the statutory 
obligation imposed upon them of reporting to the Police the existence of Sheep Scab, 
were prosecuted. 

A system of Veterinary inspection of Sheep has long been established in the Dublin 
M etropolitan Market by the Corporation with satisfactory results. If similar inspec- 
tion was provided by the various Local Authorities under the powers vested in them 
by the Sheep Scab (Ireland) Order in Council, for the more important Fail's and 
Markets throughout the country at which Sheep are exposed for sale, much might 
be done to check the spread of the disease. Sheep-owners appear too often to 
regard Sheep Scab with comparative indifference, and neglect those measures of isolation, 
remedial treatment, and disinfection which, if thoroughly applied, are sufficient to 
eradicate the disease. A greater degree of care on the part of bheep-owners, combined 
with increased vigilance and activity on the part of Local Authorities throughout the 
country, are necessary to put an end to the ravages of a disease which, though not often 
fatal, is productive of much suffering and loss. 


GLANDERS. 

Ireland appears to be practically free from glanders, only one outbreak having been 
confirmed during the year. 
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ANIMAL IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 

Returns of animals exported from and imported into Ireland are given at pages 101, 
et seq. The large number of 2.245,834 Cattle, Sheep, and Swine were exported during 
the year to Great Britain, and 6,630 to the Isle ot Man, bringing the total exports of 
Cattle, Sheep, and Swine to 2,252,464. 

Foreign animals are not at present allowed to be imported into this country. 


TRANSIT. 

Numerous visits were made during the year by the Departmental Travelling Inspectors 
to the Ports of shipment and to Railway stations throughout the country with a view 
to supervise the execution of the Animals (Transit and General) (Ireland) Order of 
1895 as to the transit of Animals by rail and sea. Very few cases of overcrowding 
were observed. The representations made from time to time on this subject to the 
carrying Companies by the Department and its Inspectors have been attended with 
good results. 

The regulations as to the cleansing and disinfection of vessels, railway trucks, and 
pens, have as a rule been satisfactory carried out. Any instances of failure to comply 
with the requirements in this respect which have been brought under the notice of the 
Department have been at once dealt with in order to guard against a recurrence of the 
neglect. 

In consequence of complaints made by Associations and others interested in the 
Cattle trade of alleged ill-usage to animals in transit by rail, a joint Committee was 
appointed by the President of the Board of Agriculture and the Chief Secretary to the 
Lord Lieutenant in July, 1S97, to enquire into the conditions under which the transit 
of animals by road or rail is at present conducted, and to consider what further measures 
can with advantage be taken either by legislation or otherwise to protect them from 
suffering, and to ensure their delivery in the best possible condition. The Committee 
have held several meetings, both in London and Dublin, and a large number of witnesses 
have been examined. The inquiry has not yet beeu completed.

WE, the Lords J ustices-General and General

behalf, do order, and it is hereby ordered as follows : — 

Short Title. 

1. This Order may be cited as The Glanders or Farcy 
(Ireland) Order of 1893. 

Extent. 

2. This Order extends to the whole of Ireland. 

Commencement. 

3. This Order shall commence to take effect from 
and immediately after the 16th day of January, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-three. 

Glanders and Farcy. 

4. For the purposes of this Order disease means 
glanders, and includes that form of glanders which is 
commonly known as farcy, and diseased or suspected 
means affected with or suspected of being affected with 
glanders (including farcy). 


Interpretation. 

5. In this Order —

— Every person having or having had in his 
possession or under his charge any diseased horse, 
ass, or mule shall, wish all practicable speed, give 
notice of the fact of the horse, ass, or mule being or 
having been so diseased to a constable of the police 
district wherein the diseased horse, ass, or mule is or 
was. 
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(2.) The constable receiving such notice shall forth- 
with give information of the receipt by him of the 
notice to an Inspector of the Local Authority, and to 
the Local Authority. 

Duty of Inspector to act immediately. 

9. An Inspector of the Local Authority on receiving 
in any manner whatsoever information of the sup- 
posed existence of disease, or having reasonable ground 
to suspect the existence of disease, shall proceed with 
all practicable speed to the place where the disease, 
according to the information received by him, exists, 
or is suspected to exist, and shall there and elsewhere 
put in force and discharge the powers and duties by 
■or under the Acts of 1878 to 1892, and any Oitler 
made thereunder, conferred and imposed on liim as 
Inspector. 

Public Warning as to Existence of Glanders or 
Farcy. 

10. — (1.) The Local Authority may, if the}' think 
fit, give public warning by placards, advertisement, 
or otherwise, of the existence of disease in any stable, 
building, field, or other place, with or without any 
particular description thereof, as they think fit, and 
may continue to do so during the existence of the 
disease, and, in case of a stable, building, or other like 
place, until the same has been cleansed and disin- 
fected. 

(2.) It shall not be lawful for any person (without 
Authority or excuse) to remove or deface any such 
placard. 

Regulations oj Local Authority as to Movement of 

Horses, Asses , or Mules for Glanders or Farcy. 

11. — (1.) Any Local Authority may make such 
Regulations as they tliiuk lit for the following pur- 
poses, or any of them : 

(a.) for prohibiting or regulating the movement 
into, in, or out of any stable, building, field, 
or other place of any diseased or suspected 
horse, ass, or mule, or for marking any such 
horse, ass, or nude : 

(6.) for prohibiting or regulating the movement 
into or out of any stable, building, field, or 
other place in which glandere or farcy exists, 
of any horse, ass, or mule which has been in 
tho same stable, building, field, or other place, 
or otherwise in contact with any diseased or 
suspected horse, ass, or mule, or which lias 
been otherwise exposed to the infection of 
glandere or farcy ; and 

(c.) for regulating the taking out of any stable, 
building, field, or other place of any fodder, 
litter, or other thing that has been in contact 
with or used for or about any diseased or 
suspected horse, ass, or mule : 

but nothing in any such Regulation shall authorize 
movement in contravention of any provision of any 
Order in Council for the time being in force ; and a 
Regulation under paragraph (b.) of this Article shall 
operate so long only as any horse, ass, or mule, which 
in the judgment of the Local Authority is diseased, 
remains in the stable, building, field or other place to 
which the Regulation refers, and, in case of a stable, 
building, or other like place, until the Regulations of 
the Local Authority as to cleansing and disinfection 
have been complied with by the owner or occupier of 
such premises. 

(2.) The power to make Regulations under this 
Article shall be exercised only by the Local Authority 
or their Executive Committee, and shall not be deputed 
to any other Committee or Sub-Committee. 


Regulations of Local Authority as to Cleansing and 
Disinfecting in Glanders or Farcy. 

12. — (1.) Any Local Authority may make such 
Regulations as they think tit for the following purposes, 
or any of them : 

(a.) for providing for the cleansing and disinfection 
of places used by, and of utensils, mangers, 
feeding-troughs, pens, hurdles, or other things 
used for or about any diseased or suspected 
horse, ass, or mule : 

(b.) for providing for thn cleansing and disinfection 
of vans or carts or other vehicles used for 
carrying any diseased or suspected horee, ass, 
or mule on land otherwise thau on a railway : 

(c.) for prescribing the mode in which such 
cleansing and such disinfection are to bo 
effected : und 

(d.) for providing that such places, utensils, mangers, 
feeding-troughs, pens, hurdles, or other things, 
vans, Girts, or other vehicles should be cleansed 
and disinfected at the expense of the Local 
Authority, or of the owner, lessee, or occupier 
thereof. 

(2.) If any person fails to cleanse and disinfect any 
place, or any utensil, manger, feeding-trough, pen, 
hurdle, or other thing, or any van, cart, or other 
vehicle, in accordance with any such Regulation, it 
shall be lawful for the Local Authority, without 
prejudice to the recovery of any penally for tire in- 
fringement of such Regulation, to cause such place, 
or such utensil, manger, feeding-trough, pen, hurdle, 
or other thing, or such van, cart, or other vehicle to 
bo cleansed and disinfected, aud to recover the expenses 
of such cleansing and disinfection from such person 
summarily. 

(3.) 'Flie power to make regulations under this 
Article shall be exercised only by the Local Authority 
or their Executive Committer, and shall not be deputed 
to any other Committee or Sub-Committee. 

Occupiers and Owners to give facilities for Cleansing, 
d:c. 

13. Where the power of causiug any place or any 
utensil, manger, feeding-trough, pen, hurdle, or other 
thing, or any van, cart, or other vehicle to be cleansed 
and disinfected under this Order is exercised by a 
Local Authority, the occupier or owner thereof shall 
give all reasonable facilities for that purpose. 

Prohibition to expose or move Horses, Asses, or Mules, 

affected with , or suspected of Glanders or Farcy. 

14. It shall not be lawful for any person — 

(a.) to expose a diseased or suspected horse, ass, or 
mule in a market or fair, or in a sale yard. or 
other public or private place where horses are 
commonly exposed for sale ; 

(6.) to place a diseased or suspected horse, ass, or 
mule in a lair or other place adjacent to or 
connected with a market or a fail-, or where 
horses are commonly placed before exposure 
for sale ; 

(c.) to send or cany, or cause to be sent or carried, 
a diseased or suspected horee, ass, or mule, on 
a railway, canal, river, or inland navigation, or 
in a coasting vessel j 

(d.) to, cany, lead, or drive, or cause to be canned, 
led, or driven, except in the case provided for 
by Regulation A of the next following Article, 
a diseased or suspected horse, ass, or mule on 
a highway or thoroughfare ; 

(e.) to place or keep a diseased or suspected horse, 
ass, or mule on common or uninclosed land, or 
in a field or place insufficiently fenced, or in a 
field adjoining a highway unless that field is 
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so fenced or situate, that animals therein cannot 
in any manner coins in contact with any horse, 
ass, or mule passing along that highway or 
grazing on the sides thereof ; 

(f.) to graze a diseased or suspected horse, ass, or 
mule on pasture, being on the sides of a high- 
way ; or 

(g.) to allow a diseased or suspected horse, ass, or 
mule to stray on a highway or thoroughfare, 
or on the sides thereof, or on common or unin- 
closed land, or in a field or place insufficiently 
fenced. 

1‘roceedings in case of contra centior of last preceding 
Article. 

15. (1.)— Where ahorse, ass, or mule is exposed or 
otherwise dealt with in contravention of the last pre- 
ceding Article, the Inspector of the Local Authority 
or other officer appointed hy them in that behalf shall 
seize and remove and detain it, and it shall be dealt 
with in accordance with the following Regulations 
(namely) : 

(Regulation A. — Diseased Horses, Asses, or Mules.) 

(L) If the horse, ass, or mule is diseased the Local 
Authority shall cause it to be forthwith slaughtered ; 
and, if not slaughtered at the place where it is seized, 
it may be moved under the direction and in charge 
of an Inspector or other officer of the Local Authority 
to the nearest available horse-slaughterer's or 
knacker 1 s-yurd to be there slaughtered ; and that 
Inspector or other officer shall enforce and superintend 
the immediate slaughter there of the horse, ass, or 
mule, and shall report to the Local Authority the fact 
of the slaughter there ; and 

(Regulation B. — Suspected Horses, Asses, or Mules.) 

(ii.) If suspected, the horse, ass, or mule so seized 
shall be dealt with us follows : 

(iii.) The suspected horse, ass, or mule so seized 
may he slaughtered by or at the request of the owner 
or person in charge thereof at the place where it is 
seized ; or 

(iv.) The suspected horse, ass, or mule so seized may 
be moved by or at the request of the owner or person 
in charge thereof with a Licence of the Inspector to 
the nearest available horse-slaughterer's or knacker’s- 
yard for the purpose of being there forthwith 
slaughtered ; in which latter case the following provi- 
sions shall apply : 

(v. j The Licence shall be available for twelve hours, 
and no longer. 

(vi.) The Licence shall specify the horse-slaughterer's 
or knacker's- y a rd to which the suspected horse, ass, or 
mule is to be moved for slaughter, and it shall not bo 
moved to any other horse-slaughterer's or knnckev’u- 
yard or place. 

(vii.) The suspected horse, ass, or mule so moved 
shall be moved to the specified horse- slaughterer's or 
knacker’s-yard under the direction and in charge of an 
Inspector or other officer of the Local Authority ; and 
he shall enforce and superintend the immediate 
slaughter there of the horse, ass, or mule, aud shall 
forthwith report to the Local authority the fact of 
the slaughter there. 

(viii.) If the movement is to be into the District 
of another Local Authority, there must also be a 
Licence of that other Local Authority indorsed on or 
referring to the ilrst-mentioned Licence ; which second 
Licence must be granted before the horse, ass, or mule 
is moved into the District of that other Local 
Authority. 

(ix.) The suspected horse, ass, or mule so moved 
into the District of that other Local Authority shall 
be moved to the specified liorse-slaughtcrer’s or 
knock er’a-ynrd under the direction and in charge of 
an Inspector or other officer of the Local Authority 
out of whose District it is moved ; and he shall enforce 
and superintend the immediate slaughter there of the 


horse, ass, or mule, and shall forthwith report to both 
the Local Authorities the fact of the slaughter there • 

(x. ) The suspected horse, ass, or mule, if not 
slaughtered as aforesaid, shall be moved, in charge of 
an Inspector or other officer of the Local Authority, 
to some convenient and isolated place, aud sluill be 
there kept for such time as the Local Authority think 
expedient, subject, however, to the horse, ass, or mule 
being there slaughtered at any time by or at the re- 
quest of the owner or person iu charge thereof. 

(xi.) Tf the suspected horse, ass, or mule so seized, 
moved, ana detained, but not slaughtered as aforesaid, 
proves, while in such isolated place, to be diseased, it 
sluill be dealt with in the same manner aud be sub- 
ject to the same provisions in all respects as if it had 
been so diseased at the time when it w.-is seized aud 
detained by such Inspector or other officer. 

(Disinfection in these Cases.) 

(2.) In case of a diseased horse, ass, or mule being 
seized in accordance with the provisions of this Article, 
it shall not be lawful for the Market Authority or the 
owner or occupier of such other place or any person 
to again use or allow to be used, for homes, asses, or 
mules, that portion of the market or ocher place where 
the diseased horse, ass, or mule was found, unless and 
until a Veterinary Inspector lias certified chat that 
portion has been, as far as practicable, cleansed aud 
disinfected. 

Expenses. 

16. The Local Authority may recover the ej penses 
of the execution by them or by their Inspector or 
other officer of the provisions of the last preceding 
Article from the owner of the horse, ass, or mule 
seized, or from the consignor or consignee thereof, 
who may recover the same from the owner sum- 
marily. 

Removal of dung or other Things. 

17. It shall not bo lawful for any person to send nr 
carry, or caused to be sent or carried, on a railway, 
canal, river or inland navigation, or in a coasting vessel, 
or on a highway or thoroughfare, any dung, fodder, 
or litter that has been in any place in contact with or 
used about a diseased horse, ass, or mule, except with 
a Licence of the Local Authority for the District in 
which such place is situate, granted ou u certificate ot 
an Inspector of the Local Authority certifying that 
the tiling moved has been, as fur us practicable, disin- 
fected. 

Slaughter and Compensation in Glanders or Farcy. 

IS. (1.) — A Local Authority may if they think fit, 
and when required hy the Lord Lieutenant shall, 
cause to be slaughtered — 

(a.) any diseased or suspected horse, ass, or mule; 
and 

(b.) any horse, ass, or mule being or having been 
in the same field, stable, shed, or other place, 
or otherwise in contact with any diseased 
horse, ass. or mule, or being or having been in 
any way exposed to the infectiou of disease. 

(2.) The Local Authority shull out of Union Funds 
pay compensation as follows for any horse, ass, or 
mule slaughtered under this Article — 

{ a.) where the horse, ass, or mule slaughtered was 
diseased the compensation shall be one-half ot 
its value immediately before it became so dis- 
eased j but so that the compensation do not in 
auy such case exceed twenty pounds, and 

( b .) in every other case the compensation shall be 
the value of the horse, ass, or mule immediately 
before it was slaughtered. 

(3.) Provided, that if the owner of the horse, ass, 
or mule gives notice in writing to the Local Authority, 
or their Inspector or other officer, that he objects to 
the horse, ass, or mule being slaughtered, it shall not 
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be lawful for the Local Authority to cause that horse, 
ass, or mule to be slaughtered except; with the fur- 
ther special authority of the Lord Lieutenant first 
obtained. 

Ascertainment of Value for Compensation in 
Ireland. 

19. — (i.) "Where in Ireland a horse, ass, or mule is 
slaughtered by order of a Local Authority under this 
Order, the Local Authority shall, within fourteen 
days after the slaughter, give to the owner of the 
animal notice in writing of the valuation thereof inside 
by them. 

(ii.) If within six days after the receipt of that 
notice the owner does not give to the Local Authority 
or their Inspector a counter notice in writing, stilting 
in effect that he disputes the valuation made by the 
Local Authority, the compensation shall be paid on 
that valuation. 

(iii.) If the owner gives such a notice, then the 
question of the value of the animal shall by virtue of 
this Article stand referred to the arbitration of a 
aiugle arbitrator, who shall moke his award ready for 
delivery within seven clays after he is appointed, and 
the provisions of the Common Law Procedure Amend- 
ment Act (Ireland), 1856, shall apply to the reference 
and arbitration. 

(iv.) If a higher valuation is awarded than the 
valuation made by the Local Authority, then the 
Local Authority shall pay the cost of the reference 
and award and all costs incurred by the owner with 
respect to the arbitration when ascertained, but other- 
wise the costs of the reference and award and all costs 
incurred by the Local Authority with respect to the 
arbitration when ascertained as aforesaid may he 
deducted by the Local Authority from the sum 
payable to the owner as compensation under the 
award. 

Withholding of Compensation. 

20. — (1.) A Local Authority may, if they think fit, 
withhold, either wholly or partially, compensation in 
respect of it horse, ass, or mule slaughtered by their 
•order under this Order, where the animal was in their 
opinion diseased at the time of its being brought into 
their district. 

(2.) A Local Authority before determining, under 
sub-section seven of section thirty of the Act of 1878, 
or under this Article, to withhold, either wholly or 
partially, compensation or other payment in respect of 
a horse, ass, or mule slaughtered by their order under 
this Order, shall give to the owner of the horse, ass, 
or mule an opportunity of making representations to 
them respecting the facts and circumstances of the 
case, and shall consider the same. 

Record of Slaughter. 

21. The provisions of Article 142 {Record of 
Slaughter) of the Animals (Ireland) Order shall apply 
to the case of any horse, ass, or mule slaughtered uuder 
this Order. 

Disposal of Carcases. 

22. — (1.) The carcase of every horse, ass, or mule 
that was diseased at the time when it died or was 
slaughtered shall he disposed of by the Local Authority 
as follows : 

(i.) Either the Local Authority shall cause the 
carcase to be buried as soon as possible in its 
skin in some proper place, and to be covered 
with a sufficient quantity of quicklime or other 
disinfectant, and with not less than six feet of 
earth ; 

(ii.) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized by 
Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, cause the car- 
case to be destroyed, under the inspection of 
the Local Authority, in the mode following ; 
The carcase sliall be disinfected, and shall then 


he taken, in charge of an officer of the Local 
Authority, to a horse-slaughterer’s or knacker’s- 
yarcl approved for the purpose by the Lord 
Lieutenant, or other place so approved, and 
shall be there destroyed by exposure to a high 
temperature, or by chemical agents. 

(2.) With a view to the execution of the foregoing 
provisions of this Article the Local Authority may 
make such Regulations as they think fit for prohibiting 
or regulating the removal of any carcase, or for securing 
the burial or destruction of the same : Provided that 
the power to make Regulations under this Article 
shall be exercised only by the Local Authority or their 
Executive Committee and shall not be deputed to any 
other Committee or Sub-Committee. 

(3.) Where under this Article a Local Authority 
cause a carcase to be buried, they shall first cause its 
skin to be so slashed as to he useless. 

(4.) A Local Authority may cause or allow a carcase 
to be taken into the Distinct of another Local Author- 
ity to be buried or destroyed, with the previous con- 
sent of that Local Authority or with a Licence in 
that behalf of the Lord Lieutenant but not other- 
wise. 

Digging up Carcases of Ilorses, Asses, or Afules, 
Jiuried on Account of Glamlers or Farcy. 

23. It shall not be lawful for any person, except 
with the Licence of the Lord Lieuteuant, to dig up, 
or cause to he dug up, the carcase of any horse, ass, 
or mule that has been buried on account of being 
diseased. 

Weekly Returns as to Glamlers or Farcy. 

24. Where an Inspector of a Local Authority finds 
glanders or farcy in his District, he sliall forthwith 
make a return thereof to the Local Authority and to 
the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, on a form pro- 
vided by the Privy Council, with all particulars 
therein required, and shall continue to so make a 
return thereof on the Saturday of every week until 
the disease lias ceased. 

General Provisions as to Regulations of Local 
Authority. 

25. — (1.) Every Local Authority shall forthwith 
send to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, a copy of 
every Regulation made by them under this Order. 

(2."' If the Privy Council are satisfied on inquiry 
with respect to any Regulation of a Local Authority 
made under this Order that the same is of too restric- 
tive a character, or otherwise objectionable, and direct 
the revocation thereof, the some shall thereupon cease 
to operate. 

Production of Licences ; Names and Addresses. 

26. — (1.) Every person in charge of any horse, ass, 
or mule being moved, where, under any Regulation 
of a Local Authority made under this Order, a Move- 
ment Licence is necessary, shall, on demand of a 
Justice, or of a constable, or of an Inspector or other 
officer of the Local Authority, produce and show to 
him the Licence, if any, authoi-izing the movement, 
and shall allow it to be read and a copy of or extract 
from it to be taken by the person to whom it is pro- 
duced. 

(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
aforesaid, give his name and address to the Justice, or 
constable, or Inspector or other officer. 

Exemption of Army Department. 

27. Nothing in this Order applies to horses, asses, 
or mules kept in stables of military barracks or camps 
under the care and supervision of the Army Veterinary 
Medical Department. 

B 2 
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Offences. 

28.— (1.) If any horse, ass, or mule, or the carcase 
of any horse, ass, or mule, is moved in contravention 
of a Regulation of a Local Authority made under this 
Order or of the conditions of a Movement Licence 
thereunder, the owner of such horse, ass, or mule, or 
carcase, and the person for the time being in charge 
thereof, and the person causing, directing, or per- 
mitting the movement, and the person moving or 
conveying such horse, ass, or mule, or carcase, and 
the owner and the charterer and the master of the 
vessel in which it is moved, and the consignee or 
other person receiving or keeping it knowing it to 
have been moved in contravention as aforesaid, shall, 
each according to and in respect of his own acts and 
defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1878. 

(2.) If a horse, ass, or mule is not marked as re- 
quired by a Regulation of a Local Authority made 
under this Order, the owner, consignee, or the person 
for the time being in charge thereof, shall, each ac- 
cording to and in respect of his own acts and defaults, 
be deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 
1878. 

(3.) If any person, with a view to unlawfully evade 
or defeat the operation of this Order, by clipping, or 
washing, or in any other manner takes out, effaces, or 
obliterates, or attempts to take out, efface, or obliterate, 
any such mark clipped, painted, or stamped on any 


horse, ass, or mule, the person doing the same, and 
the person causing, directing, or permitting the same 
to be done, and the owner of the horse, ass, or mule, 
ami the pei-son for the time being in charge thereof, 
shall, each according to and in respect of his own acts 
and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against 
the Act of 1878. 

(4.) If anything is omitted to be done as regards 
cleansing or disinfection in contravention of a Regu- 
lation of a Loc.d Authority made under this Order, 
the owner and the leasee and the occupier of any place 
or thing in or in respect of which — and the person 
using the van, cart, or other vehicle in which — (as 
the case may be) the same is omitted, shall, each 
according to and in respect of his own acts and defaults, 
lie deemed guilty of au offence against the Act of 1878. 

(5.) If a person in charge of any horse, ass, or mule 
being moved, where, under a Regulation of a Local 
Authority made under this Order a Movement Licence 
is necessary, on demand made under this Order, fails 
to give his true name and address, or gives a false 
name or address, he shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1878.

THE DUBLIN MARKET AND LAIRS 
ORDER OF 1893. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council in 
Ireland. 

S. WALKER, C. 

WE, the Lords Justices-Geneial aud General 
Governors of Ireland, by aud with the advice and 
consent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, 
by virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
under the Contagious Diseases (Animals) Acts, 1 878 
to 1892, and of every other power enabling Us in this 
behalf, do order, and it is hereby ordered as 
follows : — 

Short Title. 

1. This Order may be cited as “The Dublin 
Market and Lairs Order of 1 893. ” 

Commencement. 

2. This Order shall commence and take effect from 
and immediately after the 30th day of September, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-three. 


Interpretation. * 

3. In this Order — 

The Act. of 187S menus the Contagions Diseases 
(Animals) Act, 1878 : 

The Metropolitan Market, or the Market, means the 
New Cattle Market at Prussians treet, in the city of 
Dublin : 

Lair means any place licensed by the Lord Lieutenant 
as a place of rest for animals which are for ship- 
ment to Great Britain, or which are to be or have 
been exposed in the Metropolitan Market : 

Animals means Cattle (that is bulls, cows, oxen, 
heifers, and calves), and sheep and swine: 
Veterinary Department means the Veterinary De- 
partment of the Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle: 
Other terms have the same meaning and scope os in 
the Act of 1878. 

Public Sales. 

4. No Public Sale of animals shall be held in the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police District of the Poor Law 
Unions of North and South Dublin except with a 
Licence of the Lord Lieutenant. 
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Cleansing and Disinfection of the Metropolitan 
Market. 

5. (1.) The Metropolitan Market shall be cleansed 
and disinfected, either on each day on which it is 
used, and after it has been used, or at some time not 
later than 6 o’clock in the evening of the day before it 
is again to be used : — 

(2.) The Metropolitan Market shall be cleansed 
and disinfected as follows : 

(i.) All parts of the Market with which animals 
or their droppings have come in contact shall 
be scraped and swept, and the scrapings and 
sweepings, and all dung, sawdust, litter, and 
other matter, shall bo effectually removed 
therefrom ; then 

(ii.) The same parts of the Market shall be 
thoroughly washed or scrubbed or scoured with 
water ; then 

(iii.) The same parts of the Market shall have 
applied to them a solution of a disinfectant ap- 
proved on behalf of the Veterinary ■Depart- 
ment ; 

(3.) The scrapings and sweepings of the market, 
and all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter re- 
moved therefrom, shall forthwith be well mixed with 
quicklime, and be effectually removed from contact 
with animals. 

Regulations as to Lairs. 

Licences. 

6. No yard, shed, or other place within the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police District of the Poor Law Unions 
of North and South Dublin shall be used as a lair 
unless it shall have been licensed for the purpose by 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

Cleansing and Disinfection of Lairs. 

7. (1.) -Every lair shall be cleansed and disin- 
fected either on each day on which it is used, and 
after it has been used, or at some other time not 
later than 12 o'clock at noon of the next day follow- 
ing, unless the following day is Sunday, and" then of 
the Monday following, and in either case before it is 
again used. 

(2.) Such place shall be cleansed and disinfected us 
follows : 

(i.) All parts of such place with which animals or 
tlieir droppings have come in contact shall be 
scraped and swept, aud the scrapings and sweep- 
ings, and all dung, sawdust, litter, and other 
matter shall be effectually removed therefrom ; 
then 

(ii) The same parts of such place shall be 
thoroughly washed or scrubbed or scoured with 
water ; then 

(iii.) The same parts of such place shall have 
applied to them a coating of limewash in which 
a disinfectant approved on behalf of the Veterin- 
ary Department bus been mixed in the propor- 
tion of one pint of such disinfectant to four 
gallons of limewash. 

(3.) The scrapings and sweepings of such place, 
and all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter re- 
moved therefrom, shall forthwith be well mixed with 
quicklime, and be effectually removed from contact 
with animals. 

Offences. 

8. — (i.) If a public sale of animals is held in con- 
travention of this Order* or of the conditions of a 
Licence of the Lord Licutciinut thereunder, the per- 
son or company holding the sale, and the occupier of 
the place or farm or premises whei*e the sale is held, 
and the owner or consignee of each animal exposed 
thereat, and the person exposing the same thereat, 


and the auctioneer, if any, or other person conducting 
the sale, and the person, if any, taking entrance-money 
or other payment for admission thereto, and the pur- 
chaser thereat of any animal, snch last-mentioned per- 
son or snch purchaser knowing the sale to be held in 
contravention as aforesaid, shall, each according to 
and in respect of his or their own acts and defaults, 
lie deemed guiltv of an offence against the Act ot 
1878. 

(ii.) If a lair is used in contravention of any of the 
provisions of this Order, the owner and the lessee and 
the occupier, or any other person using or causing or 
directing or permitting the use of snch lair, each 
according to and in respect of his or their own acts, 
slndl he deemed to be guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1S78. 

(iii.) If anything is done or omitted to he done in 
contravention of any of the provisions of this Order as 
regards cleansing and disinfection, the owner and the 
lessee and the occupier of any place in respect of 
which the same is done or omitted, each according to 
and in respect of bis or their own acts or amissions, 
shall be deemed guilty of an offence against tbe Act of 
1878.

By the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in 
Ireland. 

HOUQUTOK. 

WE, the Lord Lieutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland, by virtue and in exercise of the 
powers in Us vested under the Diseases of Animals 
Act, 1894, and of every other power enabling Us in 
this behalf, do order, and it is hereby ordered as 
follows : 

Short Title. 

1. This Order may be cited as “ The Officers of 
Local Authorities (Ireland) Order of 1 894.” 

Commencement. 

2. This Order shall take effect from and imme- 
diately after the 1st day of November, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-four. 

Interpretation. 

3. In this Order — 

The Act means the Diseases of Animals Act, 1S94 : 
Other terms liave the same meaning and scope as in 

the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894. 

Revocation. 

4. The Order described in the First Schedule to 
this Order is hereby from and after the commence- 
ment of this Order revoked : Provided that such 
revocation shall not revive any Order or part of any 
Order revoked by or otherwise affect the past opera- 
tion of the Order hereby revoked, or invalidate or 
make unlawful anytbiug done under the Order 
hereby revoked, or affect any right, title, obligation 
or liability accrued thereuuder, before the commence- 
ment of this Order, or interfere with the institution 
or prosecution of any proceeding in respect of any 
offence committed against, or any penalty incurred 
under, the said Order hereby revoked, before the 
commencement of this Order. 
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Inspectors and Officers of Loctd Authorities. 

5. Every Local Authority shall appoint in and for 
each Poor Law Union, not being a Poor Law Union 
united with another Poor Law Union or other Poor 
Law Unions into a district under the provisions of 
section sixty-nine of the Act, one Inspector for the 
purposes of the Act. 

6. If a Local Authority is of opinion that another 
Inspector or officer, or other Inspectors or officers aro 
required in any Pour Law Union for the purposes of 
the Act, in addition to the Inspector so appointed, 
such Local Authority may appoint such additional 
Inspector or officer, or additional Inspectors or 
officers as the Lord Lieutenant shall certify under the 
hand of the Clerk of the Council to be necessary for 
such Poor Law Union. 

7. Every appointment of on Inspector or other 
officer, for the purposes of the Act, made under this 
Order shall be subject to the approval of the Lord 
Lieutenant ; and any person appointed to bo an In- 
spector or other officer shall not be eutitled to any 
salary or remuneration until such approval shall hare 
been obtained. 

8. Every Inspector appointed pursuant to Article 
5 of this Order shall have the qualifications of a 
Veterinary Inspector ns defined by the Act, provided 
that in the ense of any Union where the Lord Lieu- 
tenant shall be satisfied that it is impossible to procure, 
or that for any sufficient cause it is undesirable to 
appoint a person so qualified, the Lord Lieutenant may 
authorize the Local Authority to appoint as such In- 
spector a person not having such qualification as afore- 
said. 

9. Every Inspector or other officer appointed in 
pursuance of the provisions of Article G of this Order 
shall have such qualifications as the Lord Lieutenant 
shall prescribe in the Certificate given under the hand 
of the Clerk of the Council, as provided in the said 
Article. 


10. The salary or remuneration of every Inspector 
or other officer appointed pursuant to Articles 5 and C 
of this Order shall be such as the Local Authority 
shall from time to time determine, subject in each case 
to the approval of the Lord Lieutenant. 

11. Every Inspector or other officer appointed pur- 
suant to Articles 5 and G of this Order shall be 
removable from office, either by direction of the Lord 
Lieutenant, without notice, or, subject to the approval 
of the Lord Lieutenant, by the Local Authority upon 
receiving a month’s notice, or a month’s salary in lieu 
of notice. 

12. Every Inspector appointed in pursuance of 
Article fi of this Order shall perform all the duties im- 
posed upon the Inspector of a Local Authority by the 
Act, or by any Order in Council made or continued 
thereunder. He shall also value all animals which the 
Local Authority may require to be valued by one of 
its officers. 

13. Every Inspector or other officer appointed pur- 
suant to Article 8 of this Order shall perform such 
duties as the Lord Lieutenant shall prescribe in the 
certificate given under the hand of the Clerk of the 
Council, os provided by the said Article. 

14. Every Inspector appointed pursuant to Article 
5 of this Order shall on Saturday in each week for- 
ward to the Clerk of the Local Authority a certificate, 
in the form set forth in the Second Schedule to this 
Order, of the animals slaughtered by the Local Autho- 
rity or reserved for observation and treatment pursuant 
to directions under section twenty of the Act, during 
the week ending on the said day : and shall also supply 
to the Local Authority any further information in 
reference to the said animals us the Lord Lieutenant 
or the Local Authority slutll from time to time 
require.

WE, the Lord Lieutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, by 
virtue and iu exercise of the powers iu Us vested 
under the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, and of every 
other power enabling Us in this behalf, do order, and 
it is hereby ordered as follows : — 

Short Title. 

1. This Order may be cited as Thk Markets and 
Fairs (Swine Fever) (Ireland) Order op 1895. 

Commencement. 

2. This Order shall commence to take effect or. the 
11 tli day of February, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety -live. 

Interpretation. 

3. In this Order — 

The Act means the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894 : 
Swine Fever means the disease called or kuown as 
Typhoid Fever of Swine, Soldier, Purples, Red 
Disease, Hog Cholera, or Swine Plague : 

Swine Fever Infected Place means a Place for the 
time being declared to be infected with swine 
fever under any Order in Council or of the Lord 
Lieutenant: 

Fat swine means swine intended for slaughter : 
Store swine means swine other than fat swine : 
Public sale includes a market or fair, and any sale, 
whether conducted by auction or not, which is 
open to the public, whether on payment of 
entrance money or other payment or not, whether 
it is held in a public place or not, and whether 
swine of different owners are exposed thereat or 
not ; but does not include an exhibition : 
Exhibition includes an agricultural show or any 
exhibition at which swine are exhibited for 
competition : 

Expose means expose for sale or in any manner put 
up or offer for sale : 

Exhibit means exhibit at an exhibition : 

Farm or premises includes two or more adjoining 
farms or premises in the same occupation : 
Article means Article of this Order : 


Local Authority means the Board of Guardians of a 
Poor Law Union, and District of Local Authority 
means the Poor Law Union : 

Other terms have the same meaning and scope as in 
the Act of 1894. 

Extent. 

4. This Order shall (except as otherwise expressed) 
extend and apply to the Districts and parts of Dis- 
tricts of Local Authorities defined for that purpose by 
auy Order in Council or of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Sales and Exhibitions of Swine. 

5. Notwithstanding any Regulation made by a 
Local Authority under any Order in Council, no 
public sale or exhibition of swine, fat or store, shall 
be held otherwise than in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Order. 

Public Sale of Sicine by Licence of Local Authority. 

6. — (i.) A public sale of swine may be held with a 
Licence of the Local Authority on the following con- 
ditions (namely): 

(i.) All swine exposed at the public sale so licensed 
shall forthwith after their arrival thereat be 
marked by and at the expense of the owner by 
the planting with an indelible composition of red 
colour of a broad line down the back and another 
broad line across the loins of each of the swine 
thus -f , each line being not less than nine inches 
long. 

(ii.) The swine moved under this Article shall be 
accompanied by the Licence or Licences required 
by this Article ; and the necessary Forms of 
Licence shall be provided by and as the expense 
of the Local Authority. 

(iii.j All swine exposed at the public sale, if — 

A. — Sold for Exportation : — 

Shall be moved direct to the Port of Embarkation 
with a Movement Licence (in the form set forth in 
the Schedule to this Order or a form to the like effect) 
of the Local Authority in whose District the public 
sale is held, and shall be exported within two days 
after and exclusive of the day on which they were 
exposed at such public sale : 

And if— 

B . — Sold for Slaughter ; — 

(a.) Shall be moved direct to the place of slaughter 
with a Movement Licence (in the form set forth in the 
Schedule to this Order or a form to the like effect) of 
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the Local Authority in whose District the public sale 
is held, which Licence shall specify the name and 
address of the person to whom the Licence is granted 
and the name or description of the slaughtei'-house, 
pig-sty, or other place of destination to which the 
swine are to he moved ; 

(6.) Shall while being removed and until slaughtered 
as far as practicable, be kept separate from all other 
swine except such as are for immediate slaughter; 

(c.) Shall be slaughtered witliiu five days after the 
day on which they are so exposed ; and 

(d.) Shall not, during those five days, he exposed 
at any public sale : And if — 

C. — Unsold or sold Jor other purposes than 
Exportation or slaughter : — 

(a.) Shall be moved direct to their place of desti- 
nation with a Movement Licence (in the form set, forth 
in the Schedule to this Order or a form to the like 
effect) of the Local Authority in whose District the 
public sale is held ; 

(b.) Shall, while being moved and after their ar- 
rival at the place of destination specified in the Licence, 
as far as practicable, be kept separate from all other 
awiue; 

(c.) The swine, after they are received at the place 
specified in the Licence, shall not be again moved 
within a period of at least 28 days after the date of 
their arrival at such place of destination, except with 
a further Licence of the Local Authority of the Dis- 
trict in which such place of destination is situate ; 

(d.) If the swine are to be moved into the District 
of another Local Authority, there shall also be requi- 
site a Licence of that other Local Authority, indoised 
on or referring to the first-mentioned Licence. 

(2.) A Licence of a Local Authority for a sale 
under this Article shall be signed by the Clerk of the 
Local Authority, by special direction of the Local 
Authority, and shall give notice of the conditions 
contained in this Article by specifying the same as 
conditions on which the Licence is granted, and may 
impose such further conditions, if any, as the Local 
Authority think expedient, and shall be published in 
such manner as the Local Authority consider best fitted 
to ensure publicity for the same, and the Local 
Authority may at any time revoke any such Licence. 

(3.) The Licence for a sale under this Article or 
a copy of such Licence shall be posted and kept 
posted during the holding ot such sale by the per- 
son licensed to hold or holding the same at or near 
the gate or other entrance of the market, sale-yard, or 
other place where such sale is held. 

(4.) A Loeal Authority shall, at least five days 
before the date of the proposed sale, send a copy of 
every Licence granted by them for the holding of a 
sale under this Article to 

(i.) The Clerk of the Council, Veterinary De- 
partment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 
(ii.) The District-Inspector of the Itoyal Irish 
Constabulary of the District in which the sale 
is to be held ; 

(iiL) Each Railway Company having a Railway 
Station at or uear the place where the sale is 
to be held ; 

(iv.) The owner of each vessel used for carrying 
swine on any canal, river, or inland navigation, 
at or near the place where the sale is to be held. 
(5.) If the Lord Lieutenant is of opinion, with 
respect to any Licence of a Local Authority for a sale 
under this Article, that the holding of the sale thereby 
licensed is inexpedient, or that the Licence is objec- 
tionable in any paiticular, and directs the revocation 
thereof, the same shall thereupon cease to operate. 

Cleansing and Disinfection of Markets, <kc. 

7. Every market, fair-ground, and sale-yard in 
which a public sale of fat swine is held under the 
last preceding Article, shall, with the least possible 


delay after the sale, and in any case before it is 
again used for swine, be cleansed and disinfected 
as far as 'practicable in the following manner : — 

(i.) all pares of the market, fair-ground, or sale- 
yard that have been used for swine shall be 
thoroughly swept or scraped, and all dung, saw- 
dust, litter, or other matter effectually removed 
therefrom : then 

(ii.) the same parts, where practicable, shall be 
thoroughly washed or scrubbed or scoured with 
water; then 

(iii.) the same parts shall be disinfected in such 
manner as the Local Authority may direct, and 
the sweepings and scrapings well mixed with 
quicklime and effectually removed from contact 
with animals. 

As to Movement of Swine by Railway , Canal, River, 
or Inland navigation , through a District of a 
Local Authority. 

8. For the purposes of this Order swine shall not 
be deemed to be moved into or through the District 
of a Local Authority where they are moved through 
such District by a Railway, Canal, River, or Inland 
Navigation, from a place outside such Distinct to 
another place outside such District without unneces- 
sary delay and without the swine being un trucked 
or unloaded or re-booked within such District. 

Movement of Swine by Licence of authorized 
Inspector. 

9. Notwithstanding anything in this Order swine 
may he moved in any circumstances with a Licence 
of an Inspector or other OiKcer duly authorized by 
the Lord Lieutenant to graut such Licence. 

Sale of Swine, Fat or Store, with Licence of Local 
Authority in cases where the Animals have been on 
premises for 2S days. 

10. — (1.) A public sale of swine, flit or stove, may 
be held with a Licence of the Local Authority in any 
case where the sale is held in according with tlio fol- 
lowing conditions (namely) : 

(1.) that the sale is held on a farm or premises not 
in a Swine-Fever Infected Place ; and 
fib) that no pig on the said farm or premises is 
affected with swine-fever ; and 
(iii.) that each pig exposed at the sale has been on 
the said farm or premises for a period of not less 
than t wenty-eight clear days immediately before 
the day on which the sale is held ; and 
(iv.) that during that period iio pig has been brought 
on to the said farm or premises, and that no pig 
on the said farm or premises has during that 
period in any way been exposed to the infection 
of swine-fever. 

(2.) A Licence of a Local Authority for a sale under 
this Article shall be signed by the Clerk of the Local 
Authority, by special direction of the Local Authority, 
and sliall give notice of the conditions contained in 
this Article by specifying the same as conditions on 
which the Licence is granted, and may impose such 
fhi'ther conditions, if any, as the Local Authority 
think expedient, and sliall specify the name and 
address of the person licensed to hold the sale, and 
shall also specify the farm or premises where and the 
date when the sale is to be held, and the Local 
Authority may at any time revoke any such Licence. 

(3.) The Licence for a sale under this Article or a 
copy of such Licence shall be posted and kept posted 
during the holding of such sale by the person licensed 
to hold or holding the same at or near the gate or 
other entrance of the farm or premises where such 
sale is held. 

(4.) A Local Authority shall forthwith send to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, a copy of every Licence 
granted by them for the holding of a sale under this 
Article. 
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(5.) If tlie Lord Lieutenant is of opinion, with 
respect to any Licence of a Local Authority for a sale 
under this Article, that the holding of the sale thereby 
licensed is inexpedient, or that the Licence is objec- 
tionable in any particular, and directs the revocation 
thereof, the same shall thereupon cease to operate. 

Sales or Exhibitions of Swine by Licence of Lord 
Lieutenant. 

11. Without prejudice to the foregoing provisions 
■and in addition thereto a sale or an exhibition of 
.swine, fat or store, may be held with a Licence of the 
Lord Lieutenant. 

Attendance at Sales. 

12. A fit [jerson or a sufficient number of fit per- 
sons shall he appointed by the Local Authority to 
-attend at every public sale licensed under this Order, for 
the purpose of granting thereat on behalf of the Local 
Authority without fee or charge such Movement 
Licences as are required under this Order ; and due 
notice shall be given by the Local Authority of the 
place or places at which such persons may be found. 

Granting of Movement Licences. 

13. — (1.) A Licence shall only be granted for the 
movement of swine under this Order where in the 
opinion of the Local Authority or the person granting 
the Licence, as the case may be, the granting of such 
Licence is necessary or expedient. 

(2.) A Movement Licence granted, under this Order 
or under any Regulation of a Local Authority under 
this Order shall not be available if granted by the 
owner of the swine to be moved or by his agent, or by 
the owner or consignee or other person selling the 
swine, or exposing the swine for sale, or by the. pur- 
chaser thereof or by his agent, or by the auctioneer or 
other person conducting or licensed to hold the sale at 
which the swine are exposed, or by the occupier of the 
farm or premises or slaughter-house from or to which 
the swine are to be moved. 

Production of Licences ; Karnes and Addresses. 

14. — (1.) Every person in charge of a pig being 
moved, where under this Order or under any Regula- 
tion of a Local Authority under this Order a Move- 
ment Licence is necessary, shall, on demand of a J ustioe 
•or of an Inspector or other Officer of the Veterinary 
Department of the Privy Council Office in Ireland or 
of a Local Authority, or of a Constable, produce and 
show to him the Movement Licence, if any, authoriz- 
ing the movement, and shall allow it to he read and a 
copy of or extract from it to be taken by the person 
to whom it is produced. 

(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
aforesaid, give his name and address to the Justice, or 
•Constable, or Inspector or other Officer. 

Delivery of Licences. 

15. Every Movement Licence granted under the 
provisions of this Order shall, after the expiration of 
the period for which such Licence is available, be 
•delivered with all practicable speed by the owner or 
person in charge of the swine moved, at the nearest 
police station of the district wherein the place to 
which the swine were moved under such Licence is 
situate. 

Offences. 

16. — (1.) If a public sale of a pig or of swine, fat 
or store, or an exhibition of swine, fat or store, is held 
in contravention of this Order or of the conditions of 
a Licence thereunder, the person licensed to hold or 
holding the sale or exhibition, and the occupier of the 
place or farm or premises where the sale or exhibition 
is held, and the owner or consignee of each pig exposed 
or exhibited thereat, and the person exposing or ex- 
hibiting the same thereat, and the auctioneer, if any, 
■or other person conducting the sale or exhibition, and 
the person, if any, taking entrance-money or other 


payment for admission thereto, and the purchaser 
thereat of any pig, such last-mentioned person or such 
purchaser knowing the sale or exhibition to be held 
in contravention as aforesaid, shall, each according to 
and in respect of his own acts and defaults, be deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Act. 

(2.) If a pig is not mai'ked as required by this 
Order or by the conditions of a Licence thereunder, 
the owner, consignee, or other person exposing or ex- 
hibiting the same, and the person for the time being 
in charge thereof, and the purchaser thereof, and the 
person licensed to hold or holding the sale or exhibi- 
tion, and the auctioneer, if any, or other person con- 
ducting the sale or exhibition, shall, each according to 
and in respect of his own acts and defaults, be deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Act. 

(3.) If any person, with a view to unlawfully evade 
or defeat the operation of this Order, by washing, or 
in any other manner, takes out, effaces, or obliterates, 
or attempts to take out, efface, or obliterate, any mark 
painted on any pig, as required by this Order or by 
the conditions of a Licence thereunder, the person 
doing the same, and the person causing, directing, or 
permitting the same to be done, and the owner of the 
pig, and the person for the time being in charge 
thereof, shall, each according to and in respect of his 
own acts and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act. 

(4.) If a pig is moved in contravention of this 
Order, or of the conditions of a Movement Licence 
thereunder, the owner of the pig, and the person for 
the time being in charge thereof, and the person 
causing, directing, or permitting the movement, and 
the person moving or conveying the pig, and the owner 
and the charterer and the master of the vessel in which 
it is moved, and the consignee or other person re- 
ceiving or keeping it, knowing it to have been moved 
in contravention as aforesaid, and the occupier of the 
place from which the pig is moved, shall, each accord- 
ing to and in respect of his own acts and defaults, be 
deemed guilty of an offence against the Act. 

(5.) If a person in charge of a pig beiug moved, 
where under this Order, a Movement Licence is 
necessary, on demand made under this Order, fails to 
give his true name and address, or gives a false name 
or address, he shall he deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act. 

(6.) If a pig is not slaughtered or exported as 
required by this Order or by the conditions of a 
Licence thereunder, the person to whom the Licence 
is granted, and the owner of the pig, and the person 
for the time being in charge thereof, and the person 
failing to cause the same to be so slaughtered or ex- 
ported, shall, each according to and in respect of Ms 
own acts and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act. 

(7.) If any person exposes a pig at any sale in 
Ireland, in contravention of any of the provisions of 
this Order, the owner or consignee of such pig and the 
person ex]»osing the same thereat, shall, each according 
to and in respect of his own acts and defaults, be 
deemed guilty of an offence against the Act. 

(S.) If anything is omitted to be done as regards 
cleansing or disinfection in contravention of this 
Order, the owner and the lessee and the occupier of 
any place in or in respect of which the same is omitted, 
shall, each according to and in respect of his own acts 
and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against 
the Act. 

(9.) If any person with a view to unlawfully evade 
or defeat the operation of this Order allows a pig to 
stray, he shall be deemed guilty of an offence against 
the Act.

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THE ANIMALS (TRANSIT AND GENERAL) 
(IRELAND) ORDER OF IS95. 

By the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in 
Ireland. 

HOUGHTON'. 

WE, the Lord Lieutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland, by and with the advice and 
consent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, 
by virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
under the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, and of 
every other power enabling Us in this behalf, do 
order, and it is hereby ordered as follows : — 


PART 1. 

TRANSIT— PROTECTION OF ANIMALS. 

Chapter I. — On Vessels. 

Provisions as to Vessels carrying A nimals. 

1. Except as otherwise expressed, the provisions of 
this Article shall apply to all vessels in or on which 
animals are carried to or from any port or place in 
Ireland: Provided that the provisions of this Article 
shall not apply to foreign animals, or to vessels on 
which foreign animals are carried. 


(Parts of Vessel to be used.) 

(i.) Animals shall not be carried on any hatch 
above a compartment where other animals are 
carried. 

(ii.) Animals shall not be carried in any part of 
the vessel, where, in ordinary course of navigation, 
they would interfere with the proper management or 
ventilation of the vessel, or with the efficient working 
of the boats. 


(Peas and Fittings of Vessels.) 

(iii.) The animals shall be carried in pens. 

(iv.) No pen shall exceed ten feet in length, and 
nine feet in breadth, and the stanchions of each pen 
shall l>e securely fastened to the deck by means of 
iron sockets or otherwise, and the materials used in 
the construction of the pens shall be of a substantial 
character, and of sufficient strength to withstand the 
action of the weather and to resist the weight of the 
animals thrown against them. This provision (iv.) 
shall not until further Order apply to vessels which at 
the date of this Order are regularly employed in con- 
veying animals other than foreign animals. 

(v.) Ship’s fittings likely to cause injury or 
unnecessary suffering to animals shall be properly 
and securely fenced off. 

(vi.) The floor of each pen shall, in order to pre- 
vent slipping, be fitted with suitable battens or other 
proper footholds, which shall be securely fastened to 
the deck by angle iron plates or otherwise, and shall 
be strewn with a proper quantity of sand or other 
suitable substance. 

(vii.) Animals while on board a vessel shall be 
protected against injury or unnecessary suffering from 
undue exposure no the weather. 


(Passage-Ways.) 

(viii.) In all inclosed portions of the vessel in which 
animals are carried there shall be a passage-way of a 
minimum widtli of oue foot six inches from the 
hatchway to the most distant pen, which passage-way 
shall be kept free of obstruction. This provision 
(viii) shall nob until further Order apply to vessels 
which at the date of this Order are regularly em- 
ployed in conveying animals other than foreign 
animals. 

(ix.) Where sheep are carried on deck proper 
gangways or passage-ways shall be provided either 
between or above the pens in which they are carried. 

(V entilation.) 

(x.) All parts of the vessel on which animals are 
carried shall be sufficiently and suitably ventilated. 
All such parts if below deck shall, in addition to any 
ventilation obtained by means of the hatchways be 
provided with sufficient and suitable ventilators for 
the removal of foul air and for the admission of a 
proper supply of fresh air to all the animals carried 

(Light.) 

(xi.) All parts of the vessel over which the animals 
pass or in which they are penned shall be properly 
lighted, and arrangements shall be made for the pro- 
vision at all times of adequate light for the proper 
tending of the animals. 

(Overcrowding.) 

(xii.) The vessel shall not be overcrowded in any 
part or pen so as to cause injury or unnecessary 
suffering to the animals therein. 

(Food and Water.) 

(xiii.) When animals are carried on a vessel for a 
voyage which on an average takes more than eighteen 
hours they shall be provided while on hoard with a 
sufficient amount of food and water, and proper 
accommodation shall be provided on board for the 
stowage of food so that the same shall not be un- 
duly exposed to the weather at sea. 

(Securing of Cattle.) 

(xiv.) All fat cattle while being carried on a vessel 
shall be securely tied by the head. 


(Approaches, Gangways, and other Apparatus.) 

(xv.) Approaches, gangways, passage-ways, cages, 
and other apparatus used for the loading or unloading 
of animals on or from a vessel, shall be so constructed 
that injury or unnecessary suffering shall not be caused 
to the animals. • 

(Attendance.) 

(xvi.) A vessel on which animals are carried shall, 
in addition to the ordinary crew, carry a sufficient 
number of qualified attendants to properly tend the 
animals. 

(Injured Animals.) 

(xvii.) If any animal has a limb broken or is other- 
wise seriously injured during the voyage, the master 
of the vessel shall forthwith cause that animal to be 
slaughtei-ed unless he is satisfied that it can be kept 
alive and led away without cruelty. 
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(Shorn Slicep.) 

(xviii.) Between eaoli first day of November and 
the next following thirtieth day of April (both days 
inclusive), shorn sheep shall not be carried on deck, 
except where they were last shorn more than sixty 
days before being so carried. 

(Saving for Ferry Boats, «fcc.) 

(xix.) The foregoing provisions of this Article 
except as regards overcrowding (xii.), and approaches, 
gangways, and other apparatus (xv\), shall not extend 
to any feny boat or to any vessel used for carrying 
animals across an arm of the sea, or on a river, canal, 
or other inland water, but the fittings of every such 
boat or vessel shall be such as to protect, so far as 
practicable, the animals so canned from injury and 
unnecessary suffering. 

Detention. 

2. Animals landed from a vessel shall, on a certifi- 
cate of an Inspector of the Privy Council certifying 
to the effect that the provisions of this Chapter, or any 
of them, have not been observed in the vessel, be de- 
tained at the place of landing, or in lairs adjacent 
thereto, until the Lord Lieutenant otherwise directs. 


Chapter 2. — Food and Water. 

Food and Water during Detention. 

3. An Inspector, officer, or constable detaining an 
animal, horse, ass. or mule under the Act of 1894, or any 
Order in Council, shall cause it to be supplied with 
requisite food and water during its detention ; and the 
expenses incurred by him in respect thereof may be 
recovered summarily from the person having charge 
of the animal, horse, ass, or mule, or from its owner. 


Water at Slapping and Unshipping Places. 

4. At every place where animals are put on board 
of or landed from vessels, provisiou shall be made, to 
the satisfaction of the Privy Council, for a supply of 
water for auimals ; and water shall be supplied there, 
gratuitously, on request of any person having charge 
of any animal. 

Food at Unshipping Places. 

5. At every place where animals are landed from 
vessels provision shall be made, to the satisfaction of 
the Privy Council, for the speedy and convenient land- 
ing of animals, and for a supply of food for them ; 
and food shall be supplied there on request of any 
person having charge of any animal, at such price as 
the Privy Council approve. 

This Chapter not applicable to Foreign 
Animals, dec. 

6. The provisions of this Chapter shall not apply 
to foreign animals, or to vessels on which foreign 
animals are carried. 


Chapter 3. — On Railwats. 

Trucks, Horse Boxes, the. 

7. Every railway truck, horse-box, or other railway 
vehicle, used for carrying animals, horses, asses, or 
mules on a railway : — 


(i.) Shall be provided at each end with two spring 
buffers, and 

(ii.) The floor thereof shall, in order to prevent 
slipping, be strewn with a proper quantity of 
litter or sand or other proper substance, or be 
fitted with battens or other proper footholds. 

Provided that the requirement (i.) iu tills Article 
shall not apply to any railway in regard to which the 
Lord Lieutenant is satisfied that one spring buffer is 
sufficient at each end of any railway truck, horse-box, 
or other railway vehicle used for carrying animals, 
horses, asses, or mules on such railway. 

Overcrowding. 

8. A railway company shall not allow any railway 
truck, horse-box, or other vehicle used for carrying 
animals, horses, asses, or mules on the railway to be 
overcrowded so as to cause unnecessary suffering to 
the auimals, horses, asses, or mules therein. 

Shorn Sheep. 

9. Between each first day of November and the 
next following thirtieth day of April (both days in- 
clusive) every railway truck or other railway vehicle 
in which sheep shorn and unclothed are being carried 
filial 1 be covered and inclosed so ns to protect the sheep 
from the weather, without obstruction to ventilation ; 
but this Article shall not apply to sheep last shorn 
more than sixty days before being so canned. 


Chapter 4. — Offences. 

10. If anything is done or omitted to be done in. 
contravention of any of the provisions of this Part 
of this Order, the owner and the charterer and the 
master of the vessel in which, and the owner and the 
lessee and the occupier of the place where animals are 
put on board of or landed from vessels at which, and 
the railway company carrying animals on or owning 
or working the railway on which ; and also, in case of 
the overcrowding of a vessel in any part or pen, or of 
a railway truck, horse-box, or other vehicle on a rail- 
way, or of the carrying on a railway of sheep shorn 
and unclothed, the consignor of the animals in respect 
of wLich (as the case may be) the same is done or 
omitted, shall, each according to and in respect of his 
or their own acts or omissions, be deemed guilty of 
an offence against the Act of 1894. 


PART II. 

TRANSIT— INSPECTION. 

Chapter 5. — Animals for Exportation. 

Inspection at Port of Shipment. 

11. — (i.) It shall not he lawful to move from any 
port or place of embarkation in Ireland any 
animal for exportation to Great Britain, unless 
such animal shall have been previously inspected 
by an Inspector appointed by tbe Lord Lieutenant 
at such port or place, and unless such. Inspector 
shall be satisfied that, so far as he can ascertain, 
by the exercise of reasonable diligence, such 
animal is free from disease, and shall, upon ap- 
plication made in the Form I. set forth in the 
First Schedule to this Order, have given, a certi-

ficate to that effect and a licence for such move- 
ment, either alone or with other animals in the 
Form II. set forth in the First Schedule ; and 
such certificate and licence shall accompany such 
animal or animals, and, whenever required, shall 
be produced by the person in charge of any animal 
to any person lawfully authorized to demand the 
same. 

(ii.) Inspections of animals intended for expor- 
tation shall take place at each port or place of 
embarkation, at such times and places, and under 
such regulations as are or may from time to time 
be made by general or special order. 

(iii.) The owner or person in charge of each 
animal intended for inspection and shipment 
shall have the same presented for inspection, 
with an application for such inspection, at such 
place and in such manner as may bo set forth in 
regulations to be made as aforesaid, or as the 
Inspector, subject to such regulations, may re- 
quire ; and should any such animal from being 
heated, dirty, overdriven, or from any other 
cause be considered by the Inspector to be in an 
unfit state for inspection or examination, its 
owner or the person in charge of such animal, 
shall, as far as possible, render it fit for inspection, 
by rest or cleansing, or other means, as the case 
may require. 

(iv.) Each animal on being inspected and found free 
from disease, shall, when required by the Inspector, 
be branded or otherwise marked, and such brand- 
ing or marking shall not be removed or 
counterfeited. 

(v.) It shall not be lawful for the master of any 
vessel to receive into any vessel, for the purpose 
of being shipped or exported therein, any animal 
in respect of which a certificate of health and 
licence for movement shall not have been granted 
as aforesaid. 

(vi.) It shall not be lawful for any person to bring 
or carry, or send, or cause to be brought, or 
earned, or sent any diseased animal to any port 
for shipment. 


Chapter 6. — Offences. 

12. If anything is done or omitted to be done in con- 
travention of any of the foregoing provisions of this Part 
of this Order, the owner and the charterer and the master 
of the vessel in which, and the owner and the lessee 
and the occupier of the place where animals are put on 
board of vessels at which, and the railway company 
carrying animals on or owning or working the railway 
on which, and the owner, the consignor, and the 
person for the time being in charge oi' the animal in 
respect of which (as the case may be) the same is done 
or omitted, shall, each according to and in respect of 
his or their own acts or omissions, be deemed guilty of 
an offence against the Act of 1894. 

PART III. 

TRAN SIT— DISINFECTION. 

Chapter 7. — Water Traffic. 

Vessels. 

13. — (1.) A vessel used for carrying animals by sea, 
or on a canal, river, or inland navigation, shall, after 
the landing of animals therefrom, and before the 
taking on board of any other animal or other cargo 
be cleansed and disinfected as follows : — 

(i.) All parts of the vessel with which any animal 
or its droppings have come in contact shall be 
scraped and swept : then 


(ii.) The same parts of the vessel shall be thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water : then 

(iii.) The same parts of the vessel shall have applied 
to them a coating of lime-wash : except that 

(iv.) The application of lime-wash shall not he com- 
pulsory as regards such parts of the vessel .as are 
used for passengers or the crew. 

(v.) All fittings, pens, hurdles, or utensils used for 
or about animals shall, if not removed from 
the vessel, be scraped, and then shall be thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water, and 
then shall have applied to them a coating of lime- 
wash. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the vessel shall 
not be landed unless and until they have been well 
mixed with quicklime. 

(3.) In the case of a ferry-boat or other vessel which 
makes short and frequent passages across a river or an 
arm of the sea or other water in shall be sufficient if the 
ferry-boat or vessel be cleansed and disinfected once in 
every period of twelvehours within which it is so used. 

Fodder and Litter. 

14. All partly consumed or broken fodder that has 
been supplied to, and all litter that has been used for 
or about, animals carried by sea, or on a canal, river, 
or inland navigation, shall, when landed from the 
vessel, be forthwith well mixed with quicklime and be 
effectually removed from contact with animals. 

Moveable Gangways and other Apparatus. 

15. — (1.) A moveable gangway, passage-way, cage, 
or other apparatus used or intended for the loading or 
unloading of animals on or from a vessel, or otherwise 
used in connection with the transit of animals by sea, 
or on a canal, river, or inland navigation, shall, so soon 
as practicable after being so used, be cleansed as 
follows : — 

(i.) The apparatus shall be scraped and swept, and 
all dung, litter, and other matter shall be 
effectually removed therefrom : then 

(ii.) The apparatus shall be thoroughly washed or 
scrubbed or scoured with water. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the apparatus, 
andall dung, litter, and other matter removed theretrom, 
shall forthwith be well mixed with quicklime, and be 
effectually removed from contact with animals. 

This Chapter not applicable to Foreign 
Animals, etc. 

16. The provisions of this Chapter shall not apply 
to foreign animals, or to vessels or things used for or 
about foreign animals. 

Chapter 8. — Railway Traffic. 
Horse-Boxes. 

17. — (1.) A horse-box used for horses, asses, or 
mules on a railway shall, on every occasion after a 
horse, ass, or mule is taken out of it, and before any 
other horse, ass, or mule, or any animal is placed 
therein, he cleansed as follows : — 

(i.) The floor of the horse-box, and all other parts 
thereof with which the droppings of any horse, 
ass, or mule have come in contact shall be scraped 
and swept, and the scrapings and sweepings, and 
all dung, sawdust, fodder, litter, and other matter 
shall be effectually removed therefrom ; and 
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(ii.) The sides of the horse-box, and all other parts 
thereof with which the head or any discharge 
from the mouth or nostrils of any horse, ass, or 
mule has come in contact shall be thoroughly 
washed with water by means of a sponge, brush, 
or other instrument. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the horse-box, 
and all dung, sawdust, fodder, litter, and other matter 
removed therefiom shall forthwith be well mixed with 
quicklime. 

Horse-B-cces, Guards' Vans, d'c. 

18. — (1.) A horse-box or a guard's van or other 
railway vehicle (not being a railway truck) if used 
for animals on a railway shall, on every occasion after 
an animal is taken out of it, and before any other 
animal, or any horse, ass, or mule is placed in it, be 
oleansed and disinfected as follows : — 

(L) If the animal so taken out was accompanied by 
n declaration in writing of the owner or consignee 
or his agent to the effect that it is intended for 
exhibition or other special purpose therein stated, 
and has not, to the best of his knowledge and 
belief, been exposed to the infection of disease, 
the vehicle shall be cleansed as follows : — 

(a.) The floor of the vehicle, and all other parts 
thereof with which the droppings of the animal 
have coxuc in contact, shall ho scraped and swept, 
and the scrapings and sweepings, and all dung, 
sawdust, fodder, litter, and other matter shall be 
effectuully removed therefrom : and 
(A.) The sides of the vehicle, and all other par's 
thereof with which the head or any discharge from 
the mouth or nostrils of the animal has come in 
contact shall be thoroughly washed with water 
by means of a sponge, brush, or other instru- 
ment: but 

(ii.) If the animal so taken out was not accompanied 
bv such a declaration, the vehicle shall be cleansed 
and disinfected as follows — 

(c.) The floor of the vehicle, and all other parts 
thereof with which the droppings of the animal 
have come in contact shall be scraped and swept, 
and the scrapings and sweepings, and all dung, 
sawdust, fodder, litter, and other matter shall be 
effectually removed from the vehicle : then 
(d.) The same parts of the vehicle shall be thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water : then 
(«.) The same parts of the vehicle shall have applied 
to them a coating of lime wash. 

(2.) In all coses the scrapings and sweepings of 
the vehicle, and all dung, sawdust, fodder, litter, and 
other matter removed therefrom shall forthwith be 
well mixed with quicklime, and be effectually removed 
from contact with animals. 

Trucks. 

19. — (1.) A railway truck, if used for animals on a 
railway, shall, on every occasion after an animal is 
taken out of it, and before any other animal, or any 
horse, ass, or mule, or any fodder or litter, or anything 
intended to be used for or about animals, is placed in 
it, be cleansed ancl disinfected as follows : — 

(i.) The floor of the truck, and all other parts thereof 
with which any animal or its droppings have 
come in contact shall be scraped and swejit, and 
the scrapings and sweepings, and all dung, saw- 
dust, litter, and other matter shall be effectually 
removed therefi om : then 
(ii.) The same parts of the trucks shall be thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water : then 
(a.) The same parts of the truck shall have applied 
to them a coating of lime-wash. 


(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the truck, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter removed 
therefrom shall forthwith be well mixed with quick- 
lime, and be effectually removed from contact with 
animals. 

Vans. 

20. — (1.) A van used for containing animals, horses, 
asses, or mules, while carried on a railway, shall, on 
every occasion after a diseased or suspected animal, 
horse, ass, or mule is taken out of it, and so soon as 
practicable, and before any other animal, horse, ass, 
or mule is placed in it, be cleansed and disinfected as 
follows : — 

(i.) The floor of the van, and all other parts thereof 
with which any animal, horse, ass, or mule, or 
its droppings have come iu contact shall be 
scraped ami swept, and the scrapings and sweep- 
ings, and all dung, sawdust, litter, and other 
matter shall bo effectually removed therefrom : 
then 

(ii.) The same parts oi the van shall be thoroughly 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water : 
then 

(iiL) The same parts of the van shall have applied 
to them a coating of lime- wash. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the van, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter removed 
therefrom shall forthwith be well mixed with quick- 
lime, and be effectually removed from contact with 
animals. 


Moveable Gangways and other Apparatus. 

21. — (l ) A moveable gangway, passage-way, cage, 
or other apparatus used or intended for the loluling or 
unloading of animals on or from a railway truck, or 
other railway vehicle, or otherwise used iu connexion 
with the transit of animals on a railway, shall, so 
soon os practicable after being so used, be cleansed as 
follows : — 

(i.) The apparatus shall be scraped and swept, and 
all dung, litter, and other mutter shall be effec- 
tually removed therefrom : then 

(ii.) The apparatus shall be thoroughly washed or 
scrubbed or scoured with water. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the apparatus, 
and all dung, litter, and other matter removed there- 
from shall forthwith be well mixed with quicklime, 
and be effectually removed from contact with animals. 

Pens. 

22. — (1.) Every pen or other place being in, about, 
near, or on a station, building, or land of a railway 
company, and used or intended to be used by or by 
permission of a railway company, or otherwise, for 
the reception or keeping of animals before, after, or 
in course of their transit by railway, shall be cleansed 
and disinfected, either on each day on which it is used 
and after it has been used, or at some time not later 
than twelve o’clock at noon of the next day following, 
unless the following day is Sunday, and then of the 
Monday following, and in either case before it is again 
used. 

(2.) Every such pen or other place shall be cleansed 
and disinfected as follows : — 

(i.) All parts of the pen or other place with which 
any animal or its droppings have come in con- 
tact shall be scraped and swept, and the scrap- 
ings and sweepings, and all dung, sawdust, litter, 
and other matter shall be effectually removed 
therefrom ; then 
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(ii.) The same parts of the pen or other place shall 
be thoroughly washed, or scrubbed or scoured with 
water : then 

(iii.) The same parts of the pen or other place 
shall have applied to them a coating of lime- 
wash. 

(3.) The scrapings and sweepings of the pen or 
other place, aud all dung, sawdust, litter, and other 
matter removed therefrom shall forthwith be well 
mised with quicklime, and be effectually removed 
from contact with animals. 


Chapter 9. — Road Traffic. 

Vans. 

23. — (1.) A van used for moving animals, horses, 
asses, or mules by road, shall, on every occasion after 
a diseased or suspected animal, horse, ass, or mule is 
taken out of it, and so soon as practicable, and before 
any other animal, horse, ass, or mule is placed in it 
bo cleansed and disinfected as follows : — 

(L) The floor of the van, and all other parts thereof 
with which any animal, horse, ass, or mule, or its 
droppings have come in contact shall be scraped 
and swept, and the scrapings and sweepings, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter shall 
be effectually removed therefrom : then 

(ii.) The same parts of the van shall be thoroughly 
washed, or scrubbed, or scoured with water: 
then 

(iii) The same parts of the van shall have applied 
to them a coating of lime- wash. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the van, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter removed 
therefrom shall forthwith be well mixed with quick- 
lime, and be effectually removed from contact with 
animals. 

Chapter 10. — Landing-Places. 

24. — (1.) When an animal at a place of landing or 
place adjacent thereto is affected with disease, that 
place and every other place where the animal is or 
Bince landing has been shall not be used for any 
animals other than animals brought thereto with that 
animal (in the same vessel or otherwise) unless and 
until the place 1ms been, so far as practicable, cleansed 
and disinfected. 

(2.) Nothing in this Chapter shall apply to a 
Foreign Animals’ Wharf or to a Foreign Animals’ 
Quarantine Station or to a Landing-Place for Foreign 

AniinaU. 


Chapter 11. — Lairs at Ports. 

25. (1.) Every lair or other place used for animals 
prior to shipment at any ]torb in Ireland from which 
animals are exported shall bo cleansed and disinfected 
either on each day on which it is used, and after it 
has been used, or at some other time not later than 
twelve o’clock at noon of the next day following, 
unless the following day is Sunday, and then of the 
Monday following, aud in either case before it is again 
used. 

(2.) Such lair or other place shall be cleansed and 
disinfected as follows: — 

(L) All parts of such lair or other place with which 
animals or their droppings have come in contact, 
shall be scraped and swept, and the scrapings 
and sweepings and all dung, sawdust, litter, and 
other matter shall bs effectually removed there- 
from: then 


(ii.) The same parts of such lair or other place shall 
be thoroughly washed, or scrubbed, or scoured 
with water : then 

(iii.) The same parts of such lair or other place shall 
have applied to them a coating of lime-wash. 

(3.) The scrapings and sweepings of such lair or 
other place, and all dung, sawdust, litter, and other 
matter removed therefrom, shall forthwith be well 
mixed with quicklime and be effectually removed 
from contact with animals. 

(4.) This article shall operate subject to any special 
regulations that are or muy be made in regard to lairs 
at any port in Ireland by any Order in Council or 
Order of the Lord Lieutenant. 


Chapter 12. — Offences. 

26. — If any tiling is done or omitted to be done in 
contravention of any of the provisions of this Part of 
this Order, the owner and the charterer and the master 
of the vessel in or in respect of which, and the owner 
of the gangway or passage-way, cage, or other appara- 
tus iu respect of which, and the railway company 
carrying animals, horses, asses, or mules on crowning 
or working the railway on which, and the owner and 
the lessee and the occupier of the pen or other place 
in which, aud the. poison using tlie van in which, and 
the owner and the lessee and the occupier of the place 
of lauding or place adjacent thereto or other place in 
which, and the owner and the lessee and the occupier 
of any other place or thing in respect of which (as the 
case may be) the same is done or omitted, shall, each 
according to aud in respect of his or their own acts or 
omissions, be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1894. 


PART IV. 

GENERAL. 

Chapter 13. — Markets, Fairs, &c. 

Reyulationa of Loccd Authority as to Cleansing and 
Disinfection of Markets, &c. 

27. — (1.) A Local Authority may make such 
Regulations as they think tic for the following pur- 
poses or any of them : — 

For requiring the owners, lessees, or occupiers of 
markets, fairs, sale-yards, places of exhibition, 
lairs, or other places used for animals to cleanse 
those places, from time to time at their own 
expense : 

For requiring the owners, lessees, or occupiers of 
those places to disinfect the same, or any specified 
part thereof, from time to time, at their own 
expense, where, in the judgment of the Local 
Authority, the circumstances are such as to allow 
of such disinfection being reasonably required : 

For prescribing the mode in which such cleansing 
and such disinfection are to be effected. 

(2.) If the owner, lessee, or occupier of any such 
place does any act in contravention of any such Regu- 
lations, or fails in any respect to observe the same, then, 
without prejudice to any other liability consequent 
thereon, it shall not be lawful for liim or any other 
person at any time thereafter, without permission in 
writing of the Local Authority, to hold a market, fair, 
sale, or exhibition of animals in that place, or to use 
that lair or place for animals ; and the holding therein 
of any market, fail - , sale, or exhibition of animals, or 
the use of that lair or place for animals, shall be and 
the same is hereby prohibited accordingly. 
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(3.) No regulation made by a Local Authority under 
this article shall apply to any markets, fail's, sale- 
yards, places of exhibition, lairs, or other places used 
for animals, with respect to -which special provisions 
for cleansing and disinfection aro or may be made 
by any Order in Council or Order of the Lord 
Lieutenant. 

Chapter 14. — Miscellaneous. 

Publication of Orders by Local Authority. 

28. When an Order in Council, or an Order of the 
Lord Lieutenant, is sent, under the Act of 1894. to a 
Local Authority for publication, the Order shall lie 
published by that Local Authority, either by adver- 
tisement or by notice in a newspaper circulating in 
the district of that Local Authority, or liy means of 
handbills containing copy of or tin abstract from 
such Order either distributed to persons affected by 
the Order or affixed to places where local notices 
are usually exhibited in the district of that Local 
Authority, or in such other manner as the Loral 
Authority consider best fitted to insure publicity for 
the same. 

Orders and Regulations of Loral Authority. 

29. — (1.) Every order or regulation made by a 
Loral Authority under any Order in Council shall 
be published by’ advertisement in a newspaper cir- 
culating in the District of the Local Authority, or in 
such other manner as the Local Authority consider 
best fitted to insure publicity for the same. 

(2.) A Local Authority muy by any order or regu- 
lation revoke or alter any former order or regulation 
made by them. 

(3.) A Local Authority shall forthwith send to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, a copy of every order 
or regulation made by them. 

(4.) If the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied on inquiry, 
with respect to any order or regulation made by a 
Local Authority’, that the same is for any reason 
objectionable, and direct the revocation thereof, the 
.same shall thereupon cease to operate. 

Printed Documents and Forms. 

30. Except where it is otherwise provided for in 
any Order in- Council a Local Authority shall provide 
and supply, without charge, printed copies of docu- 
ments or forms requisite under the Act of 1S94 or 
any Older in Council. 

Local Authority to enforce Order. 

31. The provisions of this Order, except where it 
is otherwise provided, shall be executed and enforced 
by the Local Authority. 

Returns of Expenditure. 

32. Every Local Authority shall at the end of each 
calendar month furnish to the Chief Secretary in the 
form given in the Second Schedule, the particulars of 
the amount claimed by such Local Authority to be 
payable to its Treasurer for and in respect of such 
month, under the provisions of Section 72 of the Act 
of 1894. 

. Interpretation. 

33. In this Order, unless the context otherwise 
requires : — 

“ The Act of 1894 ” means the Diseases of Animals 

Act. 1894 • 


“Cattle” means bulls, cows, oxen, heifers, and 
calves : 

“Animals” means cattle, sheep, and goats, and all 
other ruminating animals, and swine : 

“ Foreign,” applied to animals and things, means 
brought to the United Kingdom from any country 
out of the United Kingdom : 

“ Disease " includes with the diseases specified in the 
Act of 1894 (that is cattle-plague, contagious 
pleura-pneumonia of cattle, foot-and-mouth disease, 
shee]i-!>ox, sheep-scab, and swine-fever), glanders 
(including farcy 7 ), rabies, and anthrax ; 

“Diseased" or “suspected" means affected with 
disease or susjiected of being diseased : 

“ Fodder ” means hay or other substances commonly 
used for food of animals : 

“Litter” means straw or other substance com- 
monly used for bedding or otherwise for or about 
animals : 

“ Master ” includes a person having the charge or 
command of a vessel : 

“ Van ’’ means a vehicle constructed for moving 
animals by road : 

Other terms have the same meaning as in the Act 
of 1894. 

Revocation of Orders. 

34. The Orders described in the Third Schedule to 
this Order, to the extent described in that Schedule, 
are hereby from and after the commencement of this 
Order revoked : Provided that such revocation shall 
not invalidate or make unlawful anything done under 
the Orders or the parts of the Orders hereby revoked, 
or affect any licence or authority granted, or any right, 
title, obligation, or liability accrued thereunder before 
the commencement of this Order, or interfere with the 
institution or prosecution of any proceedings in respect 
of any offence committed against, or any penalty 
incurred under, the Orders or the parts of the Orders 
hereby revoked before the commencement of this 
Order. 

Existing Ordvrs of Lord Lieutenant. 

35. All Orders made by the Lord Lieutenant as to 
inspections at ports or places of embarkation of animals 
intended for exportation under any Order by this 
Order revoked, and in force immediately before the 
commencement of this Order, sliall be deemed to have 
been made under this Order, and shall continue in 
force until altei'ed or revoked. 

Existing Regulations of Local Authority. 

36. All Regulations made by a Local Authority 
as w the cleansing and disinfection of markets, fairs, 
sole-yards, places of exhibition, lairs, or other places 
used for animals under any Order by this Order 
revoked, and in force immediately before the commence- 
ment of this Ordei', shall be deemed to have been 
made under this Order, and sliall continue in force 
until altered or revoked by the Local Authority or by 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

Commencement. 

37. This Order shall come into operation on the 
First day of May, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety- five.

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ORDERS IN COUNOIL. 


THE CATTLE PLAGUE (IRELAND) ORDER 
OF 1395. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council in 
Ireland. 

S. WALKER , C. 

WE, tlie Lords Justices-Geuei-.il and General 
Governors of Ireland, by nml with the advice and con- 
sent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, by 
virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
under the Diseases ol Animals Act, 1394, and of 
every other power enabling Us in this behalf, do 
order, and it is hereby ordered as follows : — 

Notice of Disease. 

1. — (1.) Every person having or having had in his 
possession or under his charge an animal affected with 
or suspected of cattle-plague shall with all practicable 
speed give notice of the fact of die animal being so 
affected or suspected to a Constable of the police force 
for the police District wherein the animal so atfected 
or suspected is or was. 

(2.) The Constable receiving such notice shall im- 
mediately transmit the information by telegraph to 
tlie Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Ollice, Dublin Castle. 

(3.) The Constable shall also forthwith give infor- 
mation of the receipt by him of the notice to an In- 
spector of the Local Authority, and to tlie Local 
Authority. 

Duty of Inspector to act immediately. 

2. — (1-) Au Inspector of a Local Authority on 
receiving in any manner whatsoever information of 
the supposed existence of cuttle-plague, or having 
reasonable ground to suspect the existence of cattle- 
plague, shall proceed with all practicable speed to tlie 
place where such disease, according to the information 
received by hiiu, exists, or is suspected to exist, and 
shall there and elsewhere put in force and discharge 
the powers and duties conferred and imposed on him 
as Iusjiector by or under the Act of 1 394 and this 
Order. 

(2.) The Inspector shall forthwith report to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, the information received 
by him, aud his proceedings thereon. 

(3.) Every such Inspector shall, on leaving any 
premises in which cattle-plague exists or is suspected 
to exist, thoroughly uusli his hands with soap and 
water and disinfect his boots aud clothes. 

Efo Movement out of Place where. Cattle-Plague Exists 
or is Suspected. 

3. No animal, horse, ass, mule, or dog. and no car- 
case, fodder, litter, dung, utensil, pen, hurdle, or other 
thing shall be moved out of a building or inclosed 
place in which cattle-plugne exists, or is suspected to 
• exist, or has within ten days existed or been susiiected 
to exist. 

Duty of Local Authority and Police in 
Cattle-Plague. 

4 . — (1.) Where by virtue of a declaration of an 
inspector of a Local Authority (under section five of 
the Act of 1894) tt shed, field, or other place has 
become a place infected with cattle-plague, tlie Local 
Authority shall take all necessary and proper measures, 
pending the arrival of an Inspector or Officer appointed 
by tlie Lord Lieutenant, to enforce the observance of 
the law i-elating to cattle plague, and shall place con- 
stables or other proper officers at the entrance of that 
shed, field, or other place. 

(2.) After the arrival of the Inspector or Officer 
appointed by the Lord Lieutenant the Local Authority 
and tlieir Officers, and all constables and police officers, 


shall assist him to carry into effect and enforce the 
law relating to cattle-plague, and shall do or cause to 
be done all things necessary for tuo effectual execution 
of the same. 

Rules for Cattle-Plague Infected Place. 

5. — Rule. 1. Animals, horses, asses, mules, or dogs 
shall not lie moved into or out of an Infected Place 
except with a Licence of a duly authorized Inspector 
or Officer. 

Rule 2. Carcases, fodder. litter, dung, utensils, pens, 
hurdles, or other things shall not be removed from an 
Infected 1‘lace except with the permission in writing 
of a duly authorized Inspector or Officer. 

Hole 3. No person (except the poison temliug the 
auiiiiiil) shall, unless liy the permission in writing of 
a duly authorized Inspector or' Officer, enter any shed, 
field, or other place, being part- of an Infected Place, 
in which a diseased or suspected animal is or 1ms 
recently been kept. 

Rule 4. Every person upon leaving any such shed, 
field, or other place shall thoroughly wash his hands 
with soap aud water and disinfect his boots and 
clothes. 

Removal of Dung or other Things. 

G. Tt shall not be lawful for any person to send or 
carry, or cause to be sent or carried, on a railway, 
canal, river, or inland navigation, m* in a coasting 
vessel, or on a highway or thoroughfare, any dung, 
fodder, litter, or thing that has bemi in au Infected 
Place, or that has been in any place in contact with 
or used about a diseased or suspected animal, except 
with a Licence of a duly authorized Inspector or 
Officer. 

Prohibition of Movement 

7. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Authority or 
an Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant may 
give a notice in writing (in the Form D set forth 
in the First Schedule to this Order or to tlm like 
effect) to the owner or person in charge of any animal 
prohibiting tlm movement of such animal from or out 
of any farm, field, shed, sty, or other place, and after 
the service of such uotice it shall not be lawful for 
any person, until such notice be withdrawn by a 
further notice in writing (in the Form K set forth in 
the First Schedule to this Ol der or to the like effect) 
signed by au Inspector of the Local Authority, or l»v 
au lns|iector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, as the 
case may be : — 

(a.) to move such animal from or out of such place 
as aforesaid ; or 

( b .) to move from or out of such place as aforesaid 
any other animal that may be thereon or therein ; 
or 

(c.) to move any oth?r animal on to or into such 
place as afoi - esaid ; or 

(d.) to permit any other animal to come in contact 
with any animal to which the notice applies. 

(2.) The 1 nspector shall with all practicable speed 
send copies of any notice given ay him under this 
Article to : — 

(L) The Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle; 

(ii.) The Local Authority ; and 

(iii.) The Police Officer in charge of tlie uearest 
Police Station of the District. 

Disposal of Carcases. 

8. — (1.) The carcase of an animal which at the time 
of its death was affected with or suspected of cattle- 
plague (other than an animal slaughtered by order of 
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the Privy Council under the Act of 1894) shall be 
disposed of by the Local Autlioi-ity os follows : — 

(i.) Either the Local Authority shall cause the 
carcase to be buried as soon as possible in its 
skin in some proper place at a depth of not less 
than six feet below the surface of the earth, and 
to lie covered with a sufficient quantity of quick- 
lime or other disinfectant ; 

(ii.) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized by 
Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, cause the carcase 
to be destroyed, under the inspection of the Local 
Authority, in the mode following: — The carcase 
shall be disinfected, and shall then be taken, in 
charge of an Officer of the Jxical Authority, to 
a horse-slaughterer’s or knacker’s yard approved 
for the purpose by the Lord Lieutenant, or other 
place so approved, and shall !>o there destroyed 
by exposure to a high temperature, or by chemical 
agents. 

(2.) With the view to the execution of the foregoing 
provisions of this Article the Local Authority may 
make such regulations as they think lit for prohibiting 
or regulating the removal of carcases or for securing 
the burial or destruction of the same. 

(3.) Where under this Article a Local Authority 
cause a carcase to be buried they shall first cause the 
skin to be so slashed as to be useless. 

(4.) A Local Autlioiity may cause or allow a 
carcase to be taken into the District of another Local 
Authority to be buried or destroyed, with the previous 
consent of that Local Authority, but not otherwise. 

Digying up. 

9. It shall not lie lawful for anv person, except 
with the Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, to dig up, 
or cause to be dug up, the carcase of auv auimal that 
has been buried. 

OccujAera to give facilities fur Cleansing. 

10. — (1.) The owner and occupier and person in 
chiU'ge of any shed or other place which has been 
used for any animal while affected with or suspected 
of cattle-plague shall give all reasonable facilities to 
an lnsjieetor or Officer duly authorized for the clean- 
sing aud disinfection of such place, and of auy uten- 
sils, pens, hurdles, or other things used for or about 
such animals. 

(2.) Auy pci-son failing to comply with the pro- 
virions of this Article shall bo deemed guilty of au 
offence against the Act of 1894. 

Cuttle-Plague found in a Market, Hallway Station, 
Grasing-Park, or other like Place, or during Transit. 

11. If an animal is found to be affected with cati.le- 
plague : — 

(a. ) while exposed for sale or exhibited in a market, 
fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, or other place ; 
or 

(6) while placed in a lair or other place before 
exposure for sale ; or 

(c.) while being in or on a landing-place or wharf 
or railway station or other place during transit ; 
or 

(d ) while in coarse of being moved by land or by 
water ; or 

(e.) While being on common or uniuclosed land ; 
or 

( f.) while being on or in a farm, field, yard, shed, 
sty, pax-k, or other place wherein animals of 
different owners are taken in for shelter or for 
rest, or for gx-azing, or for any ct ,,o r purpose ; 


(y.) while being in any other place not in the 
possession or occupation or under the control 
of the owner of the animal ; 
the following provisions shall apply (namely): — 

(Seizure of Animals.) 

(i.) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause to he seized all the animals affected with catllo- 
plague, and also all animals being in or on the 
market, fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, lair, 
landing-place, wharf, railway station, common, unin- 
closed laud, farm, field, yard, shed, sty, park, or other 
such place as aforesaid, and shall forthwith transmit 
the information by telegraph to the Cleric of the 
Council, Veterinary Department, Privy Council 
Office, Dublin Castle. 

(ii.) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause all such animals so seized to be detained at the 
place where they are seized, or to lie moved to some 
convenient and isolated place and there detained. 

(iii.) The Inspector of the Local Authox-ity sh ill 
cause, so far ns practicable, all the animals affected 
with cattle-plague to lie kept separate duriuu such 
movement and detention from animals not so affected. 

(iv.) The animals so seized and detained sliail not 
l»e moved from the place of detention except with the 
permission of the Lord Lieutenant. 

(Declaration of Infected Place by Lord Lieutenant.) 

fv.) The market, fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, 
lair, landing-place, wharf, railway station, common, 
uninclosed land, farm, field, yard, shed, sty, park, or 
other such place as aforesaid, or any part thereof, in 
or on which an animal affected with cattle-plague is 
found in any case in which this Article applies shall 
not by reason thereof be declared to lie an Infected 
Place or part of such an Infected Place except by the 
Lord Lieutenant. 

(Disinfection in these Cases.) 

(vi.) In case of an animal being found to be affected 
with cattle-plague in or on any such market, fair, sale- 
yard, place of exhibition, lair, landing-place, wharf, 
railway-station, common, uninclosed hind, farm, field, 
yard, shed, sty, park, or other place as aforesaid, it 
shall not bo lawful for the owner or occupier of such 
market or other place or auy pex-son to again use or 
allow to be used for animals that portion of the 
market or other place aforesaid where the diseased 
animal was found, unless aud until a Veterinary 
Inspector lias certified that that portion has been so 
far as practicable cleaused aud disinfected. 

(Reports.) 

(vii.) The Inspector of the Local Authority acting 
under this Article shall forthwith report to the Local 
Authority, and the Clerk of the Council, V ocerinary 
Department, Pi-ivy Council Office, Dublin Castle, the 
proceedings taken by him thereunder. 

(Expenses.) 

(viii.) The Local Authority may x-ecover summarily 
the expenses of the executiou by them or by their 
Inspector or other Officer of the provisions of this 
Article from the owner of the animals seized or from 
the consignor or consignee thereof, who may recover 
the same from the owner b> proceedings in any com-t 
of competent jui-isdiction. 

(Foreign Animals' Wharves, ifcc.) 

(ix.) No tiling in this Article shall apply to a foreign 
animals’ wharf or to a foreign animal s’ quarantine 
sta* : -n or to « landing place for foreign animals. 
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Prohibition to Expose or Move Diseased or Suspected 
Animals. 

12. — (I.) It shall not be lawful for any person : — 
(a.) to expose a diseased or Buspected animal in 

a market or fair, or in a sale-yaicl, or other 
public or private place where animals are com- 
monly exposed for side ; or 
(6.) to place a diseased or suspected animal in a 
lair or other place adjacent to or connected with 
a market or a fair, or where animals are com- 
monly placed before exposure for sale ; or 
(c.) to semi or cany, or cause to be sent or carried, 
a diseased or suspected animal on a railway, canal, 
river, or inland navigation, or in a coasting vessel ; 
or 

(d.) to carry, lead, or drive, or cause to be carried, 
led, or driven, a diseased or suspected animal on 
a highway or thoroughfare ; or 
(e.) to place or keep a diseased or suspected animal 
on common or uninclosed land, or in a field or 
place insufficiently fenced, or in a field adjoining 
a highway unless that field is so fenced or situate 
that animals therein cannot in any manner come 
in contact with animals passing along that high- 
way or grazing on the sides thereof ; or 
(/) to a diseased or suspected animal on 

pasture being on the sides of a highway ; or 
(g.) to allow a diseased or suspected animal to 
stray on a highway or thoroughfare or on the 
sides thereof or on common or uninclosed laud 
or in a field or place insufficiently fenced. 

(2.) But this Article shall operate subject to any 
provisions of auy Article of this Order providing for 
or directing the movement of animals in cases therein 
mentioned. 

(3.) The provisions of the last preceding Article of 
this Order with respect to the seizure and detention 
of animals under that Article shall apply to the case of 
any animal exposed or otherwise dealt with in con- 
travention of this Article. 

Food and Water during Detention. 

13. An Inspector, Officer, or Constable detaining 
an animal under the Act of 1894, or this Order, 
shall cause it to be supplied with requisite food 
and wnter during its detention ; and the expenses 
incurred by him in respect thereof may lie recovered 
summarily from the person having charge of the 
animal or from its owner. 

Declaration of Slaughter-House an Infected Place by 
Lord Lieutenant only. 

14. A. Slaughter-house in which an animal affected 
with cattle-plague or the carcase of an animal that 
was affected with cattle-plague, is found shall not, 
by reason thereof, be declared to be an Infected Place 
except by the Lord Lieutenant. 

Ascertainment of Value for Compensation in 
Ireland. 

15. Where in Ireland an animal is slaughtered on 
account of cattle-plague by order of the Privy Council 
under the provisions of the Act of 1894 the value of 
the animal for compensation Rhall be ascertained as 
follows : — 

(i.) If within fourteen days after the receipt of 
notice in writing from an Inspector or Officer of the 
Veterinary Department of the valuation of the 
animal the owner of the animal or his agent does not 
give a counter-notice in writing stating in effect that 
he disputes the valuation made on behalf of the Privy 
Council the compensation shall be paid on that 
valuation. 

(ii.) If the owner gives such a notice, then the 
question of the value of the animal shall by virtue 
of this Article stand referred to the arbitration of 
a single arbitrator, who shall make his award leady 


for delivery within seven days after ho is appointed, 
and the provisions of the Common Law Procedure 
Amendment Act (Ireland), 1856, shall apply to the 
reference and arbitration. 

(iii.) An Arbitrator may be appointed by an agree- 
ment in writing signed by an Inspector or Officer of 
the Veterinary Department aud by the owner uf the 
animal or his agent. 

(iv.) In case no such agreement is entered into 
within seven days after the service of the counter- 
notice by the owner or his agent, cither party may, 
having given notice to the other party of the place 
and time of bis intended application, apply to a court 
of summary jurisdiction to appoint au arbitrator, 
and such court may accordingly appoint an arbitrator, 
os if such court were a court or judge within the 
meaning of the Common Law Procedure Amendment 
Act (Ireland), 1856. 

(v.) If a higher valuation is awarded than the valu- 
ation specified in the notice given by the Inspector or 
Officer of tlm Veterinary Department, then the Privy 
Council shall pay the cost of the reference and award 
and all costs incurred by the owner with respect to 
the arbitration when ascertained, but otherwise the 
costs of the reference and award and all costs incurred 
by the Privy Council with respect to the arbitration 
when ascertained as aforesaid may bo deducted by the 
Privy Council from the sum payable to the owner as 
compensation under the award. 

Regulations as to Movement Licences. 

16. — (1.) The person granting a Movement Licence 
under this Order shall forthwith send a copy of such 
Licence to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(2.) Every Movement Licence granted under the 
provisions of this Order shall, after the expiration of 
the period for which such Licence is available, be 
delivered with all practicable speed by the owner or 
person in charge of the animals, horses, asses, mules, 
or dogs moved at the nearest police station of the 
district in which the place where the animals, horses, 
asses, mules, or dogs were moved under such Licence 
is situate. 

(3.) Every such Movement Licence when re- 
ceived by tlie police shall, with all practicable speed, 
be transmitted to the Clerk of the Council, Veter- 
inary Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin 
Castle. 

Production of Licences : Names and Addresses. 

17. — (1.) Every person in charge of an animal, 
horse, ass, mule, dog, carcase, or thing being moved, 
where under this Order or voider any regulation made 
by a Local Authority under this Order a Movement 
Licence is necessary, shall, on demand of a Justice, or 
of a Coustable, or of an Inspector, or Officer appointed 
or authorized by the Lord Lieutennut, or of an In- 
spector of a Local Authority, produce and show to 
him the Movement Licence, if any, authorizing the 
movement, and shall allow it to be read and a copy 
or an extract from it to be taken by the person to 
whom it is produced. 

(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
aforesaid, give his name and address to tlie Justice 
or Constable, or Inspector or Officer. 

Provisions as to Regulations of Local Authority. 

18. — (1.) Every Local Authority shall forthwith 
send to the Clerk" of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Oflice, Dublin Castle, a copy of 
every regulation made by them under this Order. 

(2.) If the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied on inquiry, 
with respect to any notice served or any regulation 
made by a Local Authority under this Order, that 
the same is lor any reason objectionable, aud directs 
tlii' revocation thereof, the same shall thereupon cease 
to operate. 
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Movement of Animals, Ac., until Special Licence. 

19. Notwithstanding anything in this Order, any 
animal, horse, ass, mule, dog, carcase, or thing may be 
moved in any circumstances with a Licence of a duly 
authorized Inspector or Officer, which Licence will 
only be granted where the Lord Lieutenant, after 
inquiry, is satisfied that exceptional circumstances 
render the movement necessary or expedient. 

Powers oj the Lord Lieutenant. 

20. Any powers by this Order conferred upon a 
Local Authority, or an Inspector of a Local Author- 
ity, may at any time lie exercised by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant or on Inspector appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant respectively. 

Local Authority to Enforce Order. 

21. The provisions of this Order, except where it is 
otherwise provided, shall lie executed and enforced by 
the Local Authority. 

Offences. 

22. — (1.) If an animal, horse, ass, mule, or dog, or 
any thing is moved in contravention of this Order, or 
of a notice served under this Order, or of the condi- 
tions of a Movement Licence thereunder, the owner of 
the animal, horse, ass, mule, dog. or thing, and the 
person for the time being in charge thereof, and the 
person causing, directing, or permitting the movement, 
and the person moving or conveying the animal, horse, 
ass, mule, dog, or thiug, and the owner and the char- 
terer and the master of the vessel in which it is moved, 
and the consignee or other iterson receiving or keep- 
ing it knowing it to have been moved in contravention 
as aforesaid, and the occupier of the place from which 
the animal, horse, ass, mule, dog, or thing is moved, 
shall, each according to and in resjiect of his own acts 
and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against 
the Act of 1894. 

(2.) If, in contravention of any regulation made by 
a Local Authority under this Order, a carcase is re- 
moved or is not buried or is not destroyed, the owner 
of the carcase, and the person for the time being in 
charge thereof, and the person causing, directing, or 
permitting the removal, and the person removing or 
couveying the. carcase, and the consignee or other per- 
son receiving or keeping it knowing it to have been 
removed in contravention as aforesaid, and the person 
failing to bury or destroy the carcase, shall, each 
according to and in respect of his own acts and defaults, 
be deemed guiltv of an offence against the Act of 
1894. 

(3.) If a person in charge of an animal, horse, ass, 
mule, dog, carcase, or thing being moved, where under 
this Order or under any regulation made by a Local 
Authority under this Older, a Movement Licence is 
necessary, on demand made under this Older, fails to 
give his true name and address, or gives a false name or 
address, he shall be deemed guilty of au offence against 
the Act of 1894. 

(4.) If an owner or person in charge of an animal, 
horse, ass, mule, or dog being moved, where under this 
Order a Movement Licence is necessary, fails to deliver 
such. Licence at a police station as required by this 
Older, he shall be deemed guilty of an offence against 
the Act of 1894. 

(5.) If a person, with a view to unlawfully evade or 
defeat the operation of this Order, allows an animal, 
horse, ass, mule, or dog to stray, he shall be deemed 
guilty of an’ofl'ence against the Act of 1894. 

Documents and Forms. 

23 — (1 .) A Local Authority shall provide and Bupply 
to their Inspectors and Officers such documents and 


forms as may be necessary for the purposes of the Act of 
1894 and of this Order. 

(2.) The Forms for use by an Inspector given in 
the First Schedule to this Older, with such variations 
as circumstances require, may be used for the purposes 
of the Act of 1894 and of this Order. 

(3.) Forms given in any former Order which have 
been before the commencement of this Order prepared 
and are already printed for use by a Local Authority 
may also be used, so far as they are suitable, mid with 
the requisite adaptations. 

Interpretation. 

24. In this Order, unless the context otherwise re- 
quires : — 

“Veterinary Department ” means the Veterinary 
Department of the Privy Council Office in 
Ireland : 

“The Act of 1894 ” means the Diseases of Animals

THE PLEURO-PNEUMONIA (IRELAND) 
ORDER OF 1895. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council in 
Ireland.

WE, the Lords Jnstices-General and General 
Governors of Ireland, by and with the advice and 
consent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, 
by virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
under the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, and of every 
other power enabling Us in this behalf, do order, 
and it is hereby ordered as follows : — 

Notice of Disease. 

1. — (1.) Every person having or having had in his 
possession or under his charge a head of cattle affected 
with or suspected of pleuro-pneumonia shall with all 
practicable speed give notice of the fact of the head of 
cattle being so affected or suspected to a constable of 
the police force for the police district wherein the 
head of cattle so affected or suspected is or was. 

(2.) The constable receiving such notice shall forth- 
with give information thereof to — 

(i.) The Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 
(ii.) an Inspector of the Local Authority; 

(iii.) the Local Authority. 

Duly of Inspector to act immediately. 

2. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Authority, on re- 
ceiving in any manner whatsoever information of the 
supposed existence of pleuro-pneumonia, or having 
reasonable ground to suspect the existence of pleuro- 
pneumonia, shall proceed with all practicable speed 
to the place where such disease, according to the 
information received by him exists, or is suspected 
to exist, and shall there and elsewhere put in force 
and discharge the powers and duties conferred and 
imposed on him as Inspector by or under the Act 
of 1894 and this Order. 


(2.) The Inspector shall forthwith report to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, the information re- 
ceived by him, and his proceedings thereon. 

No Movement into or out of Pleuro-Pneumonia. Infected 
Place without Licence. 

3. Cattle shall not he moved into or out of an 
Infected Place except with a Movement Licence of 
an Inspector or Officer appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant, and such cattle shall not be moved 
except in accordance with the conditions contained in 
such Licence. 

Removal of Dung or other Things. 

4. It shall not be lawful for any person to send 
or carry, or cause to be sent or carried, on a rail- 
way, canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a coastiug 
vessel, or on a highway or thoroughfare, any dung, 
fodder, or litter that has been in an Infected Place, 
or that has been in any place in contact with or used 
about a diseased or a suspected head of cattle, except 
with a Licence of an Inspector or Officer appointed 
by the Lord Lieutenant. 

Prohibition of Movement. 

5. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Authority or 
an Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant- 
may give a notice in writing (in the Form C set 
forth in the First Schedule to this Order or to the- 
like effect) to the owner or person in charge of any 
head of cattle, prohibiting the movement of such 
head of cattle from or out of any farm, field, shed, 
or other place, and after the service of such notice it 
shall not be lawful for any person, until such notice 
be withdrawn by a further notice in writing (in the 
Form D set forth in the First Schedule to this Order 
or to the like effect) signed by an Inspector appointed

(2.) The Inspector shall with all practicable speed 
semi copies of any notice given by him under this 
Article to : — 

(i.) the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council OJhce, Dublin Castle ; 
(ii.) the Local Authority ; and 
(iii.) the police otHcer in cliarge of the nearest 
police station of the District. 

Report to Privy Council of Cattle that have been in 
Contact with Cattle Affected irith Pleura-Pneu- 
monia. 

6. Where it apjiear* to a Local Authority that 
there is within their District any head of cattle 
which has been in the same field, shed, or other 
place, or in the same herd, or otherwise in contact 
with any head of cattle affected with pleuro-pncu- 
mouia, or otherwise exposed to the infection thereof, 
the Local Authority shall forthwith report the facts 
of the case to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

Disposal of Carcases. 

7. — (1.) The carcase of a head of cattle which has 
died of pleuro-pneumonia shall be disposed of by 
the Local Authority as follows : — 

(i.) Either the Local Authority shall cause the 
carcase to he buried as soon as possible in its 
skin in some proper place at a depth of not 
leas than six feet below the surface of the 
earth, and to he covered with a sufficient quan- 
tity of quicklime or other disinfectant ; 

(ii.) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized 
bv Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, cause the 
enrense to be destroyed, under the inspection 
of the Local Authority, in the mode following : — 
The carcase shall be disinfected, and shall then 
he taken, in charge of an officer of the Local 
Authority, to a horse-slaughterer's or knacker’s- 
yard approved for the purpose by the Lord 
Lieutenant, or other place so approved, and shall 
he there destroyed by exposure to a high tem- 
perature, or by chemical agents. 

(2.) With the view to the execution of the foregoing 
provisions of this Article the Local Authority may 
make such regulations as they think tit for prohibiting 
or regulating the removal of carcases or for securing 
the burial or destruction of the same. 

(3.) A Local Authority may cause or allow a car- 
case to be taken into the District of another Local 
Authority to be buried or destroyed, with the previous 
consent of that Local Authority, but not otherwise. 

Digging up. 

8. It shall not be lawful for any person, except 
with & Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, to dig up, 
or cause to be dug up, the carcase of any head of 
cattle that has been buried. 

Disinfection. 

9. An Insi»ector or Officer appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant may cause or require any shed or other 
place which has been used for a head of cattle while 
affected with or suspected of pleuro-pneumonia, and 
any utensil, pen, hurdle, or other thing used for or 
about such head of cattle, to he cleansed and disinfected 
to his satisfaction. 

Occujriers to give facilities for Cleansing. 

10. — (1.) The owner and occupier aud person in 
charge of any shed or other place which has been used 
for any head of cattle while affected with or suspected 
of pleuro-pneumonia shall give all reasonable facilities 


to an Imqiector or Officer appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant for the cleansing and disinfection of such 
place, aud of any utensils, pens, hurdles, or other 
tilings used for or about such cattle. 

(2.) Any person failing to comply with the provi- 
sions of this Article shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1 894. 

Regulations of Load Authority as to Movement within 
their District by Special Authority of Lord Lieutenant. 

11. A Local Authority, if authorized by the Lord 
Lieutenant to put in operation this Article, but not 
otherwise, may, with the. view of preventing the 
spreading of pleuro-pneumonia, make such regulations 
ns they think fit for prohibiting or regulating the 
movement by land or by water of cattle within the 
whole of their District or within any jiai’t or parts 
thereof specified by the Lord Lieutenant. 

ffotice of Regulations to Railway Companies. 

12. A Local Authority shall send a copy of every 
regulation made by them under the last preceding 
Article of this Order to every railway company having 
a railway station within the District of the Local 
Authority or within the part of their Distract to 
which the regulation applies, and shall also forthwith 
send a copy of the regulation to the Secretary, Rail- 
way Clearing House, f>, Ki blare-street, Dublin. 

Limitation as to Regulations of Tocrd Authority. 

13. — (1.) A regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order shall not be deemed to authorize: — 

(a.) the movement of any cattle affected with or 
suspected of pleuro pneumonia ; or 

(b.) the movement of any cattle in or out of any 
place or area infected with cattle-plague, pleuro- 
pneumonia, or foot-and-mouth disease, or any 
other disease, otherwise than in accordance with 
the provisions of the Act of 1894, aud any Order 
in Council or Order of the Lord Lieutenant in 
relation to such disease. 

(2.) For the purposes of this Order, or of any 
regulation made by a Local Authority thereunder, 
cattle shall not he deemed to be moved within the

14. A Local Authority may, with the view of pre- 
venting the spreading of pleuro-pneumonia, make such 
regulations as they think fit for prohibiting or regu- 
lating the exposure or sale of cattle in or at any 
market, fail - , auction, sale-yard, side, or place of exhi- 
bition within their District.

15. By virtue of section twenty-one of the Act of 
1894, if a head of cattle is found to be affected with

(b.) while placed in a lair or other place before 
exposure for sale ; or 

(c.) while being in or on a landing place or wharf 
or railway station or other place during transit ; 
or 

(d.) while in course of being moved by land or by

is found in any case in which this Article applies 
shall not by reason thereof be declared to be an 
Infected Place or part of such an Iufeetcd Place except 
by the Lord Lieutenant.

(l.) the Local Authority, the proceedings taken by 
him thereunder. 

(Expenses.) 

(vii.) The Local Authority may recover summarily 
the expenses of the execution by them or by their 
Inspector or other Officer of the provisions of this 
Article from the owner of the cattle seized, ov from 
the consignor or consignee thereof, who may recover 
the same from the owner, by proceedings in any court 
•of competent jurisdiction. 

(Foreign Animals’ "Wharves, «fcc.) 

(viii.) Nothing in this Article shall apply to a 
foreign animals’ wharf or to a foreign animals’ quar- 
antine station or to a landing-place for foreign animals. 

Prohibition to Expose or More Diseased or 
Euspected Cuttle. 

1C. — (1.) It shall not be law ful for any person — 
<a.) to expose a diseased nr suspected head of cattle 
in a market or fair, or in a sale-yard or other 
public or private place where cattle are commonly 
exposed for sale ; or 

<J>.) to place a diseased or suspected head of cattle 
in a lair or other place adjacent to or connected 
with a market or a fair, or where cattle are com- 
monly placed before exposure for sale : or 


(c.) to send or carry, or cause to be sent or carried, 
a diseased or suspected bead of cattle on a mil- 
wav, canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a 
coasting vessel ; or 

(d.) to carry, lead, or drive, or cause to be carried, 
led, or driven, a diseased or suspected head of 
cattle on a highway or thoroughfare ; or 
(e.) to place or keep a diseased or suspected head 
of cattle on common or uninolosed land, or in a 
field or place insufficiently fenced, or in a field 
adjoining a highway unless that field is so feuced 
or situate that cattle therein cannot in any man- 
ner come in contact with cattle passing along 
that highway, or grazing on the sides thereof ; or 
(/•) t0 graze a diseased or suspected head of cattlo 
on pasture beiug on the sides of a highway ; or 
(p.) to allow a diseased or suspected head of cattlo 
to stray on a highway or thoroughfare or on the 
sides thereof, or on common or uuinclosed land, 
or in a field or place insufficiently feuced. 

(2.) But this Article shall operate subject to any 
provisions of any Article of this Order providing for 
or directing the movement of cattle in cases therein, 
mentioned. 

(3.) The provisions of the last preceding Article of 
this Order with respect to the seizui-e and detention 
of cattle under that Article shall apply in the case of 
any cattlo exposed or otherwise dealt with in contra- 
vention of this Article. 

Food aud Water during Detention. 

17. An Inspector, officer, or constable detaining a 
head of cattle under the Acl of 1891 or this Order 
shall cause it to he supplied with requisite food aud 
water during its detention ; and the expenses in- 
curred by him in respect thereof may be recovered 
summarily from the person having charge of the head 
of cattle or from its owner. 

Declaration of Slaughter- House mi Injected Place 
by Lord Lieideimnt oidg. 

18. A slaughter-house in which a head of cattle 
affected with pleuro-pueumonia or the carcase of an 
animal that was affected with pleuro-pneumonia is 
found, shall not, by reason thereof, lie di*olar ;d to be 
an Infected Place except by the Lord Lieutenant. 

Ascertainment of Ycdue for Condensation in 
Ireland. 

19. Where in Ireland a bead of cattle is slaughtered 
on account of pleuro-pneumonia by older of the Privy 
Council under the provisions of the Act of 1394, the 
value of the bend of cattle for compensation shall be 
ascertained ius fallows : — 

(i.) If within fourteen days after the receipt of 
notice in writing from an Inspector or Officer 
of the Veterinary Department of the valuation 
of the head of cattle the owner of the animal or 
his agent docs not give a coui iter notice in writing, 
stating in effect that he disputes the valuation 
made on behalf uf the Veterinary Department, 
the compensation shall be paid on that valuation, 
(ii.) If the owner gives 8U oh a counter-notice, then 
the question of the value of the animal shall by 
virtue of this Article stand referred to the arbi- 
tration of a single arbitrator, who shall make his 
award ready for delivery within seven days after 
he is appoiuted, and the provisions of the Com- 
mon Law Procedure Amendment Act (Ireland), 
185G, shall apply to the reference and arbitra- 
tion. 

(iii.) An arbitrator may be appointed by an agree- 
ment in writing, signed by an Inspector or Officer 
of the V’ eterinary Department and by the owner 
of the animal or his agent. 
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(iv.) In case no such agreement is entered into 
within seven days after the service of the counter- 
notice by the owner or his agent, either party 
may, having given notice to the other party of 
the place and time of his intended application, 
apply to a court of summary jurisdiction to ap- 
point an arbitrator, and such court may accord- 
ingly appoint an arbitrator, as if such court were 
a court or judge within the meaning of the 
Common Law Procedure Amendment Act (Ire- 
land), 1856. 

(v.) If a higher valuation is awarded than the 
valuation specified in the notice given by the 
Inspector or Officer of the Veterinary Depart- 
ment, then the Privy Council shall pay the cost 
of the reference and award and all costs incurred 
by the owner with respect to the arbitration 
when ascertained, but otherwise the costs of the 
reference and award, and all costs incurred by 
the Privy Council with respect to the arbitration 
when ascertained as aforesaid, may be deducted 
by the Privy Council from the sum payable to 
the owner as compensation under the award. 

Granting of Movement Licences. 

20. — (1.) A Licence shall only be granted by or on 
behalf of a Local Authority for the movement of a 
head of cattle under this Order or under any l-egu- 
lation made by a Local Authority under this Order 
wherein the opinion of the Local Authority or the 
person granting the Licence, as the case may be, the 
granting of such Licence is necessary or expedient 

(2.) A Movement Licence granted under this Order 
or under auy regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order shall not be available if granted by 
the owner of the head of cattle to be moved, or by 
his agent, or by the owner or consignee or other person 
selling the animal or exposing the animal for sale, or 
by the purchaser thereof or by his agent, or by the 
auctioneer or other person conducting the sale at 
which the animal is exposed, or by the occupier of the 
farm or premises or sluughter-house from or to which 
the animal is to be moved, or by any individual 
member of an Executive Committee or Sub-Com- 
mittee of a Local Authority. 

Regulations as to Licences. 

21. — (i.) The person granting a Movement Licence 
under this Order shall forthwith send a copy of 
such Licence to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(ii.) Every Movement Licence granted under the 
provisions of this Order shall, after the expiration of 
the period for which such Licence is available, be 
delivered with all practicable speed by the person in 
charge of the cattle moved, at the nearest Police 
Station of the District in which the place where the 
cattle were moved under such Licence is situate. 

(iiL) Every such Movement Licence when received 
by the Police shall, with all practicable speed, be 
transmitted to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Piivy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

Production of Licences : Names and A ddresses. 

22. — (1.) Every peraon in charge of a head of 
cattle or thing being moved, wliei'e under this Order 
or under any regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order a Movement Licence is necessary, 
Bha.U, on demand of a Justice, or of a Constable, or of 
an Inspector or Officer appointed by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, or of an Inspector of a Local Authority, 
produce and show to him the Movement Licence, if 
any, authorizing the movement, and shall allow it to 
be read and a copy of or an extract from it to be taken 
by the person to whom it is produced. 

(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
aforesaid, give his name and address to the Justice, or 
Constable, or Inspector, or Officer. 


Provisions as to Regulations of Local Authority. 

23. — (l.) A Local Authority shall forthwith send 
to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, a copy of every 
regulation made by them under this Order. 

(2.) If the Lord Lieuteuant is satisfied on iuquirv r 
with respect to any notice served or any regulation 
made by a Local Authority under this Older, that 
the same is for any reason objectionable, and directs 
the revocation thereof, the same shall thereupon cease 
to operate. 

Movement of Cattle , <tc., with Special Licence. 

24. Notwithstanding anything in this Older, or in. 
any regulation made by a Local Authority thereunder,, 
any head of cattle, carcase, or thing may he moved in 
any circumstances with a Licence of an Inspector or - 
Officer appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, which 
Licence will only be granted where the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, after inquiry, is satisfied that exceptional 
circumstances render the movement necessary or 
expedient. 

Powers of the Lord Lieutenant. 

25. Any powers by this Order conferred upon a 
Local Authority or an Inspector of a Local Autho- 
rity may at any time be exereised by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant or by an Inspector appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant respectively. 

Local Authority to enforce Order. 

26. The provisions of this Older, except where it 
is otherwise provided, shall be executed and enforced 
by the Local Authority. 

Offences. 

27. — (1.) If a head of cattle or any thing is moved 
in contravention of this Order, or df it notice served 
under this Order, or of any regulation made by a 
Local Authority under this Order, or of the conditions- 
of a Movement Licence thereunder, the owner of the 
head of cattle or thing, and the person for the time 
being in charge thereof, and the person causing, di- 
recting, or permitting the movement, and the person, 
moving or conveying the head of cattle or thing, and 
the owner and the charterer and tht master of the 
vessel in which it is moved, and the consignee or other 
person receiving or keeping it, knowing it to have 
been moved in contravention ns aforesaid, and the 
occupier of the place from which the head of cattle or 
thing is moved, shall, each according to and in respect 
of his own acts and defaults, be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1894. 

(2.) If, in contravention of any regulation made by 
a Local Authority under this Order, a carcase in 
removed or is not buried, or is not destroyed, the 
owner of the carcase, and the person for the time being 
in charge thereof, and the person causing, directing, 
or permitting the removal, and the person removing 
or conveying the carcase, and the consignee or other 
person receiving or keeping it knowing it to have 
been removed in contravention as aforesaid, and the 
person failing to bury or destroy the carcase, shall, 
each according to and iu respect of liis own acts and 
defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1894. 

(3.) If anything is omitted to be done as regards 
cleansing or disinfection in contravention of a re- 
quirement of an Inspector or Officer appointed by the 
Lord Lieutenant, the owner and the lessee and the 
occupier and the person in charge of any place or 
thing in or in respect of which the same is omitted, 
shall, each according to and in respect of his own acts 
and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against 
the Act of 1894. 

(4.) If a person in charge of a head of cattle, car- 
case, or thing being moved, where under this Order or 
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under any regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order a Movement Licence is necessary, on 
-demand made under this Order, fails to give his true 
name and address, or gives a false name and address, 
he shall he deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1891. 

(5.) ff iiu owner or person in charge of cattle being 
moved, where tinder this Order a Movement Licence 
is necessary, fails to deliver such Licence at a police 
station, ns required by this Order, lie shall he deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Act of 1894. 

(0.) Tf a person, with a view to unlawfully evade 
or defeat the operation of this Order, or of any 
regulation made by a Local Authority under this 
Order, allows a head of cattle to stray, he shall he 
deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 1894. 

Documents rind Forms. 

28. — (1.) A Local Authority shall provide and 
supply to their Inspectors and Officers such documents 
and forms as may be necessary for the purposes of the 
Act of 1 894 and of this Order. 

(2.) The Forms for use by nil Inspector given in 
the First Schedule to this Order, with such variations 
as circumstances require, may be used for the purposes 
•of the Act of 1894 and of this Order. 

(3.) Forms given in any former Order, which have 
been before the commencement of this Order pre- 
pared and are already printed for use by a Local 
Authority, may also be used, so far as they are suit- 
able, and with the requisite adaptations. 

Inter/n-etalion. 

29. In this Order, unless the context otherwise 
requires : — 

“ The Veterinary Department" means the Veter- 
inary Department of the Privy Council Office in 
Ireland : 

The Act of 1894" means the Diseases of Animals 
Act, 1894: 

“ Cattle” means bulls, cows, oxen, lieifers, and 
calves : 

•“Diseased Cattle” or “Suspected Cattle” means 
cattle affected with or suspected of pleuro- 
pneumonia : 

“ Infected Place” means a place for the time being 
declared to be infected with pleuro-pneumonia 
under the Act of 1694 : 

“ Inspector” includes Veterinary Inspector : 

“ Carcase" means the carcase of a head of cattle, 
and includes part of a carcase, and the meat, 
bones, hide, skin, hoofs, horns, offal, or other 
part of a head of cattle, separately or otherwise, 
or any portion thereof :

Revocation of Orders. 

30. The Order described in the Second Schedule to

the Local Authority, or by the Lord Lieutenant, pro- 
vided that nothing in any such regulation shall in any 
way apply to a head of cattle or thing which is being 
moved under the authority of an Inspector or Officer 
appointed by the Lord Lieutenant. 

Extent. 

32. This Order extends to the whole of Ireland. 

Commencement. 

33. This Order shall come into operation on the 
first day of J uly, one thousand eight hundred aud 
ninety-five.

THE FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE (IRELAND) 
ORDER OF 189.5. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council iu Ireland. 
S. WALKER , C. 

WE, the. Lords Justices General and General Gover- 
nor of Ireland, by and with the advice and consent 
of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, by virtue 
and in exercise of the power iu Us vested under the 
Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, aud of every other 
power enabling Us iu this behalf, do order, and it is 
hereby ordered as follows : — 

Notice of Disease. 

1 — (1.) Every person having or having liad in his 
possession or under his chargo an animal affected with 
or suspected of foot-nml-mouth disease shall, with all 
practicable speed, give notice of the fact of the animal 
beitig so affected or suspected to a constable of the 
police force for the police district wherein the animal 
so affected or suspected is or was. 

(2.) The constable receiving such notice shall imme- 
diately transmit the information by telegraph to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(8.) The constable shall also forthwith give infor- 
mation of the receipt by him of the notice to an 
Inspector of the laical Authority and to the Local 
Authority. 

Dulg of Inspector to act immediateig. 

2. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Authority, on 
receiving in any manner whatsoever information of 
tho supposed existence of foot-and-mouth disease, or 
having reasonable ground to susjiect the existence of 
foot-and-mouth disease, shall proceed with all practi- 
able speed to the place where such disease, according 
to the information received by him, exists, or is sus- 
pected to exist, and shall there and elsewhere put in 
foree and discharge the powers aud duties conferred 
and imposed on him as Inspector by or under the Act 
of 1894 and this Order. 

(2.) The Inspector shall forthwith report to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, the information received 
by him, and his proceedings thereon. 

(3.) Every such Inspector shall, on leaving any 
premises in which foot-and-mouth disease exists, or is 
suspected to exist, thoroughly wash his hands with 
soap and water and disinfect his boots and clothes. 
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Local Authority to consult Veterinary Inspector as to 
existence of Foot-and-M oulh Disease. 

3. — (1.) A Local Authority, in making an inquiry, 
under sub-section five of section eight of the Act of 
1894, into the correctness of an Inspector’s declara- 
tion respecting the existence of foot-and-mouth disease 
in any place, shall obtain the assistance and advice of 
a Veterinary Inspector or of a person qualified accord- 
ing to the Act of 1894 to be such, 

(2.) Every such Veterinary Inspector or person 
shall, on leaving any premises in which foot-and- 
mouth disease exists, or is suspected te exist, 
thoroughly wash his hands with soap and water and 
disinfect his boots and clothes. 

Rules for Foot-and- Mouth Disease Infected Place. 

4. In addition to the Rules for foot-and-mouth 
disease contained in Part II. of the First Schedule to 
the Act of 1894, the following additional Rides shall 
have effect in relation to an Infected Place : — 

Rule 1. Animals shall not be moved into or out of 
an Infected Place except with a Licence of an 
Inspector or Officer duly authorized to grant such 
Licence. 

Rule 2. Carcases shall not be removed from an 
Infected Place except with the permission in 
writing of an Inspector or Officer duly authorized 
to give such permission. 

Rule 3. Fodder, litter, dung, utensils, pens, hurdles, 
or other things shall not he removed from an 
Infected Place except with the permission in 
writing of an Inspector or Officer duly authorized 
to give such permission, which permission shall 
not lie granted until such things have been 
thoroughly disinfected. 

Rule 4. No person (except the person tending the 
animal) shall, unless authorized in writing by a 
duly authorized Inspector or Officer, enter any 
shod, field, or other place, being part of an In- 
fected Place, in which a diseased or suspected 
animal is or has recently been kept. 

Rule 5. Every person, upon leaving any such shed, 
field, or other place, shall thoroughly wash his 
hands with soap and water and disinfect his boots 
and clothes. 

Rule 6. A person tending a diseased or suspected 
animal shall not tend any animal not so diseased 
or suspected, except with the permission in 
writing of an Inspector or Officer duly authorized 
to give such permission. 

Removal of Dung or other Things. 

5. It shall not be lawful for auy person to send or 
carry, or cause to be sent or carried, on a railway, 
canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a coasting 
vessel, or on a highway or thoroughfare, any dung, 
fodder, litter, or tiling that has been in an Infected 
Place, or that has been in any place in contact with 
or used about a diseased or suspected animal, except 
with, a Licence of an Inspector or Officer duly autho- 
rized to graut such Licence. 

Prohibition of Movement. 

6. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Authority, or an 
Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, may 
give a notice in writing (in the Form D set forth in the 
First Schedule to this Order or to the like effect) to 
the owner or person in charge of auy animal prohibit- 
ing the movement of such animal from or out of any 
farm, field, shed, sty, or other place, and after the 
service of such notice it shall not las lawful for any 
person, until such notice be withdrawn by a further 
notice in writing (in. the Form E set forth in the First 
Schedule to this Order or to the like effect), signed by 
an Inspector of the Local Authority or by an Inspect or 


appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, as the case may 
be : — 

(«.) to move such animal from or out of such place

(b) to move from or out of such place as aforesaid 
auy other animal tiiat may be thereon or therein ;

(iii.) the Police Officer in charge of the nearest 
police station of the District. 

Disjiosal of Carcases. 

7. — (1.) The carcase of an animal which hits died 
of foot-and-mouth disease shall be disposed of by the 
Local Authority as follows : — - 

(i.) Either the Local Authority shall cause the car- 
case to be buried as soon as possible in its skin 
in some proper place, at a depth of not less than 
six feet below the surface of the earth, and to 
be covered with a sufficient quantity of quicklime 
or other disinfectant : 

(it) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized by 
Licunce of the Lord Lieutenant, cause the car- 
case to be destroyed, under the inspection of the 
Local Authority, in the mode following : — The 
carcase shall be disinfected, and shall then be 
taken in charge of an officer of the Local Autho- 
rity, to a horse-slaughterer’s or knacker’s -yard 
approved for the purpose by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, or other place so approved, and shall be 
there destroyed by exposure to a high tempera- 
ture, or by chemical agents. 

(2.) With the view to the execution of the fore- 
going provisions of this Article, the Local Authority 
may make such Regulations as they think fit for 
prohibiting or regulating the removal of carcases, or 
for securing the burial or destruction of the same. 

(3). Where under this Article a Local Authority 
cause a carcase to be buried, they shall first cause the 
skin to be so slashed as to be useless. 

(4.) A Local Authority may cause or allow a 
carcase to be taken into the district of auother Local 
Authority, to be buried or destroyed, with the 
previous consent of that Local Authority, but not 
otherwise. 

Digging Up. 

8. It shall not be lawful for any person, except 
with a Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, to dig up, or 
cause to bo dug up, the carcase of any animal that 
has been buried. 

Disinfection for Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 

9. — (l.) Any slid or other place in which an 
animal affected with foot-and-mouth disease has been 
kept while so affected, or has died or been slaughtered, 
shall be cleansed and disinfected as follows : 

(a.) The shed or other place shall be swept out, and 
.. . I] litter, dung, or other thing that has been in 
contact with, or used about, any such animal, 
shall be effectually removed therefrom ; then 

( b .) The floor of tho shed or other place, and all 
other parts thereof with which the animal or its 
droppings or any discharge from the mouth or 
nostrils of the animal has come in contact, shall 
be thoroughly washed or scrubbed or scoured 
with water ; then 

(c.) The same parts of the shed or other 1 place sltall 
be washed over with lime-wash. 

F 
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(2.) All litter, dung, or other thing that has been 
removed from the shed or other place shall be forth- 
with disinfected, burnt, or destroyed. 

(3.) Except that where any yard or other place of 
that nature is not capable of being so cleansed and 
disinfected, it shall he sufficient if such yard or place 
be cleansed and disinfected so far as practicable. 

(4.) The Local Authority may by regulation re- 
quire the occupier of any such shed or other place to 
cleanse and disinfect the same in accordance with this 
Article at the expense of the Local Authority or at 
the expense of such occupier. 

(5.) Where the Lociu Authority have made no 
Regulation under this Article, the provisions of this 
Article shall be executed by the Local Authority 
at their own expense. 

Regulations of Local Author it// as to Disinfection of 

Places used for Temporary Detention, or of Vehicles, 

dec. 

10. — (1.) A Local Authority may, with the view 
of preventing the spreading of foot-aud-mouth disease, 
either generally or in any particular case, make such 
Regulations as they think lit for the following pur- 
poses, or any of them : — 

(a.) For requiring tlie owner, lessee, or occupier 
of any building, shed, outhouse, yard, or other 
place used for the tciii|iorary keeping or detention 
of animals prior to or subsequent to their being 
exposed for sale in or at a market, fair, sale- 
yard, place of exhibition, or other public or 
private place where animals art: commonly ex- 
posed for ssle, to cleanse and disinfect such 
building, shed, outhouse, yawl, or other place at 
his own expense, where iu the judgment of the 
Local Authority, the circumstances are such as 
to allow of such cleansing and disinfection being 
reasonably required : 

(4.) For requiring the cleansing and disinfection of 
vaus, carts, or other vehicles used for carrying 
animals, or of ropes, nets, or other apparatus 
used in the conveyance of animals, on laud other- 
wise than on a railway ; 

(c.) For prescribing the mode in which cleansing 
and disinfection under the Regulations are to be 
effected. 

(2.) If any person fails to cleanse and disinfect any 
bnilding, shed, outhouse, yard, or other place, or any 
van, cart, or other vehicle, or any rope, net, or other 
apparatus, in accordance with any such Regulation, it 
shall be lawful for the Local Authority, without pre- 
judice to the recovery of any penalty for the infringe- 
ment of such Regulation, to cause such building, shed, 
outhouse, yard, or other place, or such van, cart, or 
other vehicle, or such rope, net, or other apparatus to be 
cleansed and disinfected, aud to recover summarily the 
expenses of such cleansing and disinfection from such 
person. 

Occupiers to give Facilities for Cleansing. 

11. — (1.) The owner and occupier and person in 
charge of any place, thing, or vehicle to which the two 
last preceding Articles of this Order apply shall give 
all reasonable facilities to the Local Authority, or to a 
duly authorized Inspector or Officer for the carrying 
out of the provisions of those Articles. 

(2.) Any person failing to comply with the provi- 
sions of this Article shall be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1894. 

Regulations of Local Authority as to Movement 
into their District from ottier Districts. 

12. — (1.) A Local Authority may, with the view of 
preventing the introduction of foot-and-mouth disease 
into their district, make such Regulations as they 
think lit for prohibiting or regulating the movement 
by land or by water of animals into their district 
from the district of any other Local Authority in 
Ireland. 


(2.) Where a Local Authority have made a Regula- 
tion under the provisions of this Article prohibiting the 
movement of animals into their district from the dis- 
trict of any other Local Authority iu Ireland, it shall 
not be lawful, so long as such Regulation is hr force, 
for any person to move into the district of such first- 
mentioned Local Authority any animal so prohibited 
that may have been at anytime during the continuauce 
of such Regulation within the district of such other 
Local Authority. 

Regulations of Local Authority as to Movement within 
their District. 

13. A Local Authority may, with the view of pre- 
venting the spreading of foot-and-mouth disease, make 
such Regulations as they think fit for prohibiting or 
regulating the movement by land or by water of animals 
within the whole of their district, or witliiu any part 
or parts thereof. 

Notice of Regulations to Raihony Companies , etc. 

14. A Local Authority shall forthwith send a 
copy of every Regulation made by them under either 
of the two last preceding Articles of this Order to — 

(i.) Every railway company having a railway 
station within the district of the Local 
Authority or within the part of their district 
to which the Regulation applies ; 

(ii.) the Secretary, Railway Clearing House, 5, 
Kildnre-street, Dublin; aud 
(iii.) the owner of each vessel used for carrying 
animals on any canal, river, or inland navi- 
gation, that is within or posses through the 
district or part of the distinct to which the 
Regulation applies. 

Power to make Regulations not to he deputed. 

15. The power to make Regulations under this Order 
as to movement of animals into their district or within 
their district shall be exercised only by a Local 
Authority or their Executive Committee and shall not 
bo deputed to any other Committee nor to a iSub-Com- 
rnittee. 

Limitation as to Regulations of Local Authority. 

1C. — (1.) A Regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order as to movement of animals into tlieir 
district or within their district shall not l>e deemed to 
authorize : — 

(«.) the movement of any animal affected with or 
suspected of foot-aud-mouth disease; or 

(4.) the movement of any animal into or out of any 
place or area infected with rattle- plague, pleuro- 
pneumonia, foot-and-mouth disease, swine fever, 
or any other disease, otherwise thun in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Act of 1894, 
and any Order in Council in relation to such 
disease. 

(2.) For the purposes of this Order, or of any Regu- 
lation made by a Local Authority thereunder, animals 
shall not be deemed to bo moved from, into, or within 
the district of a Local Authority or within the part of 
the District to which the Regulation applies where they 
are moved through the district or such part thereof by 
railway from a place outside the district or such part 
thereof to another place outside the district or such 
part thereof without unnecessary delay and without the 
animals being untrucked or re-booked within the dis- 
trict or such part thereof. 

Regulations of Local Authority as to Markets , 
Sales, dec. 

17. A Local Authority may, with the view of pre- 
venting the spreading of foot-and-mouth disease, make 
such Regulations as they think fit for prohibiting or 
regulating the exposure or sale of animals in or at any 
market, fair, auction, sale-yard, sale, or place of exhibi- 
tion within their district. 
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Foot-and- Month Disease found in a Market, Railway 

Station, Grazing- Dark, or other like Place, or during 

Transit. 

IS. By virtue of section twenty-one of the Act of 
1894, if an animal is found to bo affected with foot- 
and-mouth disease : — 

(a.) while exposed for sale cr exhibited in a market, 
fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, or other place ; 
or 

(L.) while placed in a lair or other place before ex- 
posure for sale ; or 

(c.) while being in or on a landing-place or wharf 
or railway station or other place during transit ; 
or 

(d.) while in course of being moved by land or by 
water ; or 

{e.) while being on common or uninclosed land ; 
or 

<(/.) while being on or in a farm, field, yard, shed, 
sty, park, or other place wherein animals of differ- 
ent owners are taken in for shelter, or for rest, or 
for grazing, or for any other purpose ; or 

(y.) while being in any other place not in the posses- 
sion or occupation or under the control of the 
owner of the animal ; 

the following provisions shall apply, namely : — 
(Seizure of Animals). 

(i.) The Inspector of theLocal Authority shall cause 
to be seized all the auiiuals affected with foot-and-mouth 
■disease, and also all animals being in or on the market, 
fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, lair, landing place, 
wharf, railway station, common, uninclosed land, farm, 
field, yard, shed, sty, pork, or other such place ns afore- 
said, and shall forthwith transmit the information 
by telegraph to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(ii.) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause all such animals so seized to be detained at tho 
place where they are seized, or to be moved to some 
convenient and isolated place, and there detained. 

(Hi-) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause, so far as practicable, all the animals affected 
with foot-and-mouth disease to be kept separate during 
such movement and detention from animals not so 
affected. 

(iv.) The animals so seized and detained shall not 
be moved from the place of detention except with the 
permission of the Lord Lieutenant. 

{Declaration of Infected Place by Lord Lieutenant 
only.) 

(v.) The market, fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, 
lair, landing-place, wharf, railway station, common, 
uninclosed land, farm, field, yard, shed, sty, park, or 
other such place as aforesaid, or any part thereof, in 
or on which an animal affected with foot-and-mouth 
disease is found in any case in which this article ap- 
plies shall not by reason thereof be declared to be an 
Infected Place or part of such an Infected Place ex- 
cept by the Lord Lieutenant. 

(Disinfection in these Cases.) 

(vi.) In case of an animal being found to be affected 
with foot-and-mouth disease in or on any such market, 
fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, lair, landing-place, 
wharf, railway station, common, uninclosed land, farm, 
field, yard, shed, sty, park, or other place as aforesaid, 
it shall not be lawful for the owner or occupier of 
such market or other place or any person to again use 
or allow to be used for animals that portion of the 
market or other place aforesaid where the diseased 
animal was found, unless and until a Veterinary In- 
spector has certified that that portion has been, so 
far as practicable, cleansed and disinfected. 

(Reports.) 

(vii) The Inspector of the Local Authority, acting 
under this Article, shall forthwith report to : (a) the 


Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, and (6) the Local Au- 
thority, the proceedings taken by him thereunder. 
(Expenses.) 

(viii.) The Local Authority may recover summarily 
the expenses of the execution by them or by their 
Inspector or other officer of tho provisions of this 
Article from the owner of the animals seized, or from 
tho consignor or consignee thereof, who may recover 
the same from the owner by proceedings in any court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

Prohibition to Expose or Moor. Diseased or Suspected 
Animals. 

19. — (1.) It shall not be lawful for any person: — 
(a.) to expose a diseased or suspected animal in a 
market or fair, or in a sale-yard, or other public 
or private place where animals are commonly 
exposed for sale ; or 

(6.) to place a diseased or suspected animal in a lair 
or other place adjacent to or connected with a 
market or a fair, or where animals are commonly 
placed before exposure for side ; or 
(c.) to send or carry, or cause to he sent or earned, 
a diseased or suspected animal on a railway, 
canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a coasting 
vessel ; or 

(d.) to carry, lead, or drive, or cause to be carried, 
led, or driven, a diseased nr suspected animal on a 
highway or thoroughfare ; or 
(e.) to place or keep a diseased or suspected auimal 
on common or uninclosed land, or in a field or 
place insufficiently fenced, or in a field adjoining 
a highway unless that field is so fenced or situate 
that animals therein cannot in any manner come 
in contact with animals passing along that high- 
way or grazing on the sides thereof : or 
{/■) graze a diseased or suspected animal on pas- 
ture being on the sides of a highway ; or 
(g.) to allow a diseased or suspected animal to stray 
on a highway or thoroughfare or on the sides 
thereof, or on common or uninclosed laud, or in a 
field or place insufficiently fenced. 

(2.) But tiffs Article shall operate subject to any 
provisions of any Article of this Order providing for 
or directing the movement of animals in cases therein 
mentioned. 

(3.; The provisions of the last preceding Article of 
this Order with respect to the seizure and detention 
of animals under that Article shall apply in the case 
of any animal exposed or otherwise dealt with in con- 
travention of this Article. 

Food and Water during Detention. 

(20.) An Inspector, Officer, or Constable detaining 
an animal under the Act of 1894 or this Order shall 
cause it to be supplied with requisite food and water 
during its detention ; and the expenses incurred by 
him in respect thereof may be recovered summarily 
from the person having charge of the animal or from 
its owner. 

Declaration of Slaughter- Bouse an Infected Place by 
Lord Lieutenant only. 

21. A slaughter-house in which an animal affected 
with foot-aud-moutli disease or the carcase of an animal 
that was affected with foot-and-mouth disease is found, 
shall not by reason thereof be declared to be an In- 
fected Place, except by the Lord Lieutenant. 

Slaughter by Local Authority and Compensation. 

22. — (1.) A Local Authority may, if they think fit, 
cause to be slaughtered : — 

(a.) any cattle, sheep, or swine affected with foot- 
and-mouth disease or suspected of being so af- 
fected: and 

F 2 
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(6.) any cattle, sheep, or swine being or having been 
in the same field, shed, or other place or in the 
same herd or flock or otherwise in contact with 
animals affected with foot-and-mouth disease, or 
being or haring been in the opinion of the Loeal 
Authority in any way exposed to the infection of 
foot-nnd-month disease. 

(2.) The Local Authority shall out of union funds 
pay compensation as follows for animals slaughtered 
under this Article : — 

(a.) where the animal slaughtered was affected with 
foot-and-mouth disease the compensation shall l>e 
the value of the animal immediately before it 
became so affected ; and 

(b.) in every other case the compensation shall be 
the value of the animal immediately before it was 
slaughtered. 

Ascertainment of Value for Compensation in Ireland. 

23. — (1.) Where, in Ireland an animal is slaugh- 
tered on account of foot-and-mouth disease by order 
of tlm Privy Council under the provisions of the Act 
of 1894, the value of the animal for compensation 
shall ho ascertained as follows : — 

(i.) If within fourteen days after the receipt of 
notice in writing from an Inspector or Officer of the 
Privy Council of the valuation of the animal the 
owner of the animal or his agont does not give a 
counter-notice in writing stating in effect that he 
disputes the valuation made on behalf of the Privy 
Council, the compensation shall be paid on that valua- 
tion. 

(ii.) If the owner gives such a counter notice, then 
the question of the value of the animal shall by virtue 
of this Article stand referred to the arbitration of a 
single arbitrator, who shall make his award ready for 
delivery within seven days after lie is appointed, and 
the provisions of the Common Law Procedure Amend- 
ment Act (Ireland 1, 1856, shall apply to the reference 
and arbitration. 

(iil) An arbitrator may be appointed by an agree- 
ment in writing signed by an Inspector or Officer of 
the Privy Council and by the owner of the animal or 
his agent. 

(iv.) In case no such agreement is entered into 
within seven days after the service of the connter- 
uotice by the owner or his agent, either party may, 
having given notice to the other party of the place 
and time of his intended application, apply to a court 
of summary jurisdiction to appoint an arbitrator, and 
such court may accordingly appoint an arbitrator, as 
if such court were a court or judgo within the rnenu- 
ing of the Common Law Procedure Amendment Act 
(Ireland), 18CG. 

(v.) If a higher valuation is awarded than the 
valuation specified in the notice given by the Inspect or 
or Officer of the Privy Council then the Privy Council 
shall pay the cast of the reference and award and all 
costs incurred by the owner with respect to the arbi- 
tration when ascertained, but otherwise the costs of 
the reference and award and all costs incurred by the 
Privy Council with respect to the arbitration when 
ascertained as aforesaid may be deducted by the Privy 
Council from the sum payable to the owner as com- 
pensation under the award. 

(2.) Where in Ireland an animal is slaughtered 
on account of foot-and-mouth disease by order of a 
Local Authority under the provisions of this Order, 
the previsions of this Article shall apply to the 
ascertainment of the value of the animal for compen- 
sation, and shall be read and have effect as if the 
Local Authority were mentioned therein instead of 
the Privy Council. 

Withholding of Compensation. 

24. — (1.) A Local Authority may, if they think 
fit, withhold, either wholly or partially, compensation 
in respect of an animal slaughtered by their order 


under this Order where the animal was in their 
opinion diseased at the time of its being brought into 
their district. 

(2.) A Local Authority before determining, under 
sub-section seven of section twenty of the Act of 
1894 or under this Article, to withhold either wholly 
or partially, compensation or other payment in respect 
of an animal slaughtered by their order under this- 
Order, shall give to the owner of the animal an 
opportunity of making representations to them i-es- 
pecting the facts and circumstances of the case, and 
shall consider the same. 

Keeping of Swine in Slaughter-Houses. 

25. It shall not lie lawful for any person, in any 
case in which the slaughter of any animal is author- 
ized or required by this Order, to use for such slaughter 
any slaughter-house in which swine are kept. 

Ilecord of Slaughter. 

26. A Local Authority shall keep, in a form pro- 
vided by the Veterinary Department, a record relative 
to cattle, sheep, and swine slaughtered by their order 
under this Oi-dcr, stating the particulars indicated in 
such fonn, with such variations as circumstances 
require ; and the Clerk of such Local Authority shall 
furnish weekly a copy of such record to the Clerk of 
the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy Council 
Office, Dublin Castle. 

Granting of Movement Licences. 

27. — (1.) A Licence shall only be granted by or on 
behalf of a Local Authority for the movement of an. 
animal under this Order or under any Regulation 
made by a Local Authority under this Order where 
in the opinion of the Local Authority or the person 
granting the Licence, as the ease may be, the granting 
of such Licence is necessary or expedient. 

(2.) A Movement Licence granted under this Order 
or under any Regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order shall not be available if granted 
by the owner of the animal to be moved or by bis 
agent, or by the owner or consignee or other person 
selling the animal or exposing the animal for sale, or 
by the purchaser thereof or by his agent, or by the 
auctioneer or other person conducting or licensed to 
hold the sale at which the unimul is exposed, or by 
the occupier of the fanu or premises or slaughter 
house from or to which the animal is to he moved, or 
by any individual member of an Executive Committee 
or Sub-Committee of a Local Authority. 

Regulations as to Movement Licences. 

2S. — (1.) The person granting a Movement Licence- 
under this Order shall forthwith send a copy of such 
Licence to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(2.) Every Movement Licence granted under the 
provisions of this Order, shall, after the expiration of 
the period for which such Licence is available, be 
delivered with all practicable speed by the owner or 
person in charge of the- animals moved, at the nearest 
police station of the district in which the place where 
the animals were moved under such Licence is 
situate. 

(3.) Every such Movement Licence when received 
by the Police shall, with all practicable speed, be 
transmitted to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

Production of Licences; Names and Addresses. 

2 it. — (1.) Every person in charge of an animal or 
thing being moved, where under this Order or under 
any Regulation made by a Local Authority under 
this Order a Movement Licence is necessaiy, shall, on 
demand of a Justice, or of a Constable, or of an 
Inspector or Officer appointed by or authorized by the 
Lord Lieutenant, or of an Inspector or Officer of a 
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Local Authority, produce and show to him the Move- 
ment Licence, if any, authorizing the movement, ami 
shall allow it to lie road and a copy of or extract from 
it to be taken by the person to whom it is produced. 

(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
aforesaid, give liis name and address to the Justice, 
or Constable, or Inspector, or Officer. 

Provisions as to Regulations of Local Authority. 

30. — (1.) A Local Authority shall forthwith send 
to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, a copy of every 
Regulation made by them under this Order. 

(2.) If the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied on inquiry 
with respect to any notice served or any Regulation 
made by u Local Authority under this Order that the 
same is for any reason objectionable, and directs the 
revocation thereof, the same shall thereupon cease to 
operate. 

Movement of Animals, d-c., with Special Licence. 

31. Notwithstanding anything in this Order, or 
in any Regulation made by a Local Authority there- 
under, any animal, carcase, or thing inay be moved in 
any circumstances with a Licence of an Inspector or 
Officer duly authorized to grant such Licence. 

Powers of the Lord Lieutenant. 

32. Any powers by this Older conferred upon a 
Local Authority or an Inspector of a Local Authority 
may at any time be exercised by the Lord Lieutenant 
or an Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, 
respectively. 

Local Authority to enforce Order. 

33. The provisions of this Order, except where it is 
otherwise provided, shall be executed and enforced by 
the Local Authority. 

Weekly Returns of Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 

34. When an Inspector of a Local Authority finds 
that foot-and-montli disease exists or has within ten 
days existed in his district, he shall forthwith make 
a return thereof to the Local Authority and to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, on a form provided by 
the Veterinary Department, with all particulars there- 
in required, and shall continue to so make a return 
thereof on the Saturday of every week until the 
disease has ceased. 

Disinfection of Drovers, d-c. 

35. When an Inspector or other Officer duly 
authorized affixes at or near any wharf, or place of 
landing, within any port in Ireland, a notice to the 
effect that persons who have been in contact with 
animals on board ship in transit to or from Great 
Britain, or in any part of Greut Britaiu, on entering 
that wharf or place will be required before leaving to 
disinfect themselves and their clothes, then all such 
persons shall, on being requested, comply with the 
terms of that notice. 

Offences. 

36. — (1.) If an animal or any tiling is moved in con- 
travention of this Order, or of a notice served under 
this Order, or of auy Regulation made by a Local 
Authority under this Order, or of the conditions of a 
Movement Licence thereunder, the owner of the animal 
or thing, and the person for the time being in charge 
thereof, and the person causing, directing, or per- 
mitting the movement, and the person moving or 
conveying the animal or tiling, and the owner and 
the charterer and the master of the vessel in which 
it is moved, and the consignee or other person receiving 
or keeping it knowing it to have been moved in con- 
travention as aforesaid, and the occupier of the place 
from which the animal or thing is moved, shall, each 


according to and in respect of his own acts and 
defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1S94. 

(2.) If, in contravention of any Regulation made by 
a Local Authority under this Order, a carcase is 
removed or is not buried or is not destroyed, the owner 
of the carcase, and the person for the time being in 
charge thereof, and the person causing, directing, or 
permitting the removal, and the person removing or 
conveying the carcase, and the consignee or other 
jwi-son receiving or keeping it knowing it to have been 
removed iu conti-avention iis aforesaid, and the person 
failing to hury or destroy the carcase, shall, each 
according to and in respect of his own acts and defaults, 
he deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 1894. 

(3.) If anything is omitted to be done as regards 
cleansing or disinfection in contravention of this Order, 
or of any Notice given under this Order, or of auy 
Regulation made by a Local Authority under this 
Order, the owner and the lessee and the occupier and 
the person in charge of any place or thiug in or in 
respect of which the same is omitted, shnll, each 
according to and in respect of his own acts and defaults, 
be deemed guilty of an offence against the. Act of 1894. 

(4.) If an animal is not slaughtered ns requited by 
this Order, or by any Regulation made by a Local 
Authority under this Order, or by the conditions of 
a Licence thereunder, the person to whom the Licence 
is granted, and the owner of the animal and the person 
for the time being in charge thereof, and the person 
failing to cause the same to be so slaughtered, shall, 
each according to and in respect of his own acts and 
defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1894. 

(5.) If a person in charge of an animal, carcase, or 
thing being moved, where under this Order or under 
any Regulation made by a Local Authority under this 
Order a Movement Licence is necessary, oa demand 
made under this Order fails to givo his true name 
and address, or gives a false name or address, he shuli 
be deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 
1894. 

(6.) If an owner or person in charge of an animal 
being moved, where under this Order a Movement 
Licence is necessary, fails to deliver such Licence at 
a police station as l-eqnired by this Order, he shall he 
deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 1894. 

(7.) If a person, with a view to unlawfully evade 
or defeat the operation of this Order, or of any Regu- 
lation made by a Load Authority under this Order, 
allows an animal to stmy, he shall be deemed guilty 
of an offence against the Act of 1S94. 

Documents and Farms. 

37. — (1.) Except where otherwise provided in this 
Order a Local Audiority shall provide and supply to 
their Inspectors and Officers such documents and 
forms as may be necessary for the purposes of the 
Act of 1894 and of this Order. 

(2.) The forms for use by an Inspector given in 
the First Schedule to this Order, with such variations 
as circumstances require, maybe used for the purposes 
of the Act of 1894 and of this Order. 

(3.) Forms given in auy former Order, which have 
been before the commencement of this Order prepared 
and are already printed for use by a Local Authority, 
may also lie used, so far as they are suitable, and with 
the requisite adaptations. 

Interpretation. 

38. In this Older, unless the context otherwise 
requires — 

“ Veterinary Department " means the Veterinary 
Department of the Privy Council Office in 
Ireland : 

“ The Act of 1 S94 ” means the Diseases of Animals 
Act, 1894 : 
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“ Animals " means cattle, sheep, and goats, and all 
other ruminating animals and swine : 

“ Diseased Animal ” or Suspected Animal ” means 
an animal affected with or suspected of foot-and- 
mouth disease : 

“ Infected Place ’’ means a place for the time being 
declaml to he infected with foot-and-mouth 
disease under the Act of 1894 : 

“ Inspector ” includes Veterinary Inspector : 

" Inspector or other Officer ” described in this Order 
as “ duly authorized ” for any of the purposes of 
this Order, means an Inspector or other Officer 
specially authorized by the Lord Lieutenant : 

“ Carcase " means the carcase of an animal, and in- 
cludes part of a carcase, and the meat, bones, 
hide, skin, hoofs, horns, offal, or other part of 
an animal, separately or otherwise, or any portion 
thereof :

Revocation of OrderR. 

39. The Orders described in the Second Schedule 
to this Order, to the extent described in that Schedule, 
are hereby from and after the commencement of this 
Order revoked : Provided that such revocation shall 
not invalidate or make unlawful anything done under 
the Orders or parts of Orders hereby revoked, or 
affect any licence or authority granted, or any right, 
title, obligation, or liability accrued thereunder before 
the commencement of this Order, or interfere with 
the institution or prosecution of any proceeding in 
respect of any offence committed against, or any 
penalty incurred under, the Orders or pai-ts of Orders, 
hereby revoked before the commencement of this 
Order. 

Existing Regulations oj Local Authority. 

40. All Regulations made by a Local Authority 
under the Orders or parts of Orders by this Order 
revoked, and in force immediately before the com- 
mencement of this Order, shall bo deemed to have 
been made under this Order, and shall continue in 
force until altered or revoked by the Local Authority 
nr by the Lord Lieutenant, provided that nothing in 
any such Regulation shall in any way apply to an 
animal or thing which is being moved under the 
authority of an inspector duly authorized by the Lord 
Lieutenant. 

Extent. 

41. This Order extends to the whole of Ireland. 

Commencement. 

42. This Order shall come into operation on the 
first day of J uly, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-five.

THE SHEEP-POX (IRELAND) ORDER OF 
1895. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council in Ireland. 

S. WALKER, C. 

We, the Lords Justices-General and General 
Governors of Ireland, by and ■with the advice and 
consent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, 
by virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
under the Diseases of Animals Act, 189-1, and of 
every other power enabling Us in this behalf, do 
order, and it is hereby ordered as follows : — 

Notice of Disease. 

1. — (1.) Every person having or having had in his 
possession or under his charge a sheep affected with 
or suspected of sheep-pox shall, with all practicable 
speed, give notice of the fact of the sheep being so 
affected or suspected to a constable of the jrolice force 
for the Police District wherein the sheep so affected 
or suspected is or was. 

(2.) The constable receiving such notice shall im- 
mediately transmit the information by telegraph to 
the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(3.) The constable shall also forthwith give infor- 
mation of the receipt by him of the notice to an 
Inspector of the Local Authority, and to the Local 
Authority. 

Duty of Inspector to act immediately. 

2. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Authority on 
receiving in any manner whatsoever information of the 
supposed existence of sheep-pox, or having reasonable 
ground to suspect the existence of sheep pox, shall pro- 
ceed with all practicable speed to the place where such 
disease, according to the information received by him, 
exists, or is suspected to exist, and shall there and 
elsewhere put in force and discharge the powers and 
duties conferred and imposed on him as Inspector by 
or under the Act of 1894 anu this Order. 


(2.) The Inspector shall forthwith report to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, the information received 
by him, and his proceedings thereon. 

(3.) Every such Inspector shall, on leaving any 
premises in which slieep-pox exists, or is suspected 
to exist, thoroughly wash his bauds with soap and 
water, and disinfect his boots and clothes. 

Declaration of Sheep-Pox Infected Place. 

3. — (1.) Where it appears that sheep-pox exists, or 
Las within ten days existed, in a shed, field, or other 
place, an Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
forthwith make and sign a declaration (in the Form A 
sot forth in the First Schedule to this Order or to the 
like effect). 

(2.) He shall forthwith serve a notice (in the 
Form B set forth in the First Schedule to this Order 
or to the like effect), signed by him, of the declaration 
on tbe occupier of the premises in which that shed, 
field, or other place is situate. 

(3.) Thereupon that shed, field, or other place 
shall become aud he a place infected with sheep-pox, 
subject to tire determination and declaration of the 
Local Authority. 

(4.) The Inspector shall, with all practicable! speed, 
inform the Local Authority and the Clerk of the 
Council, Veterinary Department, Privy Council Office, 
Dublin Castle, of his declaration and notice, and 
shall send Iris declaration and a copy of his notice to 
the Local Authority, and shall also send copies of 
the same to the Clerk of the Council, and to the 
Police Officer in charge of the nearest police station 
in the district. 

(5.) The Local Authority shall forthwith on re- 
ceipt of that information inquire into the correctness 
of the Inspector's declaration, with the assistance and 
ad vice of a Veterinary Lispector, or of a person 
qualified according to the Act of 1894 to be such. 
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(6.) If the Local Authority are satisfied of the 
correctness of the Inspector’s declaration as regards 
the existence or past existence uf disease, they shall 
by order determine and declare accordingly, and 
prescribe the limits of the Infected Place, and may, 
if they think lit, include withiu those limits any 
lands or buildings adjoining or near to the shed, 
field, or other place to which the Inspector’s declar- 
ation relates. 

(7.) The Local Authority may include in an In- 
fected Place any adjoining part of the district of 
another Local Authority, with the previous consent 
in writing of that Authority, but uot otherwise. 

(8.) If the Local Authority are not satisfied of the 
correctness of the Inspector’s declaration as regards 
the existence or pas; existence of disease, they shall 
by order determine and declare accordingly ; and 
thereupon, as from the time specified in that behalf 
in their order, the shed, field, or other place to which 
the Inspector's declaration relates shall cense to Im an 
Infected Place. 

(9.) The Local Authority shall forthwith report to 
the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department. 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, the declaration of 
the Inspector, and the proceedings of the Local 
Authority thereon. 

Rules for Sheep- Pox Infected Place. 

4. — Rule 1. Sheep shall not be moved out of an 
Infected Place. 

Rule 2. Carcases shall not he removed from an 
Infected Place except in manner hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

Rule 3. A carcase may be removed from an In- 
fected Place : — 

(i. with a certificate of a Veterinary Inspector of 
the Local Authority certifying that the carcase 
to be taken out is not the carcase of a sheep that 
was affected with sheep-pox, the carcase in that 
case being first skinned ; or 

(ii.) with a Licence of an Inspector of the Local 
Authority permitting the carcase to be taken out 
for the purpose of being buried or destroyed ; 
in which latter case the following provisions 
shall apply : — 

(a.) The Licence shall be available for twelve 
hours, and no longer ; 

(!>.) The Licence shall specify the place to 
which the carcase is to be taken for burial or 
destruction, and the carcase shall not be taken to 
any other place ; 

(c.) The carcase shall be taken to the place 
specified in the Licence under the direction and 
in charge of an Inspector or other Officer of the 
Local Authority ; oncl ho shall enforce and 
superintend the immediate burial or destruction 
there of the carcase, and shall forthwith report 
to the Local Authority the fact of the burial or 
destruction there ; 

(</.) Tf the carcase has to be taken into the 
district of another Local Authority, there shall 
also be requisite a Licence of that other Local 
Authority indorsed on or referring to the Brat- 
mentioned Licence ; 

(«.) The carcase so taken into the district of 
that other Local Authority shall be taken to the 
place specified in the Licence under the direction 
and in charge of an Inspector or other Officer 
of the Local Authority out of whose district it 
is taken ; aud he shall enforce and superintend 
the immediate burial or destruction there of the 
carcase, and shall forthwith report to both the 
Local Authorities the fact of the burial or 
destruction there. 

Rule 4. The skin, fleece, or wool, separate from the 
rest of tire carcase, shall not be removed from an 


Infected Place, except with a certificate of a Veter- 
inary Inspector certifviug that that skin, fleece, or 
wool lias been disinfected to his satisfaction. 

Rule 5. Sheep shall not be moved into a shed, field, 
or other place where sheep-pox has existed, unless and 
until an Inspector of the Local Authority lias certifiid 
that all the sheep in that shed, field, or other place 
have died or beeu slaughtered, and that the shed or 
other place has been, so far us practicable, cleansed 
and disinfected. 

Declaration of Freedom from Sheep-Pox by Local 
Authority. 

5. — (1.) Where a Local Authority' have declared 
an Infected Place, they may, if they think fit, at any 
time after the expiration of twenty-eight days from 
the date of the cessation therein nf that disease, but 
uot sooner, declare by order that Place to be free from 
sheep-i>ox. 

(2.) A Local Authority declaring by order a place 
to be free from slieep-pox shall forthwith report to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department. Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, the face of such declara- 
tion having been inode. 

Removal of Duny or other Thinys. 

6. It shall not be lawful for any person to send or 
carry, or cause to lie sent or carried, on a railway, 
canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a coasting 
vessel, or on a highway or thoroughfare, any dung, 
fodder, litter, or thing that lias been in an Infected 
Place, or that has been in any place in contact with 
or used about a diseased or suspected sheep, except 
with a Licence of the Local Authority for the district 
in which such place is situate, on a certificate of an 
Inspector of the Local Authority certifying that the 
thing to be moved lias been, so far as practicable, 
disinfected. 

Prohibition of Movement. 

7. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Authority or an 
Inspector appointed l>y the Lord Lieutenant, may 
give a notice in writing (in the Form C set forth in 
the First Schedule to this Order or to the like effect) 
to the owner or person in charge of any sheep pro- 
hibiting the movement of such sheep from or out of 
any farm, field, shed, or other place, and after the 
service of such notice it shall not be lawful for any 
person, until such notice be withdrawn by a further 
notice in writing (ill the Form D set forth in the 
First Schedule to this Order or to the like effect) 
signed by an Inspector of the Local Authority or by 
an Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, as 
the caso may be : — 

^a.) to move such sheep from or out of such 
place as aforesaid ; or 

(6.) to move from or out of such [dace as ufore- 
gaid any other sheep that may be thereon or 
therein ; or 

(c.) to move any other sheep on to or into such 
place as aforesaid; or 

(d.) to permit any other sheep to come in 
contact with any sheep to which the notice 
applies. 

(2.) The Inspector shall with all practicable speed 
send copies of any notice given by him under this 
Article to : — 

(i.) the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 

(ii.) the Local Authority ; and 

(iii.) the police officer in charge of the nearest 
police station of the district. 

Disposal of Carcases. 

g. (1.) The carcase of a sheep which at the time 

of its death was affected with or suspected of sheep- 
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pox skull be disposed of by the Local Authority as 
follows : — 

(i.) Either the Local Authority shall cause the 
carcase to be buried as soon as jiossible in its 
skiu in some proper place at a depth of not less 
tliau six feet below the surface of the earth, and 
to be covered with a sullicieut quantity of quick- 
lime or other disinfectant ; 

(ii.) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized by 
Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, cause the carcase 
to be destroyed, under the inspection of the Local 
Authority, in the mode following : The carcase 
shall be disiufected, and shall then be taken, in 
charge of an Officer of tlio Local Authority, to a 
horse-slaughterer's or knucker’s-yard approved for 
the purpose by the Lord Lieutenant, or other 
place so approved, ami shall be there destroyed 
by exposure to a high temperature, or by chemical 
agents. 

(2.) With the view to the execution of the fore- 
going provisions of this Article the Local Authority 
may make such Regulations as they think fit for pro- 
hibiting or regulating the removal of carcases or for 
securing the burial or destruction of the same. 

(3.) Where under this Article a Local Authority 
cause a carcase to be buried they shall first cause the 
skin to be so slashed as to he useless. 

(4.) A Local Authority may cause or allow a car- 
case to be taken into the district of another Local 
Authority to be buried or destroyed, with the 
previous consent of that Local Authority, hut not 
otherwise. 

Digging up. 

9. It shall not be lawful for any jierson, except 
with the Licence of the Lord Lieutenant or permission 
in writing of an Inspector ap|>ointcd by the Lord 
Lieutenant, to dig up, or cause to be dug up, the car- 
case of any sheep that has been buried. 

Disinfection in case of Sheep-Pox. 

10. — (1.) Any shed or other place in which a sheep 
affected with sheep-pox has been kept while so affected, 
or has died, or been slaughtered, sLall be, so far as 
practicable, cleansed and disiufected, and all litter, 
dung, or other thing that has been in contact with or 
used about any such sheep shall be disinfected, burnt, 
or destroyed, or otherwise dealt with in accordauce 
with instructions given by the Lord Lieutenant. 

(2.) The provisions of this Article shall be executed 
by the Local Authority at their own expense, except 
where the Local Authority have by Regulation made 
under the next following Article required the occupier 
of such place to cleanse and disinfect the same at the 
expeuse of such occupier. 

Regulations of Local Authority as to Disinfection of 
Places mui Things. 

11. — (I.) A Local Authority may make such Re- 
gulations as they think lit for the following purposes, 
or any of them: — 

(o.) For providing for the cleansing and disin- 
fection of places used by diseased or suspected 
sheep, and of utensils, pens, hurdles, or other 
things used for or about such sheep, and for pre- 
scribing the mode in which such cleansing and 
such disinfection are to be effected ; and 

( b . ) For requiring the occupiei-s of such places to 
cleanse nud disinfect such places and things at 
the expense of the Local Authority or at the ex- 
pense of such occupiers. 

(2.) If the occupier of any such place fails to 
cloause and disinfect in accordance with any such 
Regulation, it shall be lawful for the Local Authority, 
without prejudice to the recovery of any penalty for 
the infringement of such Regulation, to cause such 
place and things to be cleansed and disinfected, and to 
recover summarily the expenses of such cleansing and 
disinfection from such occupier. 


Occupiers to give facilities for Cleansing. 

12. — (].) Where the power of causing any shed 
place, or tiling to be cleansed and disinfected under 
this Order is exercised by a Local Authority, or an 
Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, the owner 
and occupier and person iu charge of the place or thing 
shall give all reasonable facilities for that purpose. 

(2.) Any person failing to comply with the provi- 
sions of this Article snail lie deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1894. 

Regulations of Local Autlo/rity as to Markets , 

Sales, die. 

1 3. A Local Authority may, with the view of pre- 
venting the spreading of sheep pox, make such Regula- 
tions as they think fit for prohibiting or regulating 
the exposure or sale of sheep in or at any market, 
fair, auction, sale-yard, sale, or place of exhibition 
within their district. 

Sheep-pox found in a Market, Railway Station, 

G-razi ng- Park, or other like Place or timing Transit. 

14. If a sheep is found to be affected with Sheep- 
pox : — 

(«.) while exposed for sale or exhibited in a market, 
fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, or other place ; 
or 

(It.) while placed in a lair or other place before ex- 
posure for sale ; or 

(c.) while being in or on a landing-place, or wharf, 
or railway station or other place during transit ; 
or 

(d.) while in course of being removed by land or by 
water; or 

(e.) while being on common or uninclosed laud; 
or 

( f, \) while being on or in a farm, field, yard, shed, 
park, or other place wherein animals of different 
owners are taken iu for shelter, or for rest, or 
for grazing, or for any other purpose; or 

(g.) while being iu any other place not in the pos- 
session or occupation or under the control of the 
owner of the animal ; 

the following provisions shall apply (namely) : — 
(Seizure of Sheep). 

(i.) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall cause 
to be seized all the sheep affected witli sheep-pox, aud 
also all sheep being in or on the market, fair, sale- 
yard, place of exhibition, lair, landing-place, wharf, 
railway station, common, uninclosed land, farm, fbld, 
yard, shed, park, or other such place as aforesaid, 
and shall forthwith transmit the information by tele- 
graph to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(ii.) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause all such sheep so seized to be detained at the 
place where they are seized, or to be moved to some 
convenient and isolated place and there detained. 

(iii.) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause, so far as practicable, all the sheep affected 
with, sheep-pox to be kept separate during such move- 
ment and detention from sheep not so affected. 

(iv.) The sheep so seized ami detained shall not be 
moved from the place of detention except with the 
permission of she Lord Lieutenant. 

(Declaration of Infected Place by Lord lieutenant 
only). 

(v.) The market, fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, 
lair', landing-place, wharf, railway station, common, 
uninclosed land, farm, field, yard, shed, park, or other 
such place as aforesaid, or any part thereof, in or on 
which a sheep affected with sheep-pox is fouud iu any 
case in which this Article applies shall not by reason 
thereof be declared to be an Infected Place or part of 
such an Infected ] dace except by the Lcrd Lieutenant. 
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(Disinfection in those Cases.) 

(vi.) In case of a sheep being found to be affected 
with sheep-pox in or on any such market, fair, sale- 
yard. place of exhibition, lair, landing-place, wharf, 
railway station, common, uninclosed land, farm, field, 
yard, shed, park, or other place as aforesaid, it shall 
not be lawful for the owner or occupier of such market 
or other place or any person to again use or allow to 
be used for sheep that portion of the Market or other 
place aforesaid where the diseased sheep was found, 
unless and until a Veterinary Inspector lias certified 
that that portion has been, so far as practicable, 
cleansed and disinfected. 

(Reports.) 

(vii.) The Inspector of the Local Authority acting 
under this Article shall forthwith report to : — 

(a.) the Clerk of the Council, Vw eriimry Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 
and 

(6.) the Local Authority, the proceedings taken by 
him thereunder. 

(Expenses. ) 

(viii.) The Local Authority may recover summarily 
the expenses of the execution by them or by their 
Inspector or other Officer of the provisions of this 
Article from the owner of the sheep seized, or from 
the consignor or consignee thereof who may recover 
the same from the owner by proceedings in any court 
•of competent jurisdiction. 

(Foreign Animals’ Wharves, Ac.) 
fix.) Nothing in this Article shall apply to a 
foreign animals' wharf or to a foreign animals’ 
quarantine station or to a landing-place for foreign 
animals. , 

Prohibition to Expose or Move Diseased, or Suspected 
Sheep. 

15. — (1.) It shall not he lawful for any person — 
(a.) to expose a diseased or suspected sheep in a 
market or fair, or in a sale yard, or other public 
or private place where sheep are commonly 
exposed for sale ; or 

(b.) to place a diseased or suspected sheep in a lair 
or other place adjacent to or connected with a 
market or a fair, or where sheep are commonly 
placed before exposure for sale ; or 
<e.) to send or carry, or caused to be sent or 
earned, a diseased or susj>ected sheep on a 
railway, canal, river, or inland navigation, or in 
a coasting vessel ; or 

(d.) to carry, lead, or drive, or cause to be carried, 
led, or driven, a diseased or suspected sheep on a 
highway or thoroughfare ; or 
(e.) to place or keep a diseased or suspected sheep 
on common or uninclosed land or in a field or 
place insufficiently fenced, or in a field adjoining 
a highway uuless that field is so fenced or situate 
that sheep therein cannot in any manner come 
in contact with sheep passing along that highway 
or grazing on the sides thereof ; or 
(J.) to graze a diseased or suspected sheep on pasture 
being on the sides of a highway ; or 
( g .) to allow a diseased or suspected sheep to stray 
on a highway or thoroughfare on the sides there- 
of or on common or uninclosed land, or in a field 
or place insufficiently fenced. 

(2.) But this Article shall operate subject to any 
provisions of any Article of this Order providing for 
or directing the movement of sheep in cases therein 
mentioned. 

(3.) The provisions of the last preceding Article of 
this Oi i-der with respect to the seizure and detention 
of sheep under that Article shall apply in the case of 
any sheep exposed ov otherwise dealt with in contra- 
vention of this Article. 


Food and Water during Detention. 

16. An Inspector, Officer, or Constable detaining 
a sheep under the Act of 1894, or this Order shall 
cause it to be supplied with requisite fond and water 
during its detention ; aud the expenses incurred by 
him in respect thereof may be recovered summarily 
from the person having charge of the sheep or from 
its owner. 

Declaration of Slaughter- 1 louse an Infected Place 
by Lord Lieutenant only. 

17. A slaughter house in which a sheep affected 
with sheep-pox or the carcase of a sheep that was 
affected with sheep-pox is found, shall not, by reason 
thereof, be declared to he an Infected Place, except by 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

Slaughter in Sheep-Pox and Compensation. 

18. — (1.) A Local Authority shall cause all sheep 
affected with sheep-pox to be slaughtered within two 
days after the existence of the disease is known to 
them. 

(2.) A Local Authority may if they think fit in any 
case cause to be slaughtered :- - 

(re,) any sheep suspected of being affected with 
sheep-pox j and 

( b .) any sheep being or having been in the same 
field, shed, or other place or in the same flock, or 
otherwise in contact with sheep affected with 
slieep-pox 3 or being ov having been in the opinion 
of the Local Authority in any way exposed to 
the infectiou of sh cep-pox. 

(3.) The Local Authority shall out of union funds 
pay compensation as follows for sheep slaughtered 
under this Article : — 

(re.) where the sheep slaughtered was affected with 
sheep-pox the compensation shall be one-half of 
the value of the sheep immediately before it 
became so affected, but so that the compensation 
do not in any such case exceed forty shillings. 

(6.) in every other case the compensation shall be 
the value of the sheep immediately before it was 
slaughtered, but so that the compensation do not 
in any case exceed four pounds. 

Ascertainment of Value for Compensation in Ireland. 

19. Where in Ireland a sheep is slaughtered on 
account of sheep-pox by order of a Local Authority 
under the provisions of this Order, the value of the 
sheep for compensation shall he ascertained as 
follows : — 

(i.) If within fourteen days after the receipt of 
notice in writing from the Local Authority of the 
valuation of the sheep the owner of the sheep or his 
agent does not give a counter-notice in writing stating 
in effect that he disputes the valuation made on behalf 
of the Local Authority, the compensation shall be paid 
on that valuation. 

(ii.) If the owner or his agent gives such a counter- 
notice, then the question of the value of the sheep 
shall by virtue of this Order stand referred to the 
arbitration of a single arbitrator, who shall make his 
award ready for delivery within seven days after he is 
appointed, aud the Provisions of the Common Law 
Procedure Amendmeut Act (Ireland), 1856, shall 
apply to the reference and arbitration. 

(iii) An arbitrator may be appointed by an agree- 
ment in writing signed by the Local Authority and 
by the owner of the sheep or his agent. 

(iv.) In case no such agreement is entered into 
within seven days after the service of the counter- 
notice by the owner or his agent, either party may, 
having given notice to the other party of the place and 
time of his intended application, apply to a court of 
summary jurisdiction to appoint an arbitrator, and 
such court may accordingly appoint an arbitrator, as 
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if such court were a court or judge within the mean- 
ing of the common Law Procedure Amendment Act 
(Ireland), 1856. 

(v.) If a higher valuation is awarded than the 
valuation made by the Local -Authority, then the Local 
Authority shall pay the cost of the reference and awiud 
and all costs incurred by the owner with respect to 
the arbitration when ascertained, hut otherwise the 
costs of the reference and award and all costs incurred 
by the Local Authority with respect to the arbitration 
when ascertained as aforesaid may he deducted by the 
Local Authority from the sum payable to the owner 
as compensation under the award. 

Withholding of Compensation. 

20. — (1.) A Local Authority may, if they think fit, 
withhold, either wildly or partially, compensation in 
respect of a sheep slaughtered by their order under this 
Order where the sheep was in. their opinion diseased 
at the time of its being brought into their district. 

(2.) A Local Authority before determining, under 
sub-section seven oi section twenty of the Act of 1 894, 
or under this Article, to withhold, either wholly or 
pirtiallv, conqxmsution or other jiaymeut in respect 
of a sheep slaughtered by their order under this Order, 
shall give to the owner of the sheep an opportunity of 
making representations to them respecting the facts 
and circumstances of the case, and shall consider the 
same. 

Keeping of Swine in Slaughter Houses. 

21. It shall not be lawful for any person, in any 
case in which the slaughter of any sheep is authorized 
or required by this Order, to use for such slaughter 
any slaughter-house in which swine are kept. 

Record of Slaughter. 

22. A Local Authority shall keep in a form pro- 
vided by the Veterinary Department it record relative 
to sheep slaughtered by their order under this Order, 
stating the particulars indicated in such form, with 
such variations as circumstances require; and the 
Clerk of such Local Authr.rity shall furnish weekly, a 
copy of such record to the Clerk of the Council, Veter- 
inary Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin 
Castle. 

Regulations as to Movement Licences. 

23. — (1.) The person granting a Movement Licence 
under this Order shall forthwith send a copy of such 
Licence to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary De- 
partment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(2.) Every Movement Licence granted under the 
provisions of this Order, shall, after the expiration of 
the period for which such Licence is available, be 
delivered, with all practicable speed, by die owner or 
person in charge of the sheep moved, at the nearest 
police station of the district in which the place where 
the sheep were moved under such Licence is situate. 

(3.) Every such Movement Licence when received 
by the police shall, with all practicable speed, be 
transmitted to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

Production of Licences : Names and Addresses. 

24. — (1.) Every person in charge of a sheep, car- 
case, or thing being moved, where under this Order 
or under any Regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order a Movement Licence is necessary, 
shall, on demand of a J ustice, or of a Constable, or of 
an Inspector, or Officer appointed by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant or an Inspector or Officer of a Local Authority, 
produce and show to him the Movement Licence, if 
any, authorizing the movement, and shall allow it to 
be read and a copy of or extract from it to be taken 
by the person to whom it is produced. 

(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
aforesaid, give his name and address to the Justice, or 
Constable, or Inspector, or Officer. 


Provisions as to Regulations of Local Authority. 

25.— (1.) A Load Authority shall forthwith send 
to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, a ropy of every 
Regulation made by them under this Order. 

(2.) If the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied on inquirv 
with refqiect to any notice served or any Regulation 
mode by a Local Authority under this Order, that the 
same is for any reason objectionable, and directs the 
revocation thereof, the same shall thereupon cease to 
operate. 

Moreen tut of Sheep, dr.., until Special Licence of 
Inspector. 

20. Notwithstanding anything in this Order, or in 
any regulation made by a Local Authority thereunder,, 
any sheep, carcase, or thing may be moved in any 
circumstances with a Licence of an Inspector or Officer 
appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, which Licence will 
only lie granted where the Lord Lieutenant, after in- 
quiry, is satisfied that exceptional circumstances render 
the movement necessary or expedient. 

Powers of the Lord Lieutenant. 

27. Any powers by this Order conferred upon a. 
Local Authority o- an Inspector of a Local Authority 
may at any time lie exercised by the Lord Lieutenant, 
or an Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenaut, 
respectively. 

Local Authority to enforce Order. 

28. The provisions of this Order, except where it 
is otherwise provided, shall bo executed and enforced 
by the Local Authority. 

Weekly Returns oj Sheep- Pox. 

29. When an Inspector of a Local Authority finds 
that sheep-pox exists or has within ten days existed 
in his district, he shall forthwith make a return 
thereof to tlio Local Authority and to the Clerk of 
the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy Council 
Office, Dublin Castle, on a form provided by the 
Veterinary Department, with all particulars therein 
vequired, and shall contiuue to so make a return there- 
of on the Saturday of every week until the disease has 
ceased. 

Offences. 

30. — (1.) If a sheep or any thing is moved in con- 
travention of this Order, or of a Notice served under 
this Order, or of the conditions of a Movement Licence 
thereunder, the owner of the sheep or tiling, and the 
person for the time being in charge thereof, and the 
person causing, directing, or permitting the move- 
ment, and the person moving or conveying the sheep 
or tiling, and the owner and the charterer and the 
master of the vessel in which it is moved, and the 
consignee or other ] person receiving or keeping it 
knowing it to have been moved in contravention as- 
nforesaid, and the occupier of the place from which 
the sheep or thing is moved, shall, each according to' 
and in respect of his own acts and defaults, he deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Act of 1894. 

(2.) If, in contravention of any Regulation made 
by a Local Authority under this Order, a carcase is 
removed or is not buried or is not destroyed, the 
owner of the carcase, and the person for the time 
being in charge thereof, and the person causing, 
directing, or permitting the removal, and the person 
removing or conveying the carcase, and the consignee 
or other person receiving or keeping it knowing it to- 
have been removed in contravention as aforesaid, and 
the person failing to bury or destroy the carcase, shall, 
each according to and in respect of his own acts and 
defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1894. 

(3.) If anything is omitted to be done as regards 
cleansing or disinfection in contravention of this- 
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Order, or of any Regulation made by a Local 
Authority under this Order, the owner and the lessee 
and the occupier and the person in charge of any 
place or thing in or in respect of which the same is 
omitted, shall, each according to and in respect of his 
own acts and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of IS'J4. 

(4.) If a person in charge of a sheep, carcase, or 
thing being moved, where under this Order or under 
any Regulation made by a Local Authority under 
this Order a Movement Licence is necessary, on 
demand made under this Order, fails to give his true 
name and address, or gives a false mime or address, 
he shall be deemed guilty of an offence against tbe 
Act of 1894. 

(5.) If an owner or person iu charge of sheep being 
moved, where tinder this Order a Movement Liceuce 
is necessary, fails to deliver such Licence, at a police 
station as required by this Order, he shall be deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Act of 1 894. 

(6.) If a person, with a view to unlawfully evade 
or defeat the operation of this Order, allows a sheep 
to stray, he shall Vie deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1894. 

Documents and Forma. 

31. — (1.) Except where otherwise provided in this 
Order a Local Authority shall provide and supply to 
their Inspectors and Officers such documents and 
forms as may bo necessary for the purposes of this 
Order. 

(2.) The forms for use by an Inspector given in 
the First Schedule to this Order, with such variations 
as circumstances require, may be used for the pur- 
poses of this Order. 

(3.) Forms given in any former Order, which have 
been before the commencement of this Order prepared 
and are already printed for use by a Local Authority, 
nnty also he us< (l, so far as they are suitable, and with 
the requisite adaptations. 

Interpretation. 

32. In this Order, unless the context otherwise 
requires : — 

“The Veterinary Department” means the Veteri- 
nary Department of the Privy Council Office in 
Ireland : 

“ The Act of 1894 ” means the Diseases of Animals 
Act, 1894: 

“Diseased sheep " or “ Suspected sheep ” means a 
sheep affected with or suspected of sheep-pox : 

“ Infected Place ” means a place for the time being 
declaved to lie infected with sheep-pox under this 
Order : 

“ Inspector " includes Veterinary Inspector : 

“ Carcase ’’ means the carcase of a sheep, and in- 
cludes part of a carcase, and the meat, bones, 
fleece, wool, skin, hoofs, horns, offal, or other 
part of a sheep, separately or otherwise, or any 
portion thereof : 

Other terms have the same meaning as in the Act 
of 1894. 

Revocation oj Order.

THE SHEEP-SCAB (IRELAND) ORDER OF 
1895. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council in Ireland. 
S. WALKER , C. 

"WE, the Lords Justices-General and General Governors 
of Ireland, by and with the advice and consent of Her 
Majest'ys Privy Council in Ireland, by virtue and in 
exercise of the powers in Us vested under the Diseases 
of Animals Act, 1894, and of every other power 
enabling Us in this behalf, do order, and it is hereby 
ordered as follows : 

Notice of Disease. 

1. — (1.) Every person having or having had in his 
possession or under his charge a sheep affected with or 
suspected of sheep-scab shall with all practicable speed 
give notice of the fact of the sheep being so affected or 
suspected to a Constable of the police force for the 
police district wherein the sheep so affected or sus- 
pected is or was. 


(2.) The Coustable shall forthwith give information 
of the receipt by him of the notice to au Inspector of 
the Local Authority and to the Local Authority. 

Duty of Inspector to act immediately. 

2. An Inspector of a Local Authority, on receiving 
in any manner whatsoever information of the supposed 
existence of sheep- scab, or having reasonable ground 
to suspect the existence of sheeji-scab, shall proceed 
with nil practicable speed to the place where such 
disease, according to the information received by him, 
exists, or is suspected to exist, and shall there and 
elsewhere put in force and discharge the powers and 
duties conferred and imposed on him as Inspector by 
or tinder the Act of 1894 and this Order. 

Tre.atm.enX for Sheep-Scab. 

3. — (1.) Any person having in his possession or 
under his charge a sheep afiected with sheep- scab, 
shall treat that sheep, or cause it to be treated, with 
some dressing or dipping or other remedy for sheep- 
scab. 
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(2.) Any person failing to comply with the pro- 
visions of this Article shall he deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1891. 

Reyulatiuns of Loud Authority an to Disinfection of 
l'Uice s and Things. 

4. — ( 1. ) A Local Authority may make such Regu- 
lations as they think fit for the following purposes, or 
any of thorn : 

(«.) For providing for the cleansing and disinfection 
of places used by diseased or suspected sheep, 
and of utensils, pens, hurdles, or other things 
used for or about such sheep, and for prescribing 
the mode in which such cleansing and such dis- 
infection are to be effected ; and 

(6.) For requiring the occupiers of such places to 
cleanse and disinfect such places and things at 
the expense of the Local Authority or at the 
expense of such occupiers. 

(2.) If the occupier of any such place fails to cleanse 
and disinfect in accordance with any such Regulation 
it shall be lawful lor the Local Authority, without 
prejudice to the recovery of any penalty for the in- 
fringement of such Regulation, to cause such place 
and things to be cleansed and disinfected, and to 
r ecover summarily the expenses of such cleansing and 
disinfection from such occupier'. 

Occupiers to give Facilities for Cleansing. 

5. — (1.) Where the power of causing any place or 
tiling to be cleansed and disinfected under this Order 
is exercised by a Local Authority the owner and 
occupier and person in charge of tne place or thing 
shall give all r easonable facilities for that purpose. 

(2.) Any person failing to comply with the pro- 
visions of this Article shall be deemed guilty of an 
oflence against the Act of 1894. 

Regulations t f Local Authority as to Movement of 
Sheep, Fleeces , ate. 

6. A Local Authority may make 6uch Regulations 
as they think fit for the following purposes, or any of 
them : — 

(a.) For prohibiting or regulating the movement 
out of any field, shed, or other place of sheep 
affected with sheep-scab ; 

Ip.) For prohibiting or regulating the movement 
out of any field, shed, or other place in which 
sheep-scab exists, of sheep that have been in the 
same field, shed, or other place, or otherwise in 
contact with sheep affected with sheep-scab ; and 

(c.) For prohibiting or regulating the removal from 
any field, shed, or other place of the skin, fleece, 
or wool, separate from the rest of the carcase, of 
a sheep affected with or suspected of sheep-scab, 
or of any fodder, litter, or other thing that has 
been in contact with or used for or about sheep 
affected witli or suspected of sheep-scab ; 
but nothing in any such Regulation shall authorize 
movement in contravention of any provision of any 
Order in Council or Order of the Lord Lieutenant for 
the time being in force ; and a Regulation under 
paragraph (b.) of this Article shall operate so long 
only as any sheep which in the judgment of the Local 
Authority is diseased remains in the field, shed, or 
other place to which the Regulation refers, and in 
case of a slied or other like place until the same has 
been, so far -us practicable, cleansed ana disinfected. 

Regulations of Local Authority as to Movement into 
their District from other Districts. 

7. — (1.) A Local Authority may, with the view of 
preventing the introduction of sheep-scab into their 
District, make such Regulations as they think fit for 


prohibiting or regulating the movement by land or by 
water of sheep into their District from the District of 
any other Local Authoiity in Ireland. 

(2.) Where a Local Authority have made a Regu- 
lation under the provisions of this Article prohibiting 
the movement of sheep into their District from the 
District of any other Local Authority in Ireland, it 
shall not be lawful, so loug as such Regulation is in 
force, for any person to move into the District of Buch 
first-mentioned Local Authority any sheep so pro- 
hibited that may have been at any time during the 
continuance of such Regulation within the District of 
such other Local Authority. 

Regulations of Loud Authority as to Movement 
within their District. 

8. A Local Authority may, with the view of pre- 
venting the spreading of sheejeacab, moke such Regu- 
lations us they think fit for prohibiting or regulating 
the movement by land or by water of sheep within the 
whole of their District or within any part or parts 
thereof. 

Notice of Regulations to Railway Companies. 

9. A Local Authoiity shall send a copy of every 
Regulation made by them under either of the two 
last preceding Articles of this Order to every Railway 
Company hating a railway station within the District 
of the Local Authority or within the part of their 
District to which the Regulation applies, and shall 
also forthwith send a copy of the Regulation to the 
Secretary, Railway Clearing House, 5 Kildare-street, 
Dublin. 

Power to make Regulations not to be deputed. 

10. The power to make Regulations under this 
Order as to movement of sheep into their District or 
within their District shall be exercised only by a 
Local Authoiity or their Executive Committee, and 
shall not be deputed to any other Committee nor to a 
Sub-Committee. 

Limitation as to Regulations of Local Authority. 

11. — (1.) A Regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order as to movement of sheep into their 
District or within their District shall not be deemed 
to authorize : — 

(«.) the movement of any sheep affected with or 
suspected of sheep -scab ; or 

(6.) the movement of any sheep into or out of any 
place or area infected with cattle-plague, foot- 
and-mouth disease, sheep-pox, or any other 
disease, otherwise than in accordance with the 
provisions of the Act of 1894 and any Order in 
Council or Order of the Lord Lieutenant in re- 
lation to such disease. 

(2.) For the purposes of this Older, or of any Regu- 
lation mode by a Local Authority thereunder, sheep 
shall not be deemed to be moved from, into, or within 
the District of a Local Authority or within the part 
of the Distinct to which the Regulation applies where 
they are moved through the District or such part 
thereof by railway from a place outside the District or 
such part thereof to another place outside the Dis- 
trict or such part thereof without unnecessary^ delay 
and without the sheep being untrucked or re-booked 
within the District or such part thereof. 

Regulations of Local Authority as to Markets, 
Sales, tic. 

12. A Local Authority may, with the view of pre- 
venting the spreading of sheep-scab, make such Regu 
lations as they think fit for prohibiting or regulating 
the exposure or sale of sheep in or at any market, 
fair, auction, sale-yard, sale, or place of exhibition 
within their District. 
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Prohibition to Expos”, or Move Diseased or 
Suspected Sheep. 

13. — (1.) It shall not be lawful for any person : — 
(a.) to expose a diseased or suspected sheep in a 
market or fair, or in a sale-yard, or other public 
or private place where sheep ains commonly ex- 
posed for sale ; or 

(b.) to place a diseased or suspected sheep in a lair, 
or other place adjacent to or connected with a 
market or a fair, or where sheep are commonly 
placed before exposure for sale ; or 
(c.) to send or carry, or cause to be sent or carried, 
a diseased or suspected sheep on a railway, canal, 
river, or iuland navigation, or in a coasting 
vessel; or 

(d.) to carry, lead, or drive, or cause to be carried, 
led, or driven, a diseased or suspected sheep on a 
highway or thoroughfare ; or 
(e.) to place or keep a diseased or suspected sheep 
on common or uninclosed land, or in a field or 
place insufficiently fenced, or in a field adjoining 
a highway unless that field is so fenced or situate 
that sheep therein cannot in any manner come in 
contact with sheep passing along that highway or 
grazing on the sides thereof ; or 
(f.) to graze a diseased or suspected sheep on pas- 
ture being on the sides of a highway ; or 
( g .) to allow a diseased or suspected sheep to stray 
on a highway or thoroughfare or on the sides 
thereof or on common or uninclosed land, or in a 
field or place insufficiently fenced. 

(2.) But this Article shall operate subject to any 
provisions of any Article of this Order providing for 
or directing the movement of sheep in cases therein 
mentioned. 

Proceedings in case of Contravention of last 
preceding Article. 

14. Where a sheep is exposed or otherwise dealt 
with in contravention of the last preceding Article of 
this Order, the Inspector of the Local Authority, or 
other Officer appointed by them in that behalf, shall 
seize and remove and detain it, and it shall be dealt 
with in accordance with the following provisions, 
namely : — 

(Diseased Sheep.) 

(i.) If the sheep so seized is found to be affected 
with sheep-scab the Local Authority shall cause it, 
unless slaughtered, to be moved to some convenient 
and isolated place and be there kept for such time as 
the Local Authority think expedient. 

(Suspected Sheep.) 

(ii.) If the sheep so seized is suspected only of sheep- 
scab it shall be dealt with as follows : — 

(iii) The suspected sheep so seized may be slaugh- 
tered by or at the request of the owner or pei-son in 
charge thereof at the place where it is seized ; or 
(iv.) The suspected sheep so seized may be moved 
by or at the request of the owner or person in charge 
thereof with a Licence of the Inspector to the nearest 
available slaughter-house for the purpose of being there 
forthwith slaughtered, in which latter case the follow- 
ing provisions shall apply 

(a.) Jibe Licence shall be available for twelve hours, 
and no longer. 

( b .) The Licence shall specify the slaughter-house 
to which the suspected sheep is to he moved for 
slaughter, and it shall not be moved to any other 
slaughter-house or place. 

(c.) The suspected sheep so moved shall he moved 
to the specified slaughter-house under the direc- 
tion and in charge of an Inspector or other Officer 
of the Local Authority ; and he shall enforce and 
superintend the. immediate slaughter there of the 
sheep, and shall forthwith report to the Local 
Authority the fact of the slaughter there. 


Id.) If the movement is to be into the District of 
another Local Authority there must also be a 
Licence of that other Local Authority indorsed on 
or referring to the first-mentioned Licence ; which 
second Licence must be granted before the sheep 
is moved into the District of tliat other Local 
Authority. 

(e.) The suspected sheep so moved into the District 
of that other Local Authority shall be moved to 
the specified slaughter-house under the direction 
and in charge of an Inspector or other Officer of 
the Local Authority out of whose District it is 
moved ; and lie shall enforce aucl superintend the 
immediate slaughter thereof the sheep, and shall 
forthwith report to botli the Local Authorities 
the fact of the slaughter there ; or 

(v.) The suspected sheep, if not slaughtered as 
aforesaid, shall be moved, in charge of au Inspector or 
other Officer of the Local Authority, to some con- 
venient and isolated place, and shall be there kept for 
such time as the Local Authority think expedient, 
subject, however, to the sheep being there slaughtered 
at any time by or at the request of the owner or 
person in charge thereof. 

(vi.) If the suspected sheep so seized, moved, and 
detained, but not slaughtered as aforesaid, proves, 
while in such isolated place, to be diseased, it shall be 
dealt with in the same manner and be subject to the 
same provisions in all respects as if it had been so 
affected at the time when it was seized and detained 
by such Inspector or other Officer. 

(Disinfection in these Cases.) 

(vii.) In case of a diseased sheep being seized in 
accordance with the provisions of this Article, it shall 
not be lawful for the owner or occupier of such market 
or other place, or any person, to again use or allow to 
be used for sheep that portion of the market, or other 
place where the diseased sheep was found, unless aud 
until a Veterinary Inspector has certified that that 
portion has been, so far as practicable, cleansed and 
disinfected. 

(Expanses.) 

(viii.) The Local Authority may recover summarily 
the expenses of the execution by tliem, or by their 
Inspector or other Officer, of tiie provisions of this 
Article from the owner of the sheep seized, or from 
the consignor or consignee thereof, who may recover 
the same from the owner by proceedings in any court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

(Foreign Animals’ Wharves, &c.) 

(ix.) Nothing in this Article shall apply to a foreign 
animals’ wharf or to a foreign animals’ quarantine 
station or to a landing place for foreign animals. 

Food and Water during Detention. 

15. An Inspector, Officer, or Constable detaining a 
sheep under the Act of 1894 or this Order shall cause 
it to be supplied with requisite food and water 
during its detention ; and the expenses incurred by 
him in respect thereof may be recovered summarily 
from the person having charge of the sheep, or from 
its owner. 

Keeping of Swine in Slaughter-Houses. 

16. It shall not bo lawful for any person, in any 
case in which the slaughter of any sheep is authorized 
or required by this Order to use for such slaughter 
any slaughter-house in which swine are kept. 

Granting of Movement Licences. 

17. — (1.) A Licence shall only he granted by or on 
behalf of a Local Authority for the movement of 
sheep under this Order, or under any Regulation made 
by a Local Authority under this Order, where, in the 
opinion of the Local Authority or the person granting 
the Licence, as tire case may be, the granting of such 
Licence i? necessary or expedient. 
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(2.) A Movement Licence granted under this Order, 
or under any Regulation mode by a Load Authority 
under this Order, shall not be available if granted by 
the owner of the sheep to be moved, or by his agent, 
or by the owner or consignee or other person selling 
the sheep or exposing the sheep for sale, or by the 
purchaser thereof or by his agent, or by the auctioneer 
or other person conducting or licensed to hold the sale 
at which the sheep is exposed, or by the occupier of 
the farm or premises or slaughter-house from or to 
which the sheep is to be removed, or by any individual 
member of an Executive Committee or Sub- Committee 
•of a Local Authority. 

Regulations as to Morcment Licences. 

18. — (1.) The person granting a Movement Licence 
under this Order shall forthwith send a copy of such 
Licence to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(2.) Every Movement Licence granted under the 
provisions of this Order, shall, after the expiration of 
the period for which such Licence is available, be 
delivered with all practicable speed by the owner or 
person in charge of the sheep moved, at the nearest 
police station of the District in which the place Whtert 
the sheep were moved under such Licence is situate. 

(3.) Every such Movement Licence, when received 
by the police, shall, with all practicable speed, be 
transmitted to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

Production of Licences : Names and Addresses. 

19. — (1.) Every person in charge of a sheep, 
carcase, or thing being moved, where under this 
Order, or under any Regulation of a Local Authority 
made under tins Order, a Movement Licence is 
necessary, shall, on demand of a Justice, or of a Con- 
stable, or of an Inspector or Officer appointed by the 
Lord Lieutenant, or of an Inspector or Officer 
of n Local Authority, produce and show to him the 
Movement Licence, if any, authorizing the movement, 
and shall allow it to be read, and a copy of or extract 
from it to be taken by the person to whom it is pro- 
duced. 

(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
aforesaid, give his name and address to the J ustice, or 
Constable, or Inspector or Officer. 

Provisions as to Regulations of Local Authority. 

20. — (1.) A Local Authority shall forthwith scud, 
to the Clerk of the Council. Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, a copy of every 
Regulation made by them under this Order. 

(2.) If the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied on inquiry 
■with respect to any Regulation made by a Local 
Authority under this Order, that the same is for any 
reason objectionable, and directs the revocation thereof 
the same shall thereupon cease to operate. 

Movement of Sheep, Ac., with Special Licence. 

21. Notwithstanding anything in this Order, or 
in any Regulation made by a Local Authority there- 
under, any sheep, carcase, or thing may bn moved in 
any circumstances with a Licence of an Inspector or 
Officer authorized by the Lord Lieutenant to grant 
such Licence. 

Powers of the Lord Lieutenant. 

22. Any powers by this Order conferred upon a 
Local Authority or an Inspector of a Local Authority 
may at any time be exercised by the Lord Lieutenant 
or an Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant. 

Local Authority to enforce Order. 

23. The provisions of this Older, except where it is 
otherwise provided, shall be executed and enforced by 
the Local Authority. 


Monthly Returns of Sheep-Scab. 

24. When an Inspector of a Local Authority finds 
sheep-scab in his District he shall forthwith make a 
return thereof to the Local Authority and to the Clerk 
of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy Council 
Office, Dublin Castle, on a Form provided by the 
Veterinary Department, with all particulars therein 
required, and shall continue to so make a return there- 
of on the last day of every month, except where the 
last day is Sunduy, and then on the last day but one, 
until the disease has ceased. 

Offences. 

25. — (1.) If a sheep, or carcase, or anything is 
moved in contravention of this Order, or of any 
Regulation made by a Local Authority under this 
Order, or of the conditions of a Movement Licence 
thereunder, the owner of the sheep, carcase, or thing, 
and the person for the rime being in charge thereof, 
and the person causing, directing, or permitting the 
movement, and the person moving or conveying the 
sheep, carcase, or thing, and the owner and the 
charterer and the master of the vessel in which it is 
moved, and the consignee or other person receiving or 
keeping it knowing it to have been moved in con- 
travention as aforesaid, and the occupier of the place 
from which the sheep, carcase, or thing is moved, Bhall, 
each according to and in respect of his own acts and 
defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1894. 

(2.) If anything is omitted to be done as regards 
cleansing or disinfection in contravention of this Order, 
or of any Regulation made by a Local Authority under 
this ( )rder, the owner and the lessee and the occupier 
and the person in charge of any place or thing in or 
in respect of which the same is omitted, shall, each 
according to and in respect of his own acts and defaults, 
be deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 
1894. 

(3.) If a person in charge of a slieep, carcase, or 
tiling being moved, where under this Order, or under 
auy Regulation made by a Local Authority under this 
Order, a Movement Licence is necessary, on demand 
made under this Order, fails to give his true name and 
address, or gives a false name or address, he shall be 
deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 1894. 

(4.) If an owner or person in charge of slieep beiug 
moved, where under this Order a Movement Licence 
is necessary, fails to deliver such Licence at a police 
station, as required by this Order, he shall be deemed 
guilty of au offence against the Act of 1894. 

(5.) If a person with a view to unlawfully evade or 
defeat the operation of this Order, or of any Regulation 
made by a Local Authority under this Order, allows 
a sheep to stray, he shall be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1894. 

Documents and Forms. 

26. Except where otherwise provided in this Order, 
a Local Authority shall provide and supply to their 
Inspectors and Officers such documents and forms as 
may he necessary for the purposes of this Order. 

Interpretation. 

27. In this Order, unless the context otherwise 
requires : — 

“Veterinary Department” means the Veterinary 
Department of the Privy Council Office in 
Ireland , 

*■ The Act of 1894 ’’ means the Diseases of 
Animals Act, 1894 ; 

•' Diseased Sheep " or ‘ Suspected Sheep ” means 
a sheep affected with or suspected of sheep- 
scab ; 

“ Inspector” includes Veterinary Inspector ; 
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“ Carcase ” means the carcase of a sheep, and in- 
cludes part of a carcase, and the meat, bones, 
fleece, wool, skin, hoofs, horns, offal, or other 
part of a sheep, separately or otherwise, or any 
portion thei'eof ; 

Other terms have the same meaning as in the Act 
of 1894. 

Revocation oj Orders. 

28. The Order described in the Schedule to this 
Order, to the extent described in that Schedule, is 
hereby from and after the commencement of this Order 
revoked : Provided that such revocation shall not in- 
validate or make unlawful anything done under the 
parts of the Order hereby revoked, or affect any 
licence or authority granted, or any right, title, 
obligation, or liability accrued thereunder before the 
commencement of this Order, or interfere with the 
institution or prosecution of any proceeding in respect 
of any offence committed against, or any penalty in- 
curred under, the parts of the Order hereby revoked 
before the commencement of this Order. 


Existing Regulations of Local Authority. 

29. All Regulations made by a Local Authority 
under the parts of the Order by this Order revoked, 
and in force immediately before the commencement of 
this Order, shall be deemed to have been made under 
this Order, and shall continue in force until altered or 
revoked by the Local Authovitj' or by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant. 

Extent. 

30. This Order extends to the whole of Ireland. 

Commencement. 

31. This Order shall come into operation on the 
first day of July, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-five. 

Short Title. 

32. This Order may be cited as The Sheep-Scab 
(Ireland) Order op 1895.

THE ANTHRAX (IRELAND) ORDER OF 
1895. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council in Ireland. 

S. WALKER, C. 

We, the Lor s Justices-General and General Gover- 
nors of Ireland, by aud with the advice arid consent of 
Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, by virtue and 
in exercise of the power’s in Us vested under the Dis- 
eases of Animals Act. 1894, and of every other power 
enabling Us iu this behalf, do order aud it is hereby 
ordered as billows : — 

Extension of certain Sections of Diseases oj Animals 

Act, 1804. 

1. Horses, asses, and mules (as well as the animals 
specified in the Act of 1894) shall be animals, and 
authrax {that is to say, the disease called or known as 
anthrax, splenic lever, or splenic apoplexy of animals) 
shall be a disease, for the purposes of the following 
sections of the Act of 1894 (namely) : — 

Secton four so fur as regards notice of disease ; 

ejections nineteen and twenty (slaughter and com- 
pensation) ; 

Sections twenty-two and sixty-five (Orders) ; 

Sections forty-three and seventy-four (powers of 
Police) ; 

Section forty-four (powers of Inspectors ); 

Section forty-five (detention of vessels ) ; 

Section lorty-six (carcases washed ashore) ; 
and of all other sections of the said Act containing pro- 
visions relative to or consequent on the provisions of 
those sections, including such sections as provide for 
offences and procedure. 

Notice of Disease. 

2. — (1.) Every person having or having had in his 
possession or under his charge an animal affected with 
or suspected of anthrax shall, with all practicable speed, 


give notice of the fact of the animal being so affected 
or suspected to a constable of the police force for the 
police district wherein the animal so affected or sus- 
pected is or was. 

(2.) The constable shall forthwith give information 
of the receipt by him of the notice to an Inspector of 
the Local Authority and to the Local Authority. 

(3.) The Inspector ol the Local Authority shall 
forthwith give information of the receipt by him of the 
notice to the Medical Officer of Health of the Sanitary 
District in which the affected or suspected animal is 
or was. 

Duty of Inspector to act immediately. 

3. An Inspector of a Local Authority on receiving 
in any manner whatsoever information of the supposed 
existence of anthrax, or having reasonable ground to 
suspect the existence of anthrax, shall proceed with ol: 
practicable speed to the place where such disease, ac- 
cording to the information received by him, exists, or 
is suspected to exist, and shall there aud elsewhere put 
in force and discharge the powers and duties con- 
ferred and imposed on him as Inspector by or under 
the Act of 1894 and this Order. 

Public Warning as to Existence of Disease. 

4. — (1.) The Local Authority may, if they think 
fit, give public warning by placards, advertisement, or 
otherwise, of the existence of anthrax in any shed, 
stable, building, field, or other place, with or without 
any particular description thereof, as they think fit, 
and may continue to do so during the existence of the 
disease, and, in case of a shed, stable, building, or other 
like place, until the same has been cleansed and dis- 
infected in accordance with this Order. 

(2.) It shall not be lawful for any person without 
authority or excuse to remove or deface any such 
placard. 
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Milk of Diseased or Suspected Cow not to be 
Removed. 

5. Wl ere anthrax exists or has existed in any shed, 
stable, building, or other place it shall not be lawful 
to remove from such shed, stable, building, or other 
place the milk of any cow which is affected with or 
suspected of anthrax. 

Removal of Dung or other Things. 

6. It shall not be lawful for any person to send or 
carry, or cause to be sent or carried, on a railway, 
canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a rousting 
vessel, o- on a highway or thoroughfare, any dung, 
fodder, or litter that hus been in any place in contact 
with or used about a diseased or suspected animal, 
except with a Licence of the Local Authority for the 
District in which such place is situate, on a certificate 
of an Inspector of the Local Authority certifying that 
the thing moved has been, so fur as practicable, dis- 
infected. 

Disposal of Carcases. 

7. — (1.) The carcase of an animal which at the time 
of its death was affected with or suspected of anthrax 
shall be disposed of by the Local Authority as fol- 
lows : — 

(i.) Either the Local Authority shall cause the car- 
case to be buried as soon as possible in its skin in 
some convenient or suitable place removed from 
any dwelling-house and tit such a distance Iroiu 
any well or watercourse ns will preclude any risk 
of the contamination of the water therein, and at 
a depth of not less than six feet below the surface 
of the earth, having a layer of lirue no less than 
one foot deep beneath, and a similar layer of lime 
above, the carcase j 

(ii.) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized 
by L’cence of the Lord Lieutenant, cause the 
carcase to be destroyed, under the inspection of 
the Local Authority, in the mode following : — 
The carcase shall be disinfected, and shall then be 
taken, in charge of an officer of the Local Autho- 
rity, to a horse slaughterer’s or knacker’s yard 
approved for the purpose by the Lord Lieutenant, 
or other place so approved, and shall he there de- 
stroyed by exposure to a high temperature or by 
chemical agents. 

(p.) With the view to the execution of the foregoing 
provisions of this Article the Local Authority may 
make such regulations as they think fit for prohibiting 
or regulating the removal of carcases, or for securing 
the burial or destruction of the same. 

(3.) Before, a carcase is removed for burial or de- 
struction under this Article, it shall be covered with 
quicklime. In no case shall the skin of the carcase be 
cut nor shall anything be done to cause the effusion of 
blood. 

(4.) A Local Authority may cause nr allow a car- 
case to be taken into the District of another Local 
Authority to be buried or destroyed with the previous 
consent of that Local Authority, but not otherwise. 

Digging vp. 

8. It shall not be lawful for any person except with 
the Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, to dig up, or 
cause to be dug up, the carcase of any animal that 
has been buried. 

Disinfection in case of Anthrax. 

9 (1.) The Local Authority shall at their own 

expense cause to be cleansed and disinfected in the 
mode provided by this Article : — 

(a.) all those parts of any shed, stable, building, or 
other place in which a diseased or suspected 
animal has been kept or has died or been 
slaughtered ; 

(ir.) every utensil, pen, hurdle, or other thing used 
for or about any diseased or suspected animal ; 
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(c.) every van, cart, or other vehicle used for 
carrying any diseased or suspected animal on 
land otherwise than on a railway. 

(2.) The mode of the cleansing and disinfection of 
such shed, stable, building, or other place, or the part 
thereof, shall be as follows : — 

(i.) All those parts aforesaid of the shed, stable, 
building, or other place shall be swept, out, and 
all litter, dung, or other thing that has been in 
contact with, or used about, any diseased or sus- 
pected animal shall be effectually removed there- 
from ; then 

(ii.) The floor and nil other parts of the shed, 
stable, building, or other place with which the 
diseased or suspected animal or its droppings or 
any discharge from the mouth or nostrils of the 
animal has come in contact, shall be, so far os 
practicable, thoroughly washed or scrubbed or 
scoured with water ; then 

(iii.) The same parts of the shed, stable, building, or 
other place shall be washed over with lime-wash 
made of freshly burnt lime and water, and con- 
taining in each gallon of limewash four ounces of 
chloride of lime or half n pint of commercial car- 
bolic acid, the limewash being prepared immedi- 
ately before use ; 

(iv.) Except that where any place as aforesuid is 
not capable of being so cleansed and disinfected, 
it shall be sufficient if such place be cleansed and 
disinfected so far as practicable. 

(3.) The mode of the cleansing and disinfection 
of sueh utensil, pen, hurdle, or other thing, and such 
van, cart, or other vehicle aforesaid shall be as fol- 
lows: — 

(i.) Each ntensil, pen, hurdle, or other thing, van, 
cart, or other vehicle shall be thoroughly scraped, 
and all litter, dung, sawdust, or other thing shall 
be effectually removed therefrom ; then 

(ii.) It shall be thoroughly washed or scrubbed or 
scoured with water; then 

(iii.) It shall be washed over with limewash made 
of freshly burnt lime and water, and containing 
in each gallon of limewash four ounces of chloride 
of lime or half a pint of commercial carbolic acid, 
the limewash being prepared immediately before 
use. 

(4.) All litter, dung, or other thing that has been 
removed from any such shed, stable, building, place, 
van, cart, or vehicle as aforesaid, shall be forthwith 
burnt or otherwise destroyed or disinfected to the 
satisfaction of an Inspector of the Local Authority. 

(5.) The Local Authority may make such regula- 
tions as they think fit for the purpose of carrying out 
the provisious of this Article. 

Occupiers to give Facilities for Cleansing. 

10 <l.) Where the power of causing any place, 

thing, or vehicle to be cleansed and disinfected under 
this Order is exercised by a Local Authority, the 
owner and occupier and person in charge of the 
place, thing, or vehicle shall give all reasonable 
facilities for that purpose. 

(2.) Any person failing to comply with the pro- 
visions of this Article shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1894. 

Regulations of Load Authority as to Movement 
of Animals , Fodder , dc. 

II. A Local Authority may make such regulations 
as they think fit for the following purposes, or any of 
them : — 

(a.) For prohibiting or regulating the movement of 
any diseased or suspected animal into or out of' 
any shed, stable, building, field, or other place, or 
any part thereof'

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( b .) For prohibiting or regulating the movement of 
any animal into or out of any shed, stable, build- 
ing, field, or other place, or any part thereof, in 
which there is or has been any diseased or sus- 
pected animal ; and 

(c.) For regulating the removal out of any shed, 
stable, building, Held, or other place of any bid- 
der, litter, or other thing that has been in contact 
with or used for or about, any diseased or sus- 
pected animal ; 

but nothing in any such regulation shall authorize 
movement in contravention of any provision of any 
Order in Council for the time being in force ; and a 
regulation under paragraph (b) of this Article shall 
operate so long only as any animal which in the judg- 
ment of the Local Authority is diseased or suspected 
remains in the shed, stable, building, field, or other 
place to which the regulation refers, and in case of a 
shed, stable, building, or other like place until the same 
has been cleansed and disinfected in accordance with 
this (jr-'er 

Slaughter in Anthrax and Compensation. 

12. — (1.) A Local Authority may if they think fit 
cause to be slaughtered : — 

(a.) any animal affected with anthrax or suspected 
of being so affected ; anil 

(b.) any animal being or having been in the same 
field, shed, or other place or in the same herd or 
flock or otherwise in contact with aniimils affected 
with anthrax, or being or having been in the 
opinion of the Local Authority in any way ex- 
posed to the infection of anthrax. 

(2.) The slaughter of animals under this Article 
shall be conducted in such mode as will so far as pos- 
sible prevent effusion of blood. 

(3.) The Local Authority shall out of union funds 
pay compensation as follows for animals slaughtered 
under this Article : — 

(a.) where the animal slaughtered was affected with 
anthrax the compensation shall be one-half of the 
value of the animal immediately before it became 
so affected; and 

(b.) in every other ease the compensation shall be 
the value of the animal immediately before it was 
slaughtered. 

(4.) Provided, that if the owner of the animal gives 
notice in writing to the Local Authority, or their In- 
spector or other O dicer that he objects to the animal 
being slaughtered, it shall not be lawful for the Local 
Authority to cause that animal to be slaughtered except 
with the furl her special authority of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant first obtained. 

Ascertainment of Value for Compensation in Ireland 

13. Where in Ireland an animal is slaughtered on 
account of anthrax by order of a Local Authority under 
the provisions of this Order, the value of the animal 
for compensation shall be ascertained as follows : — 

(i.) If within fourteen days after tiie receipt of notice 
in writing from the Local Authority of the valuation 
of the animal the owner of the animal or his agent does 
not give a counter-notice in writing stating in effect 
that he disputes the valuation made on behalf of the 
Local Authority the compensation shall be paid on that 
valuation. 

(ii.) If the owner or his agent gives such a counter- 
notice, then the question of the value of the animal 
shall by virtue of this Order stand referred to the 
arbitration of a single arbitrator, who shall make his 
award ready tor delivery within seven days after he is 
appointed, and the provisions of the Common Law 
Procedure Amendment Act (Ireland), 1856, shall apply 
to the reference and arbitration. 

(iii.) An arbitrator may be appointed by an agree- 
ment in writing signed by the Local Authority and by 
the owner of the animal or his agent. , 

(iv.) In case no such agreement is entered into 
within seven days after the service of the counter- 


notice by the owner or his agent, either party may, 
having uiven notice to the other party of the place and 
time of his intended application, apply to a court of 
summary jurisdiction to appoint an arbitrator, and such 
court may accordingly appoint an arbitrator, as it such 
court were a court or judge within the meaning of the 
Common Law Procedure Amendment Act (Ireland), 
1856. 

(v.) If a higher valuation is awarded than the 
valuation made by the Local Authority, then the Local 
Authority shall pay the cost ot'tlie reference and award 
and all costs incurred by the owner with respect to the 
arbitration when ascertained, hut otherwise the costs of 
the reference and award and all cosis incurred by the 
Local Authority with respect to the arbitration when 
ascertained as aforesaid may be deducted by the Local 
Authority from the sum payable to the owner as com- 
pensation under the award. 

Withholding of Compensation. 

14. — (1.) A Local Authority may, if they tl ink fit, 
withhold, either wholly or partially, compensation in 
respect of an animal slaughtered by their order under 
this Order where the animal was in their opinion 
diseased at the time of its being brought into their 
District. 

(2.) A Local Authority before determining, under 
sub-section seven of section twenty of the Act of 1894, 
or under this Article, to withhold, either wholly or 
partially, compensation or other payment in respect of 
an animal slaughtered by their order under this Order, 
shall give to the owner of the animal an opportunity of 
making representations to them respecting the facts and 
circumstances of the case and shall consider the same. 

Keeping of Swine in Slaughter-Houses. 

15. It shall not be lawful for any person in any case 
in which the slaughter of anv animal is authorized or 
required by this Order to u<e for such slaughter any 
slaughter-houses in which swine are kept. 

Record of Slaughter. 

16. A Local Authority shall keep, in a form pro- 
vided by the Veterinary Department, a record relative 
to animals slaughtered by their order under this Order, 
slating the particulars indicated in such form, with 
sucli variations as circumstances require ; and the Clerk 
of such Local Authority shall furnish weekly a copy of 
such record to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

Regulations as to Movement Licences. 

17 — (1.) The person granting a Movement Licence 
mnler this Order, shall forthwith send a copy of such 
Licence to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary De- 
partment, Privy Council Ofiice, Dublin Castle. 

(2.) Every Movement Licence granted under the 
provisions of this Order, shall, after the expiration of 
the period tor which such Licence is available, be de- 
livered with all practicable speed by the owner or 
person in charge of the animals moved at the nearest 
police-station of the district in which the place where 
the animals were moved under such Licence is situate. 

(3.) Every such Movement Licence when received 
by the police shall, with all practicable speed, be trans- 
mitted to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

Production of Licences : Names and Addresses. 

18. — (1.) Every person in charge of an animal, 
carcase, or thing being moved, where under this < >rder 
or under any regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order a Movement Licence is necessary, 
shall, on demand of a .J ustice, or of a Constable, or of 
an Inspector or Officer of a Local Authority, or ot' 
an Inspector or Officer appointed by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant produce and show to him the Movement Licence, 
if any, authorizing the movement, and shall allow it 
10 be read and a copy of or extract from it to be taken 
by the person to whom it is produced. 
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(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
aforesaid, give his name and address to the Justice, or 
Constable, or Inspector, or Officer. 

Provisions as to Regulations of Local Authority. 

19. — (1.) A Local Authority shall forthwith send to 
the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Conncfl Office, Dublin Castle, a copy of every 
regulation mnde by thorn under this Order. 

(2.) If the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied on inquiry 
with repcct to any regulation mnde by a Local 
Authority under this Order that the same is for any 
reason objectionable, and directs the revocation thereof', 
the same shall thereupon cease to operate. 

Movements oj Animals, < C'c., with Special Licence. 

20. Notwithstanding anything in this Order or in 
any regulation made by a Local Authority there- 
under, any animal, carcase, or thing may be moved in 
any circumstances with a Licence of an Inspector or 
Officer authorized by the Lord Lieutenant to grant 
such Licence. 

Pmoers of Lord Lieutenant. 

21. Any (towers by this Order conferred upon a 
Local Authority or an Inspector of a Local Authority 
may at any time be exercised by the Lord Lieutenant 
or an Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant 
respectively. 

Local Authority to enforce Order. 

22. The provisions of this Order, except where it is 
otherwise provided, shall be executed and enforced by 
the Local Authority. 

Weekly Returns of Anthrax. 

23. When an Inspector of a Local Authority finds 
that anthrax exists or has existed in his district, he 
shall forthwith make a return thereof to the Local 
Authority and to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, on a 
form provided by the Veterinary Department, with all 
particulars therein required, and shall continue to so 
make a return thereof on the Saturday of every week 
until the disease hns ceased. 

Offences. 

24. — (l.) If an animal or anything is moved in con- 
travention of this Order, or of any regulation mnde 
by a Local Authority under this Order, or of the con- 
ditions of a Movement Licence thereunder, the owner 
of the animal or thine, and the person for the time 
being in charge thereof, and the person causing, di- 
recting, or permitting the movement, and the person 
moving or conveying the animal or thing, and the 
owner and the charterer and the master of the vessel 
iu which it is moved, and the consignee or other 
person receiving or keeping it knowing it to have been 
moved in contravention as aforesaid, and the occupier 
of the place from which the animal or thing is moved, 
shall, each according to and in respect of his own nets 
and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against 
the Act of 1894. 

(2.) If, in contravention of any regulation made by 
a Local Authority tinder this Order, a carcase is re- 
moved or is not buried or is nut destroyed, the owner 
of the carcase, and the person for the time being in 
charge thereof, and the person causing, directing, or 
permitting the removal, and the person removing or 
conveying the carcase, and the consignee or other 
person receiving or keeping it knowing it to have been 
removed in contravention as aforesaid, and the person 
failing to bury or destroy the carcase shall, each ac- 
cording to and in respect of his own acts and defaults, 
he deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 
1894. 

(3.) If anything is omitted to be done as regards 
cleansing 'or disinfection iu contravention of this Order, 
or of any regulation made by a Local Authority under 


this Order, the owner and the lessee and the occupier 
and the person in charge of any place or thing in or in 
respect of which, and the owner of and the person 
using and the person iu charge of any vehicle in re- 
spect of which (as the case may be), the same is 
omitted, shall, each according to and in respect of his 
own acts and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1894. 

(*f.) If a person in charge of an animal, carcase, or 
thing being moved, where under this Order or under 
any regulation made by a Local Authority under this 
Older a Movement Licence is necessary, on demand 
made under this Order, fails to give his true name and 
address, or gives a false name and address, he shall be 
deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 1 894. 

(a.) If an owner or person in charge of animals 
beii.g moved, where under this Order a Movement 
Licence is necessary, fails to deliver such Licence at a 
police station as required by this Order, he shall be 
deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 1894. 

(15.) If a person, with a view to unlawfully evade or 
defeat the operation of this L'rder, or of any regulation 
made by a Local Authority under this Order, allows 
an animal to stray, he shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1894. 

Documents and Forms. 

25. Except where otherwise provided in this Order 
a Local Authority shall provide and supply to their 
Inspectors and Officers such documents and forms as 
may be necessary for the purposes of this Order. 

Interpretation. 

26. In this Order, unless the context otherwise re- 
quires : — 

" The Veterinary Department" means the Veter- 
inary Department of the Privy Council Office in 
Ireland : 

“ The Act of 1894 ” means the Diseases of Animals 
Act, 1 894 : 

“ Animals" includes, with the animals specified in 
the Act of 1804 (that is cattle, sheep, and goats, 
and all other ruminating animals, and swine), 
horses, asses, and mules : 

“ Disease ” means anthrax, and “ Diseased Animal" 
or “ Suspected Animal ” means an animal affected 
with or suspected of anthrax : 

“Inspector" includes Veterinary Inspector: 

“ Carcase ’’ means the carcase of an animal, anil 
includes part of n carcase, and the meat, flesh, 
bones, hide, skin, hoofs, horns, offal, or other part 
of an animal, separately or otherwise, or any 
portion thereof: 

Other terras have the same meaning as in the Act 
of] 894. 

Revocation of Order. 

27. The Order described in the Schedule to this 
Order is hereby from and alter the commencement of 
this Order revoked : Provided that such revocation 
shall not invalidate or make unlawful anything done 
under the Order hereby revoked, or affect any licence 
or authority granted, or any right, title, obligation, or

29. This Order extends to the whole of Ireland.

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THE RABIES (IRELAND) ORDER OF 1897. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council in 
Ireland.

W E, the Lords Justices-General and General Governors 
of Ireland, by and w ith the advice and consent of Her 
Majesty's Privy Council in Ireland, by virtue and in 
exercise of the powers in us vested under the Diseases 
of Animals Acts, 1894 and 1890, and of every other 
power enabling us in this behalf, do order, and it is 
hereby ordered as follows : — 

N’otice of Disease. 

1. — (1.) Every person having or having had in his 
possession or under his charge an animal affected with 
or suspected of rabies shall with all practicable speed 
give notice of the fact of the auinial being so affected 
or suspected to a constable of the police force fur the 
police district wherein the animal so affected or sus- 
pected is or was, 

(2.) The constable receiving such notice shall forth- 
with give information of the receipt by liim of the 
notice to 

(L) The Clerk of the Conncil, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 

(ii.) An Inspector of the Local Authority ; 

(iii.) The Local Authority. 

Dvly of Inspector to act immediately. 

2. An Inspector of a Local Authority on receiving 
in any manner whatsoever information of the supposed 
existence of rabies, or having reasonable ground to 
suspect the existence of rabies, shall proceed with 
all practicable speed to the place where such disease, 
according to the information received by him, exists, 
or is suspected to exist, and shall there and elsewhere 
put in fcrce and discharge the powers and duties con- 
ferred and imposed on him as Inspector by or under 
the Act of 1894 and this Order. 

Public Warning as to Existence of Disease. 

3. — (1.) The Local Authority may, if they think 
fit, give public warning by placards, advertisement, or 
otherwise, of the existence of rabies in auy shed, stable, 
building, kennel, field, or other place, with or without 
any particular description thereof, as they think fit, 
and may continue to do so during the existence of the 
disease, and m case of ashed, stable, building, kennel 
or other like place, until the same lias been cleansed 
and disinfected. 

(2.) It shall not be lawful for any person (without 
authority or excuse) to remove or deface any such 
placard. 

Compulsory Slaughter of Dogs. 

4. The Local Authority shall cause to be slaughtered 
every dog within their District which is diseased or 
suspected or which has been bitten by a diseased or 
suspected dog. 

Owners to give facilities for Slaughter. 

5. — (1.) Where the power of causing any dog to be 
slaughtered under this Order is exercised by a Local 
Authority, the owner and person in charge of such 
dog shall give all reasonable facilities for that pur- 
pose. 

(2.) Any person failing to comply with the pro- 
visions of this Article shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1894. 


Slaughter of Diseased Animals ( other than Dogs). 

6. — (1.) A Local Authority may. if they think fit, 
cause to be slaughtered any diseased animal (other 
than a dog) within their District. 

(2.) Provided, that if the owner of any animal 
(other than a dog) proposed to be slanehtered under 
this Article gives notice in writing to the Local 
Authority, or their Inspector or other Officer, that he 
objects to the animal being slaughtered, it shall noc 
be lawful for the Local Authority to cause that animal 
to be slaughtered except with the further special 
authority of the Lord Lieutenant first obtained. 

Slaughter of Suspected Animals (excluding Dogs) with 
Compensation. 

7. — (1.) A Local Authority may, if the" think fit, 
cause to be slaughtered any suspected animal (other 
than a dog), and shall, out of Union Funds, pay as 
compensation for every animal slaughtered under this 
Article the value of the animal immediately before it 
was slaughtered. 

(2.) Provided, that if the owner of any animal pro- 
posed to be slaughtered under tins Article gives 
notice in writing to the Local Authority, or their 
Inspector or other Officer, that he objects to the 
animal being slaughtered, it shall not be lawful for the 
Local Authority to cause that animal to be slaughtered 
except with the further special authority of the Lord 
Lieutenant first obtained. 

Regulations of Local Authority as to Slaughter. 

8. A Local Authority may make such Regulations 
as they think fit for the purposes of the execution of 
the provisions of the two last preceding Articles of 
this Order : Provided that the power to make Regu- 
lations under this Article shall be exercised only by 
the Local Authority or their Executive Committee 
and shall not be deputed to any other Committee or 
Sub-Committee. 

Post-Mortem Examination. 

9. — (1.) Where an animal has died of, or has been 
slaughtered on account of. rabies or disease supposed 
to be rabies, the Local Authority may, previous to 
the disposal of the carcase, cause a post-mortem 
examination to be made thereof. The post-mortem 
examination shall be conducted bv a Veterinary 
Inspector or Veterinary Surgeon specially appointed 
in that behalf, who shall forthwith report to the Local 
Authority and to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, in 
such form as may be required, the result of such ex- 
amination. 

(2.) The owner and the person in charge of any 
such carcase shall give all reasonable facilities for the 
purposes mentioned in paragraph (1.) of this Article, 
and any person failing to give such facilities shall be 
deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 1894. 

Dogs deemed to be Exposed to Infection. 

10. Every dog shall for the purposes of this Order 
be deemed to have been exposed to the infection of 
rabies which has been in the same shed, stable, build- 
ing, kennel, field, or other place, or otherwise in con- 
tact with any diseased or suspected dog, or which has 
in any other way been exposed to the infection of 
rabies. 

Local Authority to Secure Isolation of Dogs Exposed 
to Infection. 

11. The Local Authority shall secure the isolation 
of dogs which have been exposed to the infection of 
rabies by causing Notices under the next following 
Article to be served with all practicable speed on the 
owner or person in charge of every such dog within 
their District and by taking all necessary steps to 
enforce compliance with every Notice served under 
such Article. 

1 2 
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Isolation of Animal*. 

12. — (1) An Inspector of the Local Authority, or 
an Inspector or other Officer appointed by or duly 
authorized by the Lord Lieutenant, may serve a 
Notice in writing (in the Form A set forth in the 
First Schedule to this Order or to the like effect) on the 
owner or person in charge of any dog or other animal 
requiring the same to be kept in a kennel, shed, 
building, or other suitable place, and after the service 
of such Notice it shall not be lawful for any person, 
until such Notice be withdrawn by a further Notice 
in writing (in the Form B set forth in the First 
Schedule to this Order or to the like effect) signed by 
an Inspector or other Officer appointed by or duly 
authorized by the Lord Lieutenant — 

(a.) to move from or out of such kennel, shed, 
building, or other place as aforesaid any dog or 
other animal that may btt therein ; or 

(b.) to move any dog or other animal into such 
kennel, shed, building, or other place as aforesaid ;

(c.) to permit any dog or other animal to come in 
contact with any auiiual to which the Notice 
applies. 

(2.) The Inspector or other Officer who lias given 
a Notice under this Article shall with all practicable 
speed send copies thereof to 

(i.) The Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 

(ii.) The Load Authority : 

(iii.) The Police Officer in charge of the nearest 
police station of the district. 

Seizure, Detention, and Disposal nf Stray Dogs. 

13. — (1.) The Local Authority shall cause all stray 
dogs found within their District to he seized, and such 
dogs so seized shall be dealt with os follows : 

(i.) If the dog is diseased or suspected or has been 
bitten by a diseased or suspected dog it shall lie 
forthwith slaughtered. 

(ii.) If the dog has been exposed to the infection 
of rabies it shall be detained, slaughtered, or 
otherwise dealt with as the Local Authority think 
expedient, but so that the dog shall not, while 
detained, be allowed to come in contact with any 
other animal. 

(iii.) In any other case the dog shall be detained 
in some proper place and be there kept for such 
period as the Local Authority think expedient: 
Provided that where the person having charge 
of or the owner of a dog so detained is known, 
the Local Authority shall cause notice to be 
forthwith given to such person or owner of the 
fact of the dog having been so seized and de- 
tainer!, and the dog shall, without prejudice to 
the recovery of any penalty for the infringement 
of this Order, be given up to such person or 
owner on payment of the reasonable expenses 
incurred in respect of such detention. If the 
dog so seized and detained has not been, claimed 
by such person or owner within three days after 
the seizure, or, where such person or owner is 
known, within two days after the aforesaid notice 
has been given, the Local Authority may cause 
the dog to be slaughtered or otherwise disposed 
of in such manner as the Local Authority deem 
expedient. 

Disposed of Carcases. 

14. — (1.) The carcase of an animal which at the 
time of its death was affected with or suspected of 
rabies shall be disposed of by the Local Authority as 
follows : 

(i.) Either the Local Authority shall cause the 
carcase to be buried as soon as possible in its 
skin in some proper place at a depth of not less 


than six feet below the surface of the earth, and 
to be covered with a sufficient quantity of quick- 
lime or other disinfectant ; 

(ii.) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized by 
Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, cause the car- 
case to bo destroyed, under the inspection of the 
Local Authority, in the mode following: The 
carcase shall be disinfected, and shall then be 
taken, in charge of an officer of the Local Au- 
thority, to a horse-slaughterer's or knacker’s yard 
approved for the purpose by the Lord Lieutenant, 
or other place so approved, and shall be there 
destroyed by exposure to a high temperature, or 
by chemical agents. 

(2.) With the view to the execution of the fore- 
going provisions of this Article the Local Authority 
may make such Regulations as they think fit for pro- 
hibiting or regulating the removal of carcases or for 
securing the burial or destruction of the same. 

(3.) Where under this Article a Local Authority 
cause a carcase to be buried, they shall first cause the 
skin to be so slashed as to be useless. 

(4.) A Local Authority may cause or allow a car- 
case to be taken into the District of another Local 
Authority to be buried or destroyed, with the pre- 
vious consent of that Local Authority, but not othei- 
wise. 

Digging up. 

15. It shall not be lawful for any person, except 
with the Licence of the Lord Lieutenant or per- 
mission in writing of an Inspector appointed by 
the Lord Lieutenaut, to dig up or cause to be dug up, 
the carcase of any animal that lias been buried, 
whether under this Order or otherwise. 

Seem'd of Slaughter. 

16. A Local Authority shall keep, in a form pro- 
vided by the Veterinary Department, a record rela- 
tive to diseased or suspected animals slaughtered by 
their order uuder this Order, stating the particulars 
indicated in such form, with such variations as cir- 
cumstances require ; and the Clerk of such Local 
Authority shall furnish weekly a copy of sue!) Record 
so far as it relates to suspected auimuls (other than 
dogs) slaughtered, to the Clerk of the Council, Veterin- 
ary Dejiartment, Pi ivy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

Regulations of Loral Authority as to Disinfection of 
Places and Things. 

17. — (1.) A Local Authority may make such Re- 
gulations as they think fit for the following purposes, 
or any of them : 

(«.) For providing for the cleansing and disinfec- 
tion of any place used by a diseased or sus- 
l>ected animal, and of any utensil, feeding-trough, 
pen, hurdle, or other thing used for or about such 
animal : 

(A.) For providing for the cleansing and disin- 
fection of any van, cart, or other vehicle used 
for carrying any diseased or suspected animal on 
land otherwise than on a railway : 

(c.) For presciibing the mode in which such 
cleansing and such disinfection are to be 
effected : and 

(d.) For requiring the occupier of any such place, 
and the owner of any such utensil, vehicle, or 
tiling to cleanse and disinfect the same at the 
expense of the Local Authority, or at the ex- 
pense of such owner or occupier. 

(2.) If any person fails to cleanse and disinfect in 
accordance with any such Regulation, it shall be 
lawful for the Local Authority, without prejudice to 
the recovery of any penalty for the infringement of 
such Regulation, to cause such place, vehicle, or thing 
to be cleansed and disinfected, and to recover sum- 
marily the ex|>enses of such cleansing and disinfection 
from such person. 
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Occupiers to give facilities for Cleansing. 

IS. — (1.) Where tlie power of causing anyplace, 
vehicle, or thing to lie cleansed and disinfected under 
this Order is exercised by a Local Authority, the 
owner and occupier and person in charge of the place, 
vehicle, or thing shall give all reasonable facilities 
for that purpose. 

(2.) Any person failing to comply with the pro- 
visions of this Article shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1 894. 

Provisions as to Regulations of Local Authority. 

19. — (1.) A Local Authority shall forthwith send 
to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, a copy of every 
Regulation made by them under this Order. 

(2.) If the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied on in- 
quiry, with respect to any Regulation made by a 
Local Authority under this Order, that the same 
is for any reason objectionable, and direct the revo- 
cation thereof, the same shall thereupon cease to 
operate. 

J lavement of Animals , tkc.. irii/t Special Licence. 

20. Notwithstanding anything in this Oilier, or in 
any Regulation made by a Local Authority there- 
under, any animal, carcase, or tiling may be moved in 
any circumstances with a Licence of an Inspector or 
Officer appointed by or duly authorized by the Lord 
Lien tenant. 

Powers of the Lord Lieutenant. 

21. Any power by this Order conferred upon a 
Local Authority or an Inspector of a Local Au- 
thority niuy at any time be exercised by the Lord 
Lieutenant or by an Inspector appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant respectively, and in any such case the pro- 
visions of this Order shall apply as if the power were 
being exercised by the Local Authority or an Inspector 
of a Ijocal Authority. 

Weekly Returns of Rallies. 

22. When nn Inspector of a Local Authority 
finds that rabies exists or lias existed in his district, 
he shall forthwith make a return thereof to the Local 
Authority and to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, on 
■a Form provided by the Veterinary Department, with 
all particulars therein required, and shall continue to 
so muke a return thereof on the Saturday of every 
week until the disease has ceased.

Offem es. 

24 — (1.) If an animal or any thing is moved in con- 
travention of this Order, or of a Notice served under 
this Order, or of any Regulation made by a Local 
Authority under this Order, or of the conditions of a 
Movement Licence thereunder, the owner of the 
animal or thing, and the person for the time being in 
charge thereof, and the person causing, directing, or 
permitting the movement, and the person moving or 
conveying the animal or thing, and the consignee or 


other person receiving or keeping it knowing it to 
have been moved in contravention as aforesaid, 
and the occupier of the place from which the animal 
or thing is moved, shall, each according to and in 
respect of his own acts and defaults, be deemed guilty 
of an offence against the Act of 1894. 

(2.) If, in contravention of any Regulation made by 
a Local Authority under this Order, a careuse is re- 
moved or is not buried or is not destroyed, the owner 
of the carcase, and tlm person for the time being in 
charge thereof, and the person causing, directing, or 
permitting the removal, and the person removing or 
conveying the carcase, and the consignee or other 
jierson receiving or keeping it knowing it to have been 
removed in contravention as aforesaid, and the peraon 
failing to bury or destroy the caro-se, shall, each 
according to and in respect of his own acts and 
defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1894. 

(3.) If unything is omitted to be done as regards 
cleansing or disinfection in contravention of any Re- 
gulation made by a Local Authority under this Order, 
the owner and the lessee and the occupier and the 
person in charge of any place or thing in or in respect 
of which, — and the owner of and the person using 
and the person in charge of any vehicle in respect of 
which — (as the case may be) the same is omitted, shall, 
each according to and in respect of his own acts or 
omissions be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1894. 

(4.) If a dog or other animal is not kept isolated 
as required by this Order, or by a Notice served under 
this Order, the owner of the dog or other animal, and 
the person for the time being in charge thereof, and 
the occupier of the place where the same is detained, 
and the person failing or neglecting to isolate the same, 
shall, each according to and in respect of liis own acts, 
defaults, or omissions, be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1894. 

(5.) If n person, with a view to unlawfully 
evade or defeat the operation of this Order, or of 
any Regulation made by a Local Authority under 
this Order, allows a dog or other animal tu stray, lie

MUZZLTNG OF DOGS (IRELAND) ORDER 
OF 1897. 

By tlie Lords Justices and Privy Council in Ireland.

A. 31. PORTER. 

We, the Lords J ustices - General and Geueral 
■Governors of Ireland, by and with the advice and 
consent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, 
by virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
under the Diseases of Animals Acts, 1894 and 1896, 
and of every other power enabling Us in this behalf, 
-do order, and it is hereby ordered as follows : — 

Extent. 

1. This Order extends to the whole of Ireland. 

Commencement. 

2. This Order shall come into operation on the first 
•day of July, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
seven. 

Muzzling of Dogs. 

3. — (1.) No dog shall he allowed to be in or on 
auy public place unless such dog is efficiently muzzled 
with a cage muzzle so constructed as to render it 
impossible for such dog while wearing the same to 
bite any person or animal, but not so os to prevent 
such dog from breathing freely or lapping water. 

(2.) Provided that the provisions of this Article 
.•shall not apply to — 

(a) packs of hounds or greyhounds while being ex- 
ercised or used for sporting purposes, or other 
sporting dogs while being used for sorting pur- 
poses, and in every case in charge of competent 
persons. 

(b) dogs while being taken to or from exhibitions, 
shows, or other places, if such dogs are confined 
in boxes, cages, crates, baskets, or hampers so 
constructed as to reuuer it impossible for such 
dogs while so confiued to bite any person or 
animal. 

Seizure, Detention, and Disposal of Unmuzzled Dogs. 

4. — (1.) Any dog fouud in or on any public place 
without being muzzled in manner prescribed by this 
Order may bo seized by the Local Authority or by the 
police, anil Uny dog so seized shall be dealt with as 
follows : 

(i.) If the dog is diseased or suspected or has been 
bitten by a diseased or suspected dog it shall be 
forthwith slaughtered. 

(ii.) If the dog has been exposed to the infection of 
rabies it shall be detained, slaughtered, or other- 
wise dealt with as the Local Authority, or an 
Inspector or other Officer appointed or authorized 
by the Lord Lieutenant, think expedient, but so 
that the dog shall not, while detained, be allowed 
to come in contact with any other animal. 

(in.) In any other case the dog shall be detaineil in 
some proper place and be there kept for such 
period as may be deemed expedient : Provided 
that where the person having charge of or the 
owner of a dog so detained is known, the Local 
Authority, Inspector, or other Officer shall cause 
notice to be forthwith given to such person or 
owner of the fact of the. dog having been so 
seized and detained, and the dog shall, without 
prejudice to the recovery of any penalty for the 
infringement of this Order, be given up to such 
person or owner on payment of the reasonable 
expenses incurred in respect of such detention. 
If the dog so seized and detained has not been 


claimed by such person or owner within three 
days after the seizure, or, where such person or 
owner is known within two days after the afore- 
said notice has been given, the dog may be 
slaughtered or otherwise disposed of in such 
manner as may be deemed exjiedieut. 

(2.) Every dog shall for the purposes of this Article 
be deemed to have been exposed to the infection of 
rabies which has been in the same shed, stable, build- 
ing, kennel, field, or other place, or otherwise in 
contact with any diseased or suspected dog, or which 
has in any other way been exposed to the infection of 
rabies. 

General' Provisions of the Rabies ( Ireland ) Order of

5. Subject to the provisions of this Order, all the 
provisions of the Rabies (Ireland) Order of 1397, 
shall, so far as the same are applicable, continue in 
force during the operation of this Order. 

Offences.

We, the Lords Justices - General and General 
Governors of Ireland, by and with the advice 
and consent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in 
Ireland, by virtue aud in exercise of Ihe powers in 
Us vested uuder the Diseases of Animals Acts, 1894 
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and 189G, and of every other power enabling Us in 
this behalf, do order, and it is hereby ordered as 
follows : — 

Prohibition of Importation of Dogs. 

1. Dogs brought, to Ireland from any other country 
(except Great Britain or the Isle of Han) shall not be 
landed in Ireland otherwise than in accordance with 
the provisions of this Order. 

Licences for Importation in Particular Cases. 

2. The Lord Lieutenant may, in any particular case, 
grant a Licence authorizing the landing of a dog, and 
such dog may thereupon be landed subject to and in 
accordance with the conditions of such Licence. 

Applications for Licences. 

3. Any application for n Licence under the preced- 
ing Article is to be made in writing to the Clerk of

“ Foreign,” applied to animals and things, means 
brought to the United Kingdom from any country 
out of the United Kingdom : 

“ Carcase " means the carcase of an animal, and 
part of a carcase, and the meat, flesh, bones, 
hide, slciu, hoofs, horns, offal, or other part of an 
animal separately or otherwise, or any portion 
thereof : 

“ Fodder” means hay or other substance eommonly 
used for food of animals : 

“ Litter ” means straw or other substance commonly 
used for bedding or otherwise for or about 
animals : 

“ Master ” includes a person baring the charge or 
command of a vessel : 

Other terms have the same meaning as in the Act 
of 1894. 

Extent. 

2. This Order extends to the whole of Ireland. 

Commencement. 

3. This Order shall come into operation on the 
1st day of September, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-seven. 

Short Title. 

4. This Order may be cited as the Foreign Animals 
(Disinfection) (Ireland) Order of 1897. 

Regulations as to Landing of Dung, Fodder, Ac., 
of Foreign Animals. 

5. (1.) Dung of foreign animals, and fodder, Utter, 
fittings, pens, hurdles, or utensils that have been used 
for or about foreign animals, and other dung, fodder, or 


Utter that have been oa cried in the same veeael with 

foreign animals, shall not be landed except with the 
previous consent of the Veterinary Department, and 
shall, if so landed, he lauded in such manner, at such 
times, at such places, and subject to such supervision 
and control, as the Commissioners cf Customs direct. 

(2.) All fittings, pens, hurdles, or utensils that have 
been used for or about foreign animals shall, previous 
to the landing thereof, be cleansed aiul disinfected by 
and at the expense of the owner, to the satisfaction 
of an Inspector or other authorized officer of the 
Veterinary Department. 

Disinfection of Dung , Fodder, Ac., of Foreign 
Animals. 

6. (1.) All dung of foreign animals, and all partly 
consumed or broken fodder that has been supplied 
to such animals, and all litter that has been used for 
or al>out such animals, if not disinfected to the 
satisfaction of an Inspector or othei authorized officer 
of the Veterinary Department previous to the lauding 
thereof, shaU, when landed, be forthwith well mixed 
with quicklime at the expense of the owner thereof, 
or of the owner, charterer, or master of the vessel 
from which the same is landed, and shall be effectually 
removed from contact with animals. 

(2.) Any gangway, or other apparatus used in con- 
nexion with the landiug of such dung, fodder, or litter 
shall be demised and disinfected to the satisfaction 
of an Inspector or other authorized officer of the 
Veterinary Department. 

Offences. 

7. (1.) If any dung of animals, or any fodder, litter, 
fittings, pens, hui dies, utensils, or other thing shall 
be landed or moved in contravention of this Order, 
the owner thereof, and the owner and the lessee and 
the occupier of tho place of landing or other place 
where or from which such animal, dung, or other 
thing is landed or moved, nud the person causing, 
directing, or permitting the landing or movement, 
and also in the case of the landing thereof, the owner 
and the charterer and the master of the vessel from 
which the same is lauded, shall, each according to and 
in respect of his own acts *<r defaults, be deemed 
guilty of an oHVuee against tho Act of 1894. 

(2.) If any (tcreou fails to carry out or observe any 
direction as regards cleansing or disinfection, which lie 
is by this Order required to carry out or observe, lie 
shall be deemed guilty of an offence against the Act 
of IS94. 

(3.) If anything is done or omitted to be done as 
regards cleansing or disinfection in contravention of 
this Order, the owner and the charterer and the 
master of the vessel iu or in respect of which — and 
the owner of tho gangway or passage-way, cage, or 
other apparatus, in respect of which — and the owner 
and the lessee and the occupier of any place or thing in 
resj>ect of which (as the case may he) tie- same is done 
or omitted, shall, each according to and in respect of 
liis own acts or omissions, lie deeui.d guilty oi an 
offence against the Act of 1894. 

(4.) If nnytliiug is done or omitted to be done 
with resppet- to any’ vessel in contravention of this 
Order, the owner and the charterer and the master of 
the vessel iu which the same is done or omitted to 
be done, shall, each according to and iu respect of 
his own acts or omissions, be deemed guilty of an 
oflence against the Act of 1894.

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THE SWINE FEVER (IRELAND) ORDER 

OF 1897. 

By tLe Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in Ireland. 
CADOGAS. 

We, the Lord Lieutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland, by and with the advice and 
consent of Her Majesty’s Trivy Council in Ireland, by 
virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
under the Diseases of Animals Acts, 1894 and 1896, 
and of every other power enabling Us in tki3 behalf, 
do order, and it is hereby ordered as follows : — 

Short Title. 

1. This Order may be cited as The Swine Fever 
(Irelaud) Order of 1897. 

Extent. 

2. This Order extends to the whole of Ireland. 

Commencement. 

3. This Order shall commence and take effect from 
and immediately after the 1st day of September, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-seven. 

Interpretation. 

4. In this Order— 

“The Act of 1894" means The Diseases of 
Animals Act, 1894: 

“ Swine Fever ” means the Disease called or known 
as Typhoid Fever of Swine, Soldier, Purples, Red 
Disease, Hog Cholera, or Swine Plague : 

“ Infected place " (except where it is otherwise ex- 
pressed) means a place for the time being a place 
infected with swine fever under this Order : 

“ Carouse ” means the carcase of a pig, and includes 
part of such a carcase, and the intestines, meat, 
bones, skin, offal, or other part of a pig, separately 
or otherwise, or any portion thereof : 

The “ Privy Council ” means the Lord Lieutenant 
and Privy Council : 

"Veterinary Department" means the Veterinary 
Department of the Privy Council Office, Dublin 
Castle : 

“Inspector or other Officer” described in this 
Order as “ duly authorized ” for any of the pur- 
poses of this Older, means an Inspector or other 
•Officer specially authorized by the Lord Lieute- 
nant : 

“Article” means Article of this Order : 

Other terms have the same meaning and scope as 
in the Diseases of Animals Act of 1894. 

Revocation of Orders. 

!5. The Orders described in the First Schedule to 
this Order are hereby from and after the commence- 
ment of this Order revoked : Provided that such 
revocation shall not invalidate or make unlawful 
anything done under the Orders hereby revoked, or 
affect any licence or authority granted, or any right, 
title, obligation, or liability accrued thereunder, before 
the commencement of this Order, or interfere with 
the institution or prosecution of any proceeding in 
respect of any offence committed against, or any 
enalty Incurred under, the said ‘ )rder hereby revoked 
efore the commencement of this Order. 

Notice of Disease. 

6. Every person having in his possession or under 
his charge a pig affected with or suspected of swine 
fever shall with all practicable speed give notice of 
the pig being so affected or suspected to a Constable 
of the police district wherein the pig so affected is. 


Duty of Police on Rotiei qf Swine Fever. 

7. The Constable to whom notice of the fact of a 
pig being affected with swine fever, or with disease 
supposed to be swine fever, is given, shall forthwith 
give information thereof to — 

(i.) The Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 

(ii.) the Inspector of the Local Authority ; 

(iii.) the Local Authority. 

Duty of Inspector to act immediately. 

8. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Authority on 
receiving in any manner whatsoever information of 
the supposed existence of swine fever, or having 
reasonable ground to suspect the existence of swine 
fever, shall proceed with all practicable speed to the 
place where such disease according to the information 
received by him, exists, or is suspected to exist, and 
shall there and elsewhere put in force and discharge 
the powers and duties conferred and imposed on him 
as Inspector by or under the Act of 1894 and this 
Order. 

(2.) Every such Inspector shall, on leaving any 
premises ou which swine fever exists, or is suspected 
to exist, thoroughly wash his hands with soap and 
water, and disinfect his boots. 

Declaration of Injected Place. 

9. — (1.) Where it appears to an Inspector that 
swine lever exists or lias within twenty-eight days 
existed in a sty, shed, or other place, he shall forth- 
with make and sign a Declaration thereof (in the 
Form A set forth in the Second Schedule to this 
Order or to the like effect), and shall in such Decla- 
ration prescribe the limits of the proposed infected 
place. 

(2.) He shall forthwith serve a copy of the Decla- 
ration on the occupier of the premises in which that 
sty, shed, or other place is situate. 

(3.) On the service of such copy of the Declaration 
as aforesaid the sty, shed, or other place shall become 
and be a place infected with swine fever. 

(4.) The Inspector shall with all practicable speed 
inform the Privy Council of any Declaration made by 
him under this Article, and shall send the Declaration 
to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, and shall also 
send copies of the same to the Local Authority and 
to the Police Officer in charge of the nearest police 
station in the District. 

(5.) An infected place deolared under this Article 
shall continue to be an iufected place until it has been 
declared free from disease by Notice in writing from 
tlie Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, to be served on 
the occupier of the premises. 

(6.) The limits of an infected place may at any time 
be altered by Notice in writing given by an Inspector 
or other Officer duly authorized to give such Notice. 
Every Notice so given shall be served on the occupier 
of the premises affected by such Notice ; and copies of 
such Notice shall be sent to the Clerk of the Council, 
Veterinary Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin 
Castle, to the Local Authority, and to the Police 
Officer in charge of the nearest police station in the 
District. 

(7.) A slaughter-house or part of a 'slaughter-house 
in which a pig affected with swine fever or the carcase 
of such a pig is found, shall not by reason thereof be 
declared to be an infected place except by the Lord 
Lieutenant. - 

Rules for Infected Place. 

' 10.— Rule 1. Swine shall not be moved into or out 
of an infected place except with a Licence of an In- 
spector or other Officer duly authorized to grant such 
Licence. 
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Rule 2. Carcases of swine shall not be moved into 
or out of an infected place, except with permission in 
writing from an Inspector or other Officer duly 
authorized to give such permission. 

Rule 3. Litter, dung, utensils, pens, hurdles, or 
other things shall not be removed from an infected 
place except with permission in writing from nu In- 
spector or other Officer duly authorized to give such 
permission, which permission shall not be granted 
until such things have been thoroughly disinfected. 

Rule 4. No person (except the person tending the 
pig) shall, unless with permission in writing of an In- 
spector or other Officer duly authorized to give such 
permission, enter any sty or place, being part of an 
infected place, in which a pig affected with or sus- 
pected of swine fever is or has recently been kept. 

Rule 5. Every person upon leaving any such stv or 
place shall thoroughly wash his hands with soap and 
water and disinfect his boots. 

Rule 6. A person tending a pig affected with or 
suspected of swine fever shall not tend any other pig 
except with the permission of an Inspector or other 
Officer duly authorized to give such permission. 

Removal of Dung or other Things. 

11. It shall not be lawful for any person to send or 
carry, or cause to be sent or carried, on a railway, 
canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a coasting 
vessel, or on a highway or thoroughfare, any dung, 
fodder, or litter tliut has been in an infected place, or 
that has been in any place in contact with or used 
about a pig affected with or suspected of swine fever, 
except with a Licence of an Inspector or other Officer 
duly authorized to grant such Licence. 

Cleansing and Disinfection. 

1 2. — (1 .) An Inspector or other Officer duly author- 
ized may cause or require any sty or other place which 
has been used for swine while affected with or 
suspected of swine fever, and any utensil, pen, hurdle, 
or other thing used for or about such swine, and any 
wood-work with which such swine have come in 
contact, to be cleansed and disinfected to his satis- 
faction. 

(2.) An Inspector or other Officer duly authorized 
may, for the purpose of preventing thespreading of swine 
fever, cause any van, cart, or other vehicle used for 
the carrying of swine, and any rope, net, or other 
apparatus used in the conveyance of swine, on land 
otherwise than on a railway, to be cleansed and dis- 
infected. 

(3.) An Inspector or other Officer duly authorized 
may cause or require any dung of swine affected with 
or suspected of swine fever and any fodder and litter 
that has been in contact with or used about such 
swine to be disinfected, burnt, or destroyed. 

(4.) The owner, occupier, and person in charge of 
any place, and the owner and person in charge of any 
utensil, pen, hurdle, or other thing, or any van, cart, 
or other vehicle, or any dung, fodder, or litter to 
which this Article applies shall give all reasonable 
facilities to an Inspector or other Officer duly author- 
ized for the carrying out of the provisions of this 
Article, and shall comply with any requirement 
made by any such Inspector or Officer under this 
Article. 

Regulations of Local Authority as to Cleansing and 

Disinfection of Places used for Temporary Detention, 

or of Vehicles, &c., used in conveyance, of Swine. 

13. — (1.) A Local Authority may, with the view 
of preventing the spreading of swine-fever, either 
generally or in any particular case, make such Regu- 
lations as they think fit for the following purposes, or 
any of them. 

(a.) For requiring the owner, lessee, or occupier of 
any building, shed, outhouse, yard, sty, or other 
place used for the temporary keeping or detention 


io 

of swine prior to or subsequent to their being 
exposed for sale in or at a market, fair, sale-yard, 
place of exhibition, or other public or private 
place where swine are commonly exposed for sale, 
to cleanse and disinfect such building, shed, out- 
house, yard, sty, or other place at his own expense, 
where, in the judgment of the Local Authority, 
the circumstances are such as to allow of such 
cleansing and disinfection being reasonably re- 
quired : 

(b.) For requiring the cleansing and disinfection of 
vans, carts, or other vehicles used for carrying 
swine, or of ropes, nets, or other apparatus used 
in the conveyance of swine on land otherwise 
than a railway : 

(c.) For prescribing the mode in which cleansing 
and disinfection under the Regulations are to be 
effected. 

(2.) If any person fails to cleanse and disinfect any 
building, shed, outhouse, yard, sty, or other place, or 
any van, cart, or other vehicle, or any rope, net, or 
other apparatus, in accordance with any such Regu- 
lation, it shall be lawful for the Local Authority 
without prejudice to the recovery of any penalty for 
the infringement of such Regulation, to cause such 
building, shed, outhouse, yard, sty, or other place, or 
such van, cart, or other vehicle, or such rope, net, or 
other apparatus to be cleansed and disinfected, nnd to 
recover the expenses of such cleansing and disinfection 
from such person in any court of competent juris- 
diction. 

Carcases. 

14. The carcase of every pig that has died of swine 
fever, or of disease suspected to be swine fever, shall 
be disposed of as follows : — 

(1.) The Inspector or other Officer duly authorized 
shall cause the viscera to he dealt with in the 
manner set forth in instructions from the V eter- 
inary Department. 

(2.) He shall cause the skin of such pig to be so 
slashed as to render it useless. 

(3.) He shall then cause the carcase to be buried as 
soon as possible in its skin in some prof>er place, 
and to be covered with a sufficient quantity of 
quicklime or other disinfectant, and with not less 
than six feet of earth. 

(4.) Or, if authorized by Licence from the Lord 
Lieutenant, the carcase may be destroyed in the 
mode following : The carcase shall be disinfected, 
and shall then be taken, in charge of an officer of 
the Local Authority, to a horse-slaughterer’s or 
knacker’s yard approved for the purpose by the 
Lord Lieutenant, or other place so approved, and 
ehall be there destroyed by exposure to a high 
temperature, or by chemical agents. 

Digging up. 

15. It shall not be lawful for any person, except 
with the Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, to dig up, or 
cause to be dug up, the carcase of any pig that has 
been buried. 

Regulations of Local Authority as to Movement 
into their District from other Districts. 

16. — (1.) A Local Authority may, with the view 
of preventing the introduction of swine fever into 
their District, make such Regulations as they think 
tit for prohibiting or regulating the movement by land 
or by water of swine into their District from tho 
District of any other Local Authority in Ireland. 

(2.) Where a Local Authority have made a Regu- 
lation under the provisions of this Article prohibiting 
the movement of swine into their District from the 
District of auy other Local Authoritv iu Ir •lund, it 

K 2 
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shall not be lawful, so long as such Regulation is in 
force, for any person to move into the District of such 
first-mentionecl Local Authority any swine so pro- 
hibited that may have been at any time during the 
continuance of such Regulation within die District of 
such other Local Authority. 

Regulations of Local Authority as to Movement 
within their District. 

17.— (1.) A Local Authority may, with a view to 
the prevention of the spreading of swine fever, make 
such Regulations as they think fit for prohibiting or 
regulating the movement by land or by water of swine 
within the whole of their district or within any pare 
or parts thereof. 


Notice of Regulations to Railway Companies. 

1 8. A Local Authority shall send a copy of every 
Regulation made by them under the last two pre- 
ceding Articles to every railway company having a 
railway station within the district of the Local Au- 
thority to which the Regulation applies, and shall 
also forthwith send a copy of the Regulation to the 
Secretary, Railway Clearing House, 5, Kildit re-street, 
Dublin. ' 


Limitation as lo Regulations of Local Authority. 

19. — (1.) No Regulation made by a Local Au- 
thority under this Order shall be deemed to autho- 
rize the movement of swine which are affected with 
swine fever or the movement of swine — 

(a.) in or into or out of a Cattle-Plague Infected 
Place ; or 

(A. ) in or into or out of a Foot-and-Mouth Disease 
Infected Place ; or 

(c.) in or into or out of a Swine Fever Infected 
Place. 

(2.) For the purposes of this Order or of any Regu- 
lation of a Local Authority thereunder, swine shall 
not be deemed to be moved into the District of a 
Local Authority where they are moved through the 
District by railway from a place outside the District to 
another place outside the District without unnecessary 
delay and without the swiue being untrucketl or re- 
booked within the District. 

(3.) Notwithstanding anything in any Piegulation 
made under this Order any pig may at any time be 
moved in accordance with a Licence of an Inspector 
or Officer duly authorized to grant such Licence. 

(4.) No Regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order shall authorize movement into, 
within, or out oi a Swine-Fever Infected Area in 
contravention of the provisions of any Order in Council 
or of the Lord Lieutenant. 


Prohibition of Movement of Swine. 

20 — (1.) Where an Inspector or other Officer duly 
authorized for the purpose has given Notice in writing 
(in the Form B set forth in the Second Schedule to 
this Older or to the like effect) to the owner or person 
in charge of any swine, requiring that such swine be 
detained on or in any farm, field, shed, sty, or other 
place, it shall not be lawful for any person, until such 
Notice be withdrawn by a further Notice in writing (in 
the Forai C set forth in the Second Schedule to this 
Order or to the like effect) signed by an Inspector or 
other Officer duly authorized to give such Notice — 

(a.) to move any of such swine from or out of such 
farm, field, shed, sty, or other place ; or 


(A.) to move from or out of such farm, field, slied, 
sty, or other place any other swine that may be 
thereon or therein ; or 

(c.) to move any other swine into such farm, field, 
shed, sty, or other place so long as any swine to 
which the Notice applies arc detained on or in 
the same ; or 

(d.) to permit any other swine to come in contact 
with any swine to which the Notice applies. 

(2.) The Inspector or other Officer shall with all 
practicable speed send copies of any notice given by him 
under this Article to (1) the Clerk of the Council, 
Veterinary Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin 
Castle, and (2 ) the Police Officer in charge of the nearest 
police station in the district. 

(3.) Notwithstanding any notice under this Article 
any pig may at any time be moved in accordance with 
a Licence of an Inspector or other Officer duly autho- 
rized to grant such Licence. 


Regulations of Local Authority as lo Markets , 
Sales , Ac. 

21. A Local Authority may, with a view to the 
prevention of the spreading of swine fever, make 
such regulations as they think fit for prohibiting or 
regulating the exposure or sale of swine in or at any 
market, lair, auction, sale-yard, sale, or place of exhi- 
bition within their distinct. 


Swine-Fever found in a Market, Railway Station , 
Grazing-Park, or other like Place, or during 
Transit. 

22. Where a pig is found to be affected with swine 
fever — 

(a.) while exposed for sale or exhibited in a 
market, fair, sale -yard, place of exhibition, or 
other place ; or 

(A.) while placed in a lair or other place before 
exposure for sale ; or 

(c.) while being in or on a landing-place or wharf 
or railway station or other place during transit ; 

(d.) while in course of being moved by land or by 
water ; or 

(e.) while being on common or uninclosed land; or 

(/.) while being in a field, yard, sty, farm, park, 
or other place wherein swine of different owners 
are taken in for shelter, or for rest, or for grazing, 
or for any other purpose ; or 

(y.) while being in any other place not in the 
possession or occupation or under the control of 
the owner of the pig ; 

then the following provisions shall apply (namely) : 


(Seizure of Swine.) 

(1.) An Inspector shall cause to be seized all the 
swine affected with swine fever, and also all swine 
being in or on the market, fair, sale-yard, place of 
exhibition, lair, landing-place, wharf railway station, 
common, uninclosed land, field, yard, sty, farm, park, 
or other such place as aforesaid and shall forthwith 
transmit the information by telegraph or other rapid 
means to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(2.) The Inspector shall cause all such swine so 
seized to be detained at the place where they are 
seized, or to be moved to some convenient and isolated 
place and there detained. 
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(3.) The Inspector shall cause, so far as practicable, 
•all the swine affected with swine fever to be kept 
separate during such movement and detention from 
swine not so affected. 

(4-.) The swine so seized and detained shall not be 
moved from the place of detention except with the 
permission of the Veterinary Department. 

(5.) Provided that any pig seized under this Article 
may be slaughtered by or at the request of the owner 
or person in charge thereof either at the place where 
it is seized or detained or at the nearest available 
slaughter-house ; in which latter case the pig may be 
moved for the purpose of being there slaughtered 
with a Licence of an Inspector or other Officer duly 
authorised for the purpose, and shall be there 
slaughtered accordingly ; and that Licence shall be 
available for twelve hours and no longer, and shall 
specify the slaughter-house to which the pig is to be 
moved for slaughter, and the period within which 
such slaughter shall be completed. 


(Declaration of Infected Place.) 

(6.) The market, fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, 
lair, landing-place, wharf, railway station, common, 
uninclosed land, field, yard, sty, farm, park, or other 
such place as aforesaid, or any part thereof, in or on 
which a pig affected with swine fever is found in any 
case in which this Article applies shall not by reason 
thereof be declared to be an infected place or part of 
such an infected place except by the Lord Lieutenant. 


(Disinfection in these cases.) 

(7.) In case of a pig being found to be affected with 
swine fever in or on a market, fair, sale-yard, place of 
exhibition, lair, landing place, wharf, railway station, 
•common, uninclosed land, field, yard, sty, farm, park, 
or other such place as aforesaid, it shall not be lawful 
for the Market Authority or the owner or occupier of 
any such other place or any person to again use or 
allow to be used lor swine that portion of the market 
•or other place aforesaid where the diseased pig 
was found, unless and until a Veterinary Inspector 
has certified that that portion has been, so far as 
practicable, cleansed and disinfected. 


(Reports.) 

(8.) The Inspector acting under this Article shall 
forthwith report to — 

(a.) the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary De- 
partment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, 
and 

(b.) the Local Authority, 
the proceedings taken by him thereunder. 


(Expenses.) 

(9.) The expenses of the execution of the provisions 
of this Article may be recovered from the owner of 
the swine seized or from the consignor or consignee 
thereof, who may recover the same from the owner, 
by proceedings in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Prohibition to Expose or Move Diseased or Suspected 
Swine. 

23. — (1.) It shall not be lawful for any person — 

(a.) to expose a pig affected with or suspected of 
swine fever in a market or fair, or in a sale-yard, 
or other public or private place where swine are 
commonly exposed for sale ; or 


(6.) to place a pig affected with or suspected of 
swine fever in a lair or other place adjacent to 
or connected with a market or a fair, or where 
swine are commonly placed before exposure for 
sale; or 

(c.) to send or carry or cause to be sent or carried a 
pig affected with or suspected of swine fever on a 
railway, canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a 
coasting vessel ; or 

(d.) to carry, lead, or drive, or caused to he carried, 
led, or driven, a pig affected with or suspected 
ol swine fever on a highway or thoroughfare ; 
or 

(c.) to place or keep a pig affected with or suspected 
of swine fever on common or uninclosed land, or 
in a field or place insufficiently fenced, or in a 
field adjoining a highway unless that field is so 
fenced or situate that swine therein cannot in 
any manner come in contact with swine passing 
along that highway or grazing on the sides there- 
of ; or 

(/•) to graze a pig affected with or suspected of 
swine fever on pasture being on the sides of a 
highway ; or 

(g.) to allow a pig affected with or suspected of 
swine fever to stray on a highway or thorough- 
fare or on the sides thereof or on common or 
uninclosed land or in afield or place insufficiently 
fenced. 

(2.) But this Article shall operate subject to Article 
1 0 and to tlui provisions of the last preceding Article 
providing for or directing the movement of swine 
affected with swine fever in cases therein mentioned. 

(3.) The provisions of the last preceding Article 
shall apply in the case of any pig exposed or otherwise 
dealt with in contravention of this Article. 

(4.) Notwithstanding anything in this Article any 
pig may at any time be moved in accordance with a 
Licence of an Inspector or other Officer duly authorized 
to grant such Licence. 


Food and Water during Detention. 

24. An Inspector, Officer, or Constable detaining 
a pig under this Order shall cause it to he supplied 
with requisite food and water during its detention ; 
and the expenses incuiTcd by him in respect thereof 
may be recovered from the person having charge of 
the pig, or from its owner, by proceeding in any 
court of competent jurisdiction. 

Granting of Movement Licences. 

25. — (1.) An Inspector or other Officer duly 
authorized to grant Licences under this Order, or 
a Local Authority, or an Inspector of a Local 
Authority, may, if he or they think fit, withhold a 
Licence in any ease where the movement of the swine 
or things proposed to he moved would be in his or 
their judgment inexpedient or improper. 

(2.) A Movement Licence granted under this Order 
or under any Regulation of a Local Authority under 
this Order shall not be available if granted by the 
owner of the pig to be moved, or by liis agent, or by 
the owner or consignee or other person selling the pig 
or exposing the pig for sale, or by the purchaser 
thereof or by his agent, or by the auctioneer or other 
person conducting the public or private sale at which 
the pig is exposed, or by the occupier of the farm or 
premises or slaughter-house from or to which the pig 
is to be moved, or by any individual member of an 
Executive Committee or Sub-Committee of a Local 
Authority. 
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Regulations as to Movement Licences. 

26. — tl.) The person granting a Movement Licence 
under this Order shall forthwith send a copy of such 
Licence to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(2.) Every Movement Licence granted under the 
provisions of this Order, shall, after the expiration of 
the ]>eriod for which such Licence is available, be 
delivered with all practicable speed by the owner or 
person in charge ot the swine moved, at the nearest 
police station of the district in which the place where 
the swine were moved under such Licence is situate. 

(3.) Every such Movement Licence when received 
by the Police shall, with all practicable speed, be 
transmitted to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 


Production of Licences ; Names and Addresses. 

27. — (1.) Every person in charge of a pig or thing 
being moved, where under this Order or under any 
regulation of a Local Authority under this Order a 
Movement Licence is necessary, shall, on demand of a 
J ustice, or of an Inspector or other Officer of the Privy 
Council, or of a Local Authority, or of a Constable, 
produce and show to him the Movement Licence, if 
any, authorizing the movement, and shall allow it to 
be read and a copy of or extract from it to be taken 
by the person to whom it is produced. 

(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
aforesaid, give his name and address to the Justice, 
or Inspector, or other Officer or Constable. 


Provisions as to Regulations of Local Authorities. 

28. — (1.) Every Local Authority shall forthwith send 
to the Clerk of the Council, V eterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, a copy of every 
Regulation made by them, under the provisions of this 
Order. 

(2.) If the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied on inquiry 
with respect to any Notice served or Regulation 
made by a Local Authority under the provisions of 
this Order that the same is of too restrictive a character, 
or otherwise objectionable, and directs the revocation 
thereof, the same shall thereupon cease to operate. 

Powers of the Lord Lieutenant. 

29. Any powers by this Order conferred upon a 
Local Authority or an Inspector of a Local Authority 
may at any time be exercised by the Lord Lieutenant 
or an Inspector or other Officer appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant, respectively. 

Marking or Branding of Swine. 

30. Any swine liable to be slaughtered under the 
Act of 1S94, may be marked or branded in such 
manner ns may be deemed requisite by an Inspector or 
other Officer duly authorized ; and the owner or person 
in charge of such swine shall give all reasonable 
facilities to the said Inspector for the purpose of this 
Article. 

Saving for Inspectors and other Officers. 

31. Nothing in tins Order shall be deemed to affect 
the action of an Inspector or other Officer specially 
authorized by the Lord Lieutenant, in dealing with 
outbreaks of swine fever, and this Order shall not 
apply to or interfere with the movement of swine or 
carcases or the burial or destruction of cavcases moved 
or buiied or destroyed under the direction or in charge 
of such Inspector or Officer. 


Weekly Ri turns to Privy Council. 

32. Where an Inspector of a Local Authority finds 
in his district swine fever he shall forthwith make a 
return thereof to the Local Authority and to the Clerk 
of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy Council 
Office, Dublin Cnst-le, on a form provided bv the- 
Veterinary Department for the purpose, with all par- 
ticulars therein required, and shall continue to so make 
a return thereof on the Saturday of every week until 
the disease has ceased. 


Documents and Forms. 

33. — (1.) Every Local Authority shall provide and 
supply to their Inspector and Officers such documents 
and forms as may be necessary for the purposes of this 
Order. 

(2.) Forms given in any former Order, which have 
been before the commencement of this Order pre- 
pared and arc already printed for use, may also be 
used, so far as they are suitable, and with the requi- 
site adaptations. 

Offences. 

34. — (1.) If a sale of swine is held in contravention- 
of any Regulations made under the provisions of this- 
Order, the person or company holding the sale, and 
the occupier of the place or farm or premises where 
the sale is held, and the owner or consignee of each 
pig exposed thereat, and the person exposing the same 
thereat, and the auctioneer, if any, or other peisou 
conducting the sale, and the person, if any, taking 
entrance-money or other payment for admission thereto, 
and the purchaser thereat of any pig, such last-men- 
tioned person or such purchaser knowing the sale to 
be held in contravention as aforesaid, shall, each accord* 
iug to and in respect of his or their own acts and 
defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1894. 

(2.) If a pig is moved in contravention of this Order, 
or of a Notice served under this Order, or of any 
Regulation made by a Local Authority under this 
Order, or of the conditions of a Movement Licence 
thereunder, the owner of the pig, and the person for 
the rime being in charge thereof, and the person 
causing, directing, or permitting the movement, and 
the person moving or conveying the pig, and the owner 
nnd the charterer, and the muster of the vessel in which 
it is moved, and the consignee or other person receiv- 
ing or keeping it, knowing it to have been moved in 
contravention as aforesaid, and the occupier of the 
place from which the pig is moved, shall, each accord- 
ing to and in respect of his own acts and defaults,, 
bo deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 
1894. 

(3.) If a person in charge of a pig being moved, 
where under this Order a Movement Licence is 
necessary, on demand made under this Order, fails to- 
give his true name and address, or gives a false name 
or address, he shall be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1894. 

(4.) If an owner or person in charge of swine being 
moved, where under this Order a Movement Licence 
is necessary, fails to deliver such Licence at a police 
station as required by this Order, he shall be deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Act of 1S94. 

(5.) If a pig is not slaughtered as required by this 
Onler, or by the conditions of a Licence thereunder, 
the person to whom the Licence is granted, and the 
owner of ohe pig, and the person for the time being in 
charge thereof, and the person failing to cause the 
same to be so slaughtered, shall, each accordiug to 
and in respect of his own acts and defaults, be deemed 
guilty of au offence against the Act of 1894. 
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(6.) If in contravention of this Order, or of the 
conditions of a Licence thereunder, a carcase of a pig 
is removed or is not bulled, or is not destroyed, the 
owner of the carcase, and the person for the time 
being in charge thereof, and the person causing, 
directing, or permitting the movement, and the person 
moving or conveying the carcase, and the owner and 
the charterer and the master of the vessel in which it 
is moved, and the consignee or other person receiving 
■or keeping it, knowing it to have been moved in 
contravention as aforesaid, and the person failing to 
bury or destroy the carcase, shall, each according to 
and in respect of his own acts and defaults, he deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Act of 1894. 

(7.) If any person, with a view to unlawfully evade 
or defeat the operation of this Order, by clipping, or 
washing, or in any other manner takes out, effaces, 
obliterates, or removes, or attempts to take out, efface, 
■obliterate, or remove, any mark on any swine marked 
in pursuance of the provisions of this Order, or of the 
conditions of a Licence thereunder, or counterfeits 
any such mark, the person doing the same, and the 
person causing, directing, or permitting the same to 
be done, and the owner of the swine, and the person 
for the time being in charge thereof, shall, each 
according to and in respect of his own acts and 
•defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act of 1894. 

(8.) If any person with a view to unlawfully evade 
or defeat the operation of this Order or of a Regula- 
tion made by a Local Authority thereunder, allows a 
pig to stray he shall be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1894.

RABIES AND MUZZLING ORDERS. 

Siu, — I am directed by the Lords Justices to send 
herewith copies of two Orders in Council, which will 
come into operation on the 1st of 4 uly, 1897, and which 
will apply to the whole of Ireland. 

It has been determined, after careful consideration, 
to act upon the recommendations of the Departmental 
Committee, which inquired recently into the working 
of the laws relating t o dogs, and to make a determined 
and systematic attempt to stamp out rabies, which is 
so widely prevalent in this country. 

The first of the Orders passed for tliis purpose — the 
Rabies (Ireland) Order, 1897 — prescribes the pro- 
cedure to be adopted iu dealing with rabies as with 
other contagious diseases under the Diseases of Animals 
Acts. It provides, amongst other things, for the com- 
pulsory slaughter of any dog affected wi th or suspected 
of rabies, or which has been bitten by a diseased or 
suspected dog ; and for the seizure, detentiou, and 
disposal of stray dogs which are a fruitful source of 
loss and dangor to the community. Their Excellencies 
rely upon the co-operation of each Local Authority in 
giving full effect to the provisions of this Order which, 
if properly applied, should not only check the progress 
of rabies, but with the strict enforcement of the 
Muzzling Order lead, it is confidently hoped, to the 
stamping out of the disease. 

The second Order — the Muzzling of Dogs (Ireland) 
Order, 1897 — has been framed to meet the difficulty 
arising from the failure of Local Authorities to co- 
operate so as to secure the application of muzzling 
regulations over an area wide enough, and during a 


jwniod sufficiently long, to render these regulations 
practically useful. The highest scientific authorities 
are agreed that rabies can be satisfactorily dealt with 
only hy muzzling properly applied over a large area, 
and for a considerable time. Many Local Authorities 
have urged the necessity for a uniform code of muzzling 
regulations applying to the whole country. The 
existing system has proved a failure. Iu spite of the 
application of muz/.liug regulations in many localities 
the disease, as proved by scientific investigation, con- 
tinues to prevail in each of the four provinces in 
Ireland, and has led to a deplorable loss of property, 
and even of human life. During the quarter ended 
March 31st-, 1897, three deaths from hydrophobia have 
been reported by the Registrar-General, and another 
distressing case occurred within tho last few days. 

In these circumstances Their Excellencies iu Council 
have sanctioned the Order which will apply muzzling 
regulations to the whole of Ireland from the 1st July, 
1397. The strict enforcement for a definite period of 
these regulations with the additional measures pre- 
scriljed by the Rabies Order will result, it is believed, 
iu the extinction of the disease, and render muzzling 
unnecessary in the future. 

It will be observed that the use of a cage muzzle so 
constructed as to render it impossible for a dog to 
bite, but which will not provent the animal from 
breathing freely or from lapping water-, is compulsory. 
The material of which the muzzle is to be made has 
not been prescribed. But the wire cage muzzle, now 
in use in England under the Orders of the Board of 
Agriculture, has proved efficient and humane, and a 
muzzle of tliis description is strongly recommended. 
It is constructed of strong wire, the joints and strap- 
loops are loclceted and soldered, the locket joints being 
turned outwards, and the muzzle secured by a strong 
leather strap fastened round tho dog’s neck. A 
muzzle so constructed will fully meet the requirements 
of the Order, while I am to point out that auy person 
who allows his dog when in a public place to be un- 
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muzzled, or wearing a muzzle so constructed as to 
enable the dog to bite any person or animal, renders 
himself liable to a very substantial penalty. 

I am directed by Their Excellencies to request the 
Local Authority to be good enough to give full 
publicity to these Orders, and to co-operate with the 
Veterinary Department and the police in the stringent 
enforcement of the regulations.

RABIES. 

Stray or Unmuzzled Dogs. 


Sir, — lam directed by the Lords Justices to invite 
the special attention of the Local Authorities under the 
Diseases of Animals Acts, 1891 and 1896, throughout 
Ireland, to the provisions contained in the Rabies 
and M uzzling of Dogs Orders, respectively, relative to 
the seizure, detention, and disposal of stray or un- 
muzzled dogs. 

The Orders provide for the seizure of every stray 
or unmuzzled dog, and (except in those cases in which 
immediate slaughter is to be carried out) for its 
detention in some proper place for such period as may 
be deemed expedient. If not claimed within three 


days after the seizure, or, where the owner is known, 
within two days after notice of the fact of the 
detention has been given to him, the dog may then be 
slaughtered or otherwise disposed of. 

In the execution of these provisions the Local 
Authority will be afforded the assistance of the Police. 
It is. however, competent for the Local Authority to 
employ such special Officers as may be necessary in 
each Union for this particular duty, and in many 
instances it will probably be found desirable to ex- 
ercise this power. 

The strict enforcement of the provisions in question 
is essential to the success of the measures which are 
being taken for the eradication of Rabies. 

Unfortunately, throughout the greater part of the 
country there are at present no recognised places to 
which dogs when seized can be brought for the pur- 
pose of temporary detention, and consequently the 
requirements prescribed in this respect cannot, under 
existing conditions, be efficiently carried out. 

It is suggested that a place of detention, to which 
stray dogs could lie eouveyed by the Officers who had 
seized them, might be provided by the Local Authority 
in the most important town in each Union. In other 
places it will be possible, without providing a place of 
detention, to make arrangements through the Police 
at a small cost for the maintenance of ownerless dogs 
during the prescribed period of detention. The cost 
of maintenance will be recoverable from the owner in 
every case where a dog is reclaimed. In all other 
cases ono-half of the expense incurred by the Local 
Authority will be recouped by the Veterinary De- 
partment. A similar rule applies to the expenses 
incurred by the Local Authority iu carrying into effect 
the other provisions of the Orders.
